The Condos Are Coming 

There Are 320 Units Planned For Completion In The Next Few Years In A 
Town That Averaged Only 30 New Units Annually Over The Last Decade

If all the condominiums now being planned 
for Winchester are built, the number of condos 
coming into town in the next few years will 
surpass the number of single-family homes built 
in the last decade. 

Seven different condominium projects are 
either being built, planned or discussed around 
town. The projects range from an ambitiously 
large, 110-unit project like the Whitten's Sachem 
Woods to the small, 18-unit condominiums being 
built into the Washington School. 

But when you add them all together, you 
come up with over 320 new units planned for a 
town that has averaged 30 new houses a year for 
the past decade. 


And this landslide of condo plans has come 
less than a year since the first condo proposal 
came before Town Meeting in an article to re¬ 
zone the Washington School. 

Prices for condominiums, which average 
around $130,000, has put this kind of housing out 
of the reach of all but the financially well-to-do. 

And for those who have worked to get af¬ 
fordable housing in town, the condo boom means 
there is less and less chance of getting that 
housing. 

The condominium boom has given the town's 
senior citizens a chance to move out of their 
large homes. According to Bill Legate, who 
began selling units in the Wedgewood pi. condo 
last week, five of the first six buyers were from 
Winchester. 


‘‘It’s the empty nesters, the older couples 
whose childeren have left home and who want a 
smaller place, who are the ones that buy," said 
Legate. 

"One of the couples who put down a deposit 
had lived in Winchester for 20 years, moved to 
the Cape when the children left and the husband 
retired, but decided they were too remote,” he 
continued. "Now they've moved back to Win¬ 
chester." 

But while the condo boom has provided 
housing for one group of townspeople, it may 
shut off the possiblility of other types of housing 
in town. 

"The housing situation in this town smells," 
said Pauline McOuigan, chairman of the Council 
on Aging. "I’ve worked for six years to get some 


new housing in Winchester, and now the town has 
gone condo crazy." 

"No one is thinking of the (50 and 70-year-olds 
who want to go into rentals," said McGuigan. 
"They better lay off condos until they do 
something about housing." 

McGuigan noted that she had done "1 don’t 
know how many studies” to discover the housing 
needs of Winchester's seniors. Those studies 
showed, she said, that the town’s seniors could 
use at least 100 apartments, and those would be 
filled up quickly. 

"These people have lived in Winchester all 
their lives, brought up kids, and paid taxes," 
McGuigan said. "Now they want a smaller

Condo Developers 
Waited Until The 
Timing Was Right

The seeds <il (he new condominium 
boom m Winchester have lain fallow in 
the town for the past Iwo decades. 

But il has taken a change in (he 
Winchester citizen's view of con¬ 
dominiums, and an interest in con¬ 
dominium living, to bring the craze to full 
flower in town. 

otto Schaefer was a member of the 
Planning Hoard when the law which 
opened the door for condominiums was 
lirsl passed hy Town Meeting. Schaefer 
feels you can trace the roots of the condo 
boom hack to 1903. 

"At the time the Parkview Apart 
meats were built, there was so much 
unhappiness with the way they turned 
out. all forms of multi-family zones were 
eliminated." Schaefer recalled. 

"When I came on the board in 1965, 
our job was to bring a new zoning law to 
the town, with proper controls for 
apartments." 

The Planning Board worked for the 
next five years developing the new 
zoning laws, brought them to Town 
Meeting twice. The new law. finally 
accepted in 1973 contained provisions 
allowing multiple family housing 

But the Planning Board never 
dreamed allowing that type of housing 


would lead to a condominium explosion 

"At the time we were working on the 
by-laws, condos were barely tin element 
in the picture," Schaefer recalled. "They 
were common in Europe, but in this 
country, they were almost a negli gihle 
entity as far as planning went." 

Schaefer noted that the laws when 
past were fairly restrictive, in that they 
called for a low density few people in a 
building. 

"The principle behind zoning then was 
that a high population density causes 
problems," explained Schaefer. "If you 
restrict the number of people you can gel 
into a given area, it does mean more 
expensive housing, because you just 
can't get as many units to cover the 
development costs. 

“But it also means you avoid 
congestion, and that's what turns nice 
towns into slums," be said. 

According to Charles Tseckares, 
architect and Planning Board member, it 
wasn't density but the dimensional 
reqirements for multiple family 
buildings that kept developers away 
from town for several years. 

The zoning, Tseckares contended, 
kept the condo boom from surfacing until

Seven Condos In Various Stages Of Development

WEDGEWOOD PLACE CON¬ 
DOMINIUM, Main st. IX units 

The first to condo proposal to come 
before the town and the first to be 
completed, the Wedgewood lace con¬ 
dominiums are already on the selling 
block. 

According lo Bill Legate, who is 
selling the units, six people have already 
put downpayments on units, and all 38 
units in the condo should be sold within a 
year at the most. 

Most of the units in the Main si. 
condominium are two bedroom, except 
lor a one bedroom townhouse facing 
Wedge Pond and a three bedroom unit 
located in above the clubhouse beside the 
condominium’s pool. 

Prices for the condos range from 
$110,000 lo $170,000, depending on the 
location o( the unit, the view, and the size 
of the balcony. Except for those details 
every unit is identical the basic 
modern apartment, with a kitchen 
seperated from the living room by a bar, 
and an extra bathroom in the master 
bedroom. 

Each unit comes with a fireplace, and 
is carpeted or with parquet floors, 
depending on ttit* buyer's taste

The most expensive units in the 
building, costing $170,000, are located at 
the rear, Wcdgepond is located at the 
rear, Wedge-Pond side of the building. 

All the units on that side have balconies 
leading lo sundecks on the roof of the 
townhouses, but ibis particular unit also 
has a second balcony, at the rear of the 
building.

The next of the new condominiums to 
open will probably be the Washington 
School, which is now undergoing 
renovations. 

According to Edward Haddad, who is 
directing the construction heading up the 
project ior the Codman Condominium 
Co., construction is about 25 percent 
complete. The workers have finished 
gutting the building, he said, and are 
model should be open sometime in Nov. 

The condos, which Haddad said 
should be ready for occupancy by May of 
next year next May, will cost somewhere 
between $75-$185,000. Haddad cautioned 
those figures are tentative. 


"1 really don't have my prices set 
yet," he said. "I'll have to know what m> 
costs are before I make that decision " 
Unlike Wedgewood, every unit in the 
Washington School (now called Water 
field Square) '.ill he a little hit different 
"It makes it more interesting to tlie 
buyers," Haddad explained. "People 
don't like moving on a street with all 
yellow colonials they don't want to look 
like their neighbors." 

Some of the units will have libraries, 
others atriums and skylights, and others 
will have vaulted or cathedral ceilings 
There will he a tennis court and a 
patio area on the grounds of the 
development

Dump Truck Busts Up West Side Home

A truck can be many things to many 
different people. A livelihood, means to 
transport materials, a noisy nuisance 
hogging the road. 

But no one would mistake a truck for a 
piece of living room furniture. 

That is, until 3:45 p.m. last Friday, 
when a 10-ton, driverless, loaded dump 
truck travelled down Thornberry rd. and 
came to a shattering halt in the living 
room of the Wilkinson-Heap home on lit 
Thornberry rd. 

John Wilkinson-Heap was standing in 
his driveway when he saw the truck 
rolling towards his house, according to 
police. 

Heap said that he first saw the truck 
strike a telephone pole in front of 22 


Thornberry. The truck then continued its 
unalterable course across the lawns of 22 
Thornberry rd., then 20 Thornberry rd., 
continuing right on through the side of 
the Heap’s house. 

The determined "guest" broke 
through the outside and inside walls of 
the house upstairs living room and dining 
room of the split-level house. The truck 
also broke the ceiling of the basement 
and the foundation causing extensive 
damage to (lie house. 

According to the truck’s owner, 
Richard Walsh of the Richard Walsh 
Construction Co. of Hyde Park, the 1965 
Mack Truck was parked on Capri terr 
across the street from 39 Thornberry 
when it suddenly began to roll across the 
street.

Police said the truck hit the curbing, 
turning its wheels to the right, and 
headed down Thorberry rd. During its 
trip down the steep hill, the truck ran 
over a mailbox, snapped an Edison pole 
and crushed hushes. 

There were no injuries during the 
truck's wild ride. 

Florindo F. DeKoma Jr. of Koslin 
dale, the truck's driver, said lie had 
completed the necessary precautions 
when lie parked the truck. DeKoma told 
police lie had engaged the airbrakes, 
handbrake, chocked the rear wheels, put 
the truck into gear and turned off the 
engine. 

However. DeKoma told police that he 
noticed that the chock block had been 
removed after the incident. 


State Hop Sherman Saltmarsh told 
the Hoard of Selectmen Monday that one 
important Proposition 2.5-rciated bill 
would lie held up in the state legislature 
until a decision was made on another 
Prop. 2.5-spawned hill 

And that second hill, he said, was 
stuck in the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The first hill, the so called 60-40 for¬ 
mula for distributing state aid, would 
give Winchester an additional $290,000 in 
local aid this year. 

The bill was filed after the legislators 
tried to divide up the $300 million in 
additional local aid approved to help 
towns struggling with 2.5. When some 
towns received 900 percent of the money 
they lost to 2.5, and oilier towns received 
to percent, some legislators called for a 
different formula. 

The 60 40 plan would make certain all 
communities received no more than 60 
percent, and no less than 40 percent of 
their Prop. 2.5 losses back. Winchester, 
which received $339,000, or 21 percent of 
its $1.58 million loss, would pick, up 
$290,000 it it received the minimum 40 
percent. 

Naturally, town officials would like to 
see the money. Hut the selectmen were 
even more interested in getting the 
second trill passed, in a hurry. 

The hill would allow towns undergoing 
revaluation to send out estimated tax 
trills until the evaluation is completed 
and the actual tax hills are sent out. 

Winchester is undergoing revaluation. 
The actual tax hills won't go out until 
December And Hoard Chairman 
Edward O'Connell feels that being able to 
send out estimated hills "is critical to 
us." 

Although the selectmen had already 
asked citizens to pay taxes voluntarily, 
O'Connell said there was doubt as to 
whether people could do so legally. 

“This hill would remove that doubt," 
said O'Connell. "Citizens have come 
forward and made payments already, 
and I don't want them penalized for 
helping the town." 

Saltmarsh agreed there was doubt 


surrounding the whole issue of estimated 
tax hills. 

“There is as much confusion in the 
Department of Revenue, at the state 
level, in the legislature and in the ad¬ 
ministration as there is in the towns,” 
Saltmarsh said. “This could clear that 
confusion up." 

But the confusion won't be cleared up 
until the bill gets out of the Ways and 
Means Committee. And Saltmarsh said 
lie had “reservations if it will be out of 
committee before next week." 

Saltmarsh explained that the 
estimated tax hill portion of the House 
Hill was buried in a bill to make wide 
changes to Prop. 2.5. 

"! have some serious reservations 
about parts of that bill, and I know other 
legislators do its well," said Saltmarsh. 

"It makes some drastic changes to 2.5 
that even the public doesn't fully un¬ 
derstand yet." 

Because of those reservations, 
Saltmarsh said, it could be a long time 
before the hill is voted on by the 
legislature. 

To hasten the vote on the estimated 
tax portion of the bill, Saltmarsh said he 
suggested to Sen. Sam Kotondi that the 


senator move to remove the estimated 
bill section from the rest of the 
legislation. 

Once that whole mess is tackled, the 
state legislature can move on the the 60 
40 plan. 

Saltmarsh said he will fight to get the 
hill passed. 

"We got ripped off on the so-called 
additional local aid," said Saltmarsh "It 
flies in the face of what 2.5 was supposed 
to accomplish. 

“When I see some towns getting 700, 
800 and IKK) percent of what they lost in 
additional aid, and other communities 
getting almost nothing — it isn't right," 
he said. 

O’Connell questioned whether a town 
like Harvard, which picked up the 
liightest percentage of aid in relation to 
its losses, would instruct its legislators to 
vote against 60-40. 

"1 would hope equity and fair share 
would take precedence in such a case." 
said O'Connell. 

Saltmarsh wasn’t so sure. 

"It all comes down to the numbers," 
he said. "It depends on the numbers of 
communities that gain under 00-40 versus 
the number that will lose."

If they have no bread, then let them 
eat cake. 

Most Americans probably thought 
those words were buried in the history 
books on 18th-century France. But they 
are relevant now- only the "they" is not 
the hardy French peasants, but the 
children in public schools throughout the 
country; and the sentiment comes not 
from the opulent, ill-fated Marie 
Antoinette, but from the Heagan 
Administration. 

To compensate lor some of its cuts in 
money earmarked for the public school 
lunch program and the commodity 
program that provides low-cost meats, 
milk and other products to the schools, 
the federal Department of Agriculture s 
proposed to lower the minimum 
requirements for a federally approved 
Type A lunch. Presently, the schools are 
required to provide a hot lunch with two 
ounces of protein, three-fourths cup of 
fruit, vegetable or both, bread and butter 
and eight ounces of milk. 

“What really upsets us is the proposal 
to allow cake as a bread alternative," 
said Louise Watts, project director of the 
school food service for the state 
Department of Education's Bureau of 
Nutrition Education and School Food 
Service. "Also, pickles, catsup and relish 
are proposed as substitutes for 
vegetables. Those are the two worst 
things." 

In addition, the federal department 


has proposed to reduce the minimum 
requirements for elementary-school 
children only from two ounces of protein 
to 1.5 ounces and from eight ounces milk 
to six ounces. 

Other changes that Watts says seem 
sensible are a switch from eight servings 
ol bread a week to five servings a week, 
the use of yogurt instead of milk and the 
use ol tofu (soybean curd) instead of 
meat. 

Joan Monrow, school lunch director 
for the Winchester schools, said she has 
not received any official information on 
the proposed changes. "But from what 
I’ve heard, I don’t think it's a good idea," 
she said. "The students wouldn't be 
getting the nutritional value they need. 

"1 think we can provide more than the 
minimum," she added. “But I'm not 
really positive because 1 haven't seen 
anything official on it yet." 

Belmont’s superintendent of school 
lunches, Eleanor Burke, criticized the 
media coverage of the proposed lunch 
changes. She cited a CBS broadcast 
which illustrated the new minimum 
elementary lunch requirements with a 
scrawny sandwich and nine grapes.

School Supt. William C. MacDonald 
clearly downplayed the possibility that 
any schools would have to be closed next 
year at Monday's school committee 
meeting. Hart of the School Committee's 
contractual obligation to the Hrincipal’s 
Association is notification, by Oct. 31, of 
how many principals and assistant 
principals will be employed next year. 

The issue of closing schools rises from 
the fact that these salaries are fixed 
regardless of the chance of a demotion 
due to a principalship becoming un¬ 
necessary. 

"I feel very strongly, I hope that no 
schools need to be closed," said Mac¬ 
donald. 

Committee member Constance D. 
I’apas pressed MacDonald to be more 
specific, illustrating that during her 
tenure on the Committee, “We’ve had the 
population decrease by half and a one 


third reduction in the number ot 
elementary schools." 

"A nine to ten percent enrollment 
decrease could close one school, 
"MacDonald answered. "But there are a 
number of different factors." 

Providing manuvering room in 
memory of 2.5's carnage of school 
programs seemed to be of more concern 
to MacDonald than his seven percent 
decreased enrollment approximation for 
next year. 

Committee Chairman Dr. Roger A. 
Bauman emphasized that keeping all 
schools open is of highest importance. 

Papas ended the discussion by 
reiterating that the principalship issue is 
merely a “flexibility factor." 

The Committee postponed their 
decision on this particular issue until 
their next meeting on Oct. 13th.

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How To Understand Aging Relatives 
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Blitz! 


Nearly everyone, at one time or 
another, is faced with some issue related 
to the aging of a parent or spouse. As our 
medical technology becomes in¬ 
creasingly advanced, more people are 
living phsically active lives into their 80s 
and 90s. It is at the point when that 
previously active octogenarian becomes 
disabled that family members look for 
support in caring for him or her. The 
following is a composite of a typical 
story. 

Mrs. ,]., 47 years old, was referred to 
the mental health center hy the local 
council on aging. She had appealed to 
them for help in finding a person who 
would be available a few hours each 
week to care for her elderly father. She 
appeared in such an anxious state and 
became so tearful that it was suggested 
that she might benefit from counseling. 

Her father, 79 years old, was widowed 


10 years ago but had adjusted well and 
seemed fine until two years ago w'hen he, 
began to show signs of confusion and 
forgetfulness. His condition deteriorated 
to the point that Mrs. J. felt she had no 
choice but to bring father into her home. 

This decision was made when Mrs. J. 
found herself, not only checking on and 
providing meals for father twice a day, 
but becoming increasingly uneasy when 
her father was alone. Her father had 
wandered out of his home on two oc¬ 
casions and fortunately was returned to 
the house by concerned neighbors who 
happened to see him. 

The difficulties for Mrs. J. have in¬ 
creased now that her father is in her 
home. Much to Mrs. J's astonishment 
and distress, her two adolescent children 
have been unaccepting of granddad and 
not sharing in his care. They have been 
quite vocal in their objections to having

to share a small house as well as having 
to share their mother's attention with 
granddad. 

Her father has been monopolizing 
more and more of Mrs. J's time, both in 
his demands for service and attention 
and in some increased confusion and 
sensitivity to the activities of the 
household. 

Mr. J. had responded to the shift in the 
family system by withdrawing. He was 
spending more time in his basement 
workshop, going to bed early, or finding 
activities out of the home which he at¬ 
tended himself since Mrs. J. was unable 
to leave father comfortably except on the 
rare occasions that the children would 
agree to granddad-sit. Mrs. J's brother 
on the west coast refused to get involved. 

Mrs. J. was feeling down, angry, 
guilty and anxious in terms of her many 
"hats” — daughter, wife, mother, with 
no mention of her role as herself for 
herself. 

Mrs. J. was able to utilize short term 
psychotherapy to review historically her 
relationship with father, pursue a more 
specific medical assessment of father, 
set limits with all family members, allow 
for some time and energy for herself, 
■acquire some assistance in caring for 
father and begin to think and prepare for 
the possibility of a nursing home 
placement. 

Community service agencies which 
provide for the older person are more 
frequently consulted by family of aging 


relatives than in previous years.They are 
looking for assistance in their varied 
struggles in attempting to maintain them 
out of institutions. Agencies being tapped 
are the local councils on aging, mental 
health centers, homecare agencies, and 
the visiting nurses associations. 
Relatives may be adult children, 
grandchildren, spouses, siblings, or other 
extended family. 

Contrary to a common belief, off¬ 
spring DO NOT easily ship aging parents 
off to nursing homes. Statistics show that 
fewer than five percent of people over the 
age of 65 reside in nursing homes. 

Actually, it has been found by in¬ 
volved agencies and professionals that 
the tendency is to maintain parents in 
their home far beyond the time (hat 
would be deemed appropriate for more 
intensive care. 

The dilemma of "when" and “how” in 
terms of nursing home placement as well 
as the many other issues that arise for 
the caretakers, often become intensely 
stressful.

It's hard for us humans when 
the end comes, whether It comes 
sooner or later than we thought it 
would.

Living 
in New England, we are granted 
some good lessons by the turning 
of the seasons. If we’re wise, we 
heed them well.

Sachems Take Second Straight 


Stoneham 
Falls In 
Squeaker

The Sachems were lucky enough to 
beat were their own worst enemy 
Saturday against Stoneham. 

The team seemed just a little over¬ 
confident going against the Spartans, and 
it showed in their play — fumbles, 
several near-interceptions, and most of 
all, penalties. 

True, the refs were calling everything 
in Stoneham Saturday — both Win¬ 
chester and Stoneham ended up with 
eight calls against them but the calls 
against the Sachems secerned to come at 
the worst possible time. 

To make matters worse, the Spartans 
defense were incredibly tough against 
the usually effective Winchester of¬ 
fense. Eventually, hall control prevailed 
and the Sachems ended up with 17 points 
to win, 17-7, but the Sachems per¬ 
formance was spoiled by the slew of 
penalties against the team. 

Before the third quarter was half 
over, for example, Winchester had been 
hit with four penalties — one of which 
nullified a Sachem interception, one of 
which stopped a Sachem drive, and the 
third of which, an interference call 
against Steve Costello, set up the only 
Spartan touchdown of the game. 

if the penalties weren’t enough to 
make the Sachems sweat Saturday, the 
Stoneham defense was. The Spartans line 
virtually shut down the offense 
that scored HO points in its last two 
outings. 

Fortunately, the Sachems defense 
was even better. It only let Stoneham 
have two first downs all game. 

You knew it was going to be one of 
those games quickly. Two downs after 
receiving the opening kick-off, Stoneham 
fumbled on the sna[ and Winchester’s 
Greg Kirk pounced on me ball to give it to 
the Sachems. 

With first down on the Stoneham 35, 
the Sachems set up and quickly fumbled 
the ball, giving it back to the Spartans. 

You expected that sort of thing last 
week, in a muddy Knowlton Staduium, 
but not on this week’s dry warm Satur¬ 
day at Stoneham. 

Fortunately lor the Sachems, the first 
of many penalties was called against 
Stoneham, and the Sachems still had the 
ball — first and five — on the Stoneham 
30. 

Then, after Steve Costello got the 
Sachems to within one of the first down, 
Winchester fumbled again on the han- 
doff. There was no flag this time, and 
Stoneham had the ball on their 27. 

A penalty on the first down pul 
Stoneham at iirst and 15. Then on third 
down, Spartan quarterback John Maffeo 
slipped, and was brought down by the 
Sachems’ Robbie McDonald for a four- 
yard loss. 

The Sachem’s picked up the punt on 
the 40, but another penalty set the team 
back five yards. The Sachems started 
their drive. 

The whole afternoon could have been 
was epitomized by this first effort 
towards the goalpost. The Sachem wave,

which is mostly Steve Costello, kept 
hitting the Spartan defense rock, with 
traps, pitchouts and sweeps — all the 
things that worked so well for the 
Sachems in their first two encounters. 

The Stoneham defense didn’t give 
much — three yards here, four yards 
there — but the Sachems kept moving 
slowly. The rock eroded. 

Stoneham didn’t let the Sachems get 
past the 17-yard line on the drive, 
however, and a 25-yard field goal attempt 
from Chris Cahill died before reaching 
the goaluosts. 

The sachem defense, naturally 
didn't let the Spartans get to first down, 
and Winchester quickly had the ball 
back. 

This time the team wouldn't be 
denied their seven points. Again, the 
Stoneham defense was tough. The 
Sachems longest gain on a down was an 
ll-y<ard pass from quarterback RIbhie 
Fennell to Joe Donlon. On the Stoneham 
22, the Sachems had to risk a fourth down 
run to pick up the inches they needed for 
the first. 

Even at the goal line, the Spartans 
weren't giving anything away. Costello 
tried to go slant right three times, and 
was repulsed every time. 

But with fourth down and inches to the 
goal, Costello dove to the left, aimed for a 
hole in the Stoneham line, and put the 
Sachems on the board, 7-0. 

Both defenses were determined to 
keep the score low, and they stopped 
everything for the rest of the half. Both 
teams had a sack in the quarter 
Winchester's Bill MacMillan refused to 
be dazzled by a fake handoff and threw 
Maffeo for a five yard loss, and 
Stoneham got to Fennell with the blit/, as 
he waited to throw the bomb with 14 
seconds left. 

Then came the penalty-strewn third 
quarter, the called-back interception, 
and the interference call that put 
Stoneham at the Sachems’ 40. 

On the next play, Maffeo heaved a 41- 
yard-bomb to wide open flanker Mike 
Fiorillo to . tie the game 7-all. 

Stoneham was feeling high. They 
stopped Winchester after only three 
yards, and you could almost feel the 
Sachems' season breaking up. 

Then came The Fumble in a game 
littered with dropped balls. Stoneham's 
receiver dropped Cahills’s 30-yard punt, 
and Winchester had the ball on the 
Stoneham 43. 

The Sachem’s didn’t get anywhere on 
the drive, but Cahill’s punt pul Stoneham 
wuy back on their eight yard line 
the Sachem defense kept them there. 

The two defenses kept up their out¬ 
standing play, neither letting the other 
team get the crucial first down. But 
eventually, a short punt put Winchester 
at the opposing 42. 

Fennell took the ball himself on the 
first down, going through the middle 
when every Stoneham defender seemed 
to be hanging around the sidelines. 
Fennell brought the ball to the 17, and 
after picking up another (i yards, Cahill 
booted a field goal that was as long as his 
other atttempt was short. 

The field goal, which put Winchester 
on top 10-7, proved to be the winner. Just 
to prove the low score wasn't the usual 
Sachems game, the Winchester gridders 
put another one on the board with less 
than a minute left, driving 00 yards and 
ending with a Costello dive over the line 
for the TD. 

And just to prove which was the better 
defense in this highly defensive contest, 
Winchester's Steve MacDonald in¬ 
tercepted the bull one last time, with 12 
seconds left to play.

Boys Continue Unbeaten Streak Girls Destroy Only Remaining

If the Sachems soccer squad didn't 
have such depth, they probably would 
have lost last week's contests against 
Melrose and Reading.

When Town Meeting voted to rezone 
the Wyman School property, the Alter¬ 
nate School Use Committee predicted the 
condominiums would go for around $185- 
$ 200 , 000 . 


Blackhorse 

BL/UKIIOItSK COMMON, drove pi. 28 
units 

A1 Landry's Blackhorse Common is a 
different sort of development that the two 
schools and Wedge wood Place. 

Rather than putting all 28 units into 
one building, Landry plans to pul them in 
eleven buildings, each of which will look 
pretty much like a single-family colonial 
home. 

Landry already has Town Meeting 
approval of the project, voiced by its vote 
to rezone the development site off Grove 
pi. 

Rut he must wait for the Board ol 
Appeals to decide on his requests for 
variances of frontage and set-back 
requirements for some of the units. 

Landry went before the Board of 
Appeal on Sept. 10, and should receive a 
decision within the next week. If the 
board decides in his favor, Landry hopes 
to begin construction before the begin¬ 
ning of winter. 

“I'll be fortunate to get in the ground 
before the heavy winter sets in," said 
Landry. “If it’s a bitter cold winter, I'll 
have to shut down until the early spring.” 

Rut if the winter is mild, Landry 
added, he will go ahead with construction 
through the season. If that happens, 
Landry thinks he will have the first of his 
units ready for sale by next spring. 

Landry’s project, and the schools, and 
Wcdgewood are the only projects which 
can go ahead without Town Meeting 
approval. The remaining three, Sachem 
Woods, Aberjona Woods, and the 
Rangeley rd. condos, are still in the 
planning stages. 


Aberjona Woods 

ABERJONA WOODS, Off Swanton 
st., 85 units 

Of the three condominium proposals 
now in the planning stages Aberjona 
Woods is the closest to becoming reality. 

The project's developers' Continental 
Wingate of Boston (which is workigng 
with the owners of the land, local at¬ 
torneys Larry Murray and Henry Quill), 
will come before Town Meeting in 
November. 

The developers want 12 acres of land 
between Swanton and River sts. rezoned 
Irom industrial to residential, so they can 
build 85 units of condominiums. 

Murray noted that he and Quill 
decided to build homes, rather than an 
industry, on the lot after speaking with 
neighbors who were opposed to more 
industry in the area. 

*' According to Bob Conner of Con¬ 
tinental Wingate, his company has been 
working on the plans with architect and 
Mystic Valley pkwy resident Willy 
Selarsic, incorporating suggestions 
made by the Planning Board and other 
town bodies. 

The firm lias prepared a traffic study 
and a hydrology report (since the project 
is to bae along the banks of the Aberjona) 
to present to Town Meeting. 

As a result of the hydrology report, 
Connorer said, condominiums were 
moved back out of the 100-year floodplain 
(the area expected to flood once every 


too years) and foundations were raised a 
foot above that hypothetical flood level. 

The firm has also designed a flood 
storage area to accomodate extra run-off 
from the project, and prevent flooding 
downstream. Such an area is required 
under state wetlands acts. 

Continental is currently negotiating 
with the Conservation Commission over 
the right to the land along both sides of 
the Aberjona, which along with the river 
itself is part of the Murray and Quill 
property. 

The Conservation Commission would 
like ownership of the land, because it is 
the only stretch of the Aberjona not 
owned by the town. Continental has of¬ 
fered to grant the town an easement on 
the far side of the river, because, Conner 
said "we feel an easement is the easiest 
and best way to go.” 


Sachem Woods 


SACHEM WOODS, Off Carriage Hill dr., 
I It) units 

The largest and most ambitious of the 
proposed condo projects. Sachem 
Woods, has come to a halt until the 
controversy over the neighboring 
Carriage lliil development is cleared up 

Robert and Chubb Whitten, who are 
developing the project, had planned to go 
to the Fall Town Meeting to request a 
zoning change for their land on the 
Woburn line, behind Carriage Hill. 

But the Whittens withdrew the article 
at the last minute, because of confusion 
surrounding their project. 

"As it got closer to Town Meeting, the 
thing that became more and more ap¬ 
parent was the confusion in people minds 
beween Sachem Woods and Carriage Hill 
111." explained Robert Whitten. 

(Carriage Hill III is the latest 
prooposal by Jack and Sarah Moss, the 
developers of the Carriage Hill sub¬ 
division, to finish their 15-year project.) 

“My reading of the situation is that if 
Town Meeting membqrs are confused 
over an issue, they’ll vote no every 
time," Whitten continued. 

"We've pul a tremendous amount of 
time into this thing, and if it is voted 
down, we can’t come back for another 
vote for two years. And that would be a 
total loss," he said. 

When the Carriage Hill HI issue is 
resolved, Whitten said, he and his 
brother will once again begin promoting 
their plan to the public. 

Until then, the Whittens are keeping 
the neighborhood informed of 
developements through a newsletter, and 
working on the design of the project. 

Rians call for 1 It) units to be built on 05 
acres of land near the Woburn line. The 
units will be scattered over the site, and 
the actual construction will cover only 
about 11 acres. 

The Whittens see the development as 
being an exclusive one, with only one 
access road and 24-hour security guar¬ 
ding that road.

RANGELEY Rl). PROJECT 14 units 
The latest entrant in the condominium 
market is the a 14-unit project planned 
for a site off Rangeley rd. 

The proposal, still in its roughest 
form, was presented to the Planning 
Baoroard two weeks ago. 

The condos would be built off 
Rangeley rd., on part of the land that was 
once slated to become the Winchsester 
House, but has been vacant since that 
proposal was turned down.

they want a smaller place. They are 
willing to pay their own way, but they 
just can't afford a condominium." 

The condo explosion wouldn't affect 
the chances for apartments — if this was 
Nebraska. 

Rut as an older, settled town, Win¬ 
chester has very little land left for 
development. And much of that land is 
being snapped up by condo developers. 
There is an eerie symbolism in the recent 
proposal to build 14 condos off Rangeley 
rd.. on the site once proposed for the 
Winchester House senior housing 
protect.

"There were dimensional 
requirements for the size of the struc¬ 
ture, the set-back, and the open space, as 
well as a restriction on height," ex¬ 
plained Tseckrares. 

"Now say the density requirement 
allowed 20 units in a building on a par¬ 
ticular piece of land,” he continued. 
“When you tested the various sites 
around town, if you put 20 units on the 
site, you wouldn’t have enough room for 
parking, open space, and the rest. 

"It meant the whole thing wasn’t in 
jibe. The landowners felt their land was 
as valuable as the density allowed, and 
they couldn't understand why that 
density wasn't possible. 

“The owner would say “‘The land is 
worth so much because you can get 20 
units on if. The developer would say ‘but 
1 can only fit 15'. 

“To the landowners, that was in¬ 
credible. So they just sat on their land, 
and nothing happened for a number of 
years." 

Developers in such a sitiuation could 
go to the Zoning Board of Appeal, and try 
to get the Board to wave some of the 
dimensional requirements, Tsccukares 
.said. 

But for many years, Tseckares said, 
people in the town were so opposed to 
multiple family buildings, that the Board 
of Appeal would never have granted such 


According to Town Engineer Jake 
Ciarcia, there are only a dozen sites led 
empty.in town, all under ten acres, all on 
difficult land to develop, and all on the 
far edges of town. 

"There just isn't that much left in 
town to build on," said Ciarcia. “What’s 
left is costly to develop. It’s either on 
ledge, so you have to blast, or it’s on 
wetland." 

However, Ciarcia added, the land left 
in town would be more sutitable to multi¬ 
family, cluster type development, than 
single-family home development. 


a variance. Until recently. 

"Over the years, the resistance to 
multiple family dwellings lessened,” 
said Tseckares. "People began to loosen 
up, and rethink what the town needed for 
housing." 

Gradually, from 1978 to today, the 
pressure for new housing increased in 
Winchester — especially from* older 
citizens who wanted lo move out of their 
large homes. 

"In past years, not many people 
moved out of town," said Tsekares. “Ten 
years ago, it was only a few. Now, 
several years later, there are more and 
more. 

"Of those three houses," he noted, 
pointing outside his study window 
towards his Highland ave. neighbors, 
"that one moved to Florida, that one to 
Arlington, and that one to New llatnp- 
sihire. 

"And it's a real pity," he continued. 
"Those two gentlemen were born and 
brought up in Winchester. One is 82 now, 
and he had to move when he was 70.” 

Tseckares said that seeing their 
friends and neighbors move out of town 
convinced many townspeople that maybe 
multiple family housing wasn't such a 
bad idea. 

"Older folks in town, who had been 
particularly resistant to multi-family, 
suddenly realized that this type of 
housing was right for them. That 


"Cluster housing is jusj a better use 
for the land," Ciarcia explained, because 
a developer doesn't have to flatten out 
the terrain, put yards around each house, 
and space the houses through the 
development 

But more condominiums aren't going 
to solve Winchester’s housing problem, 
according to Clara 1 lewis, of the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority. 

"There is a considerable demand for 
moderate-income housing in Ibis town," 
said 1 lewis, who noted she was speaking 
for herself and not for the WI1A. "Cer 


changed their point ol view " 

The change in Winchester's opinion of 
multi-family was dramatically 
demonstated during the debate over 
Winchester House, in 1977 and 1978. 

The Winchester House proposal called 
for 111 units of low-and-moderate- 
income, multi-family senior citizen 
housing to 1 h> built off Rangeley rd 

Winchester's seniors combined ranks 
and came out whole-heartedly for the 
proposal. Pauline McGuignn, chairman 
of the Winchester Council on Aging, 
recalls that "Everybody was excited 
about the proposal. We turned out 
beautifully for Town Meeting." 

Winchester was ripe for mulli-fnmily 
development. Hut by the time Winchester 
would allow such development, the 
economy dictate d those developments 
be condominiums. 

“The same people who built apart¬ 
ments It) years ago can't do it today 
they’re building condominiums." ex¬ 
plained Town Enginneer Jake Ciarcia. 

"Unless you have a lot of money to put 
down, you won’t get enough in rent to 
cover the cost of the niorgatge," said 
Ciarcia. "The figures just don't come 
out." 

So it was lo be condos. And it wasn't 
long before the developers picked up on 
the new mood in Winchester. 

The town's Alternate School Use 
Committee inadvertantly promoted 


tainly a $120,000 condominium across 
from the Savings Rank isn't going lo 
meet the needs of those people 

“It isn’t the people with means that 
have a problem tinding housing," she 
continued "It's those who arc looking to 
rent, and can't afford to buy a home. 
There are elderly couples in town, or 
young couples with small families who 
want to move to town, who have nothing 
lo rent and who can't afford to buy a 
condominium." 

II the condominium boom continues in 
Winchester, I lewis said, “there simply 
won't be any new housing in town.”

Wedgewood Architect Agrees To Changes

In response lo mounting 
dissatisfaction with the construction of 
the Wedgewood Condominiums on Main 
st.. Planning Board member Charles A. 
Tseckares has negotiated a series of 
tentative changes in the building's 
design, lending it a more "residential” 
appearance. 

Discussions with the project's ar¬ 
chitect, William Turville of Architectural 
Endevor Inc., focused on cosmetic 
changes such as a hike in the landscape 
budget and the return of chimneys to the 
blueprint, but stopped short of outlining 
any radical alterations. “We have no 
right,” Tseckares said at Monday’s 
Planning Board meeting, "to suggest 
that they make substantial changes.” 

The negotiations followed a meeting 
between Tseckares, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Zoning Administrator, 
the Town Manager and the original and 
current developers, in which differences 
in the Town's expectations and the actual 
construction were lo be resolved. The 
developers had reportedly deviated from 
plans submitted to the Planning Board 
and the Board of Appeals. 

It was decided, according to 
Tseckares, that Turville would par¬ 


ticipate in discussions and be in a 
position to authorize changes in the 
construction of the building. 

The meeting between the town of- 
ficials and the developer came after a 
heated selectmen's meeting, when 
Tseckares and Board of Appeal Chair¬ 
man Gus Alexander charged the 
Wedgewood pi. developers had built a 
different building than the one shown in 
plans submitted to the Board of Appeal. 

The changes bad been made to the 
plans between the second and third time 
plans were submitted to the Board of 
Appeal, Alexander said, although .the 
developer did not tell the board of the 
changes. 

II was decided at the meeting with the 
developer, Tseckares said, that Turville 
would participate in discussions and be in 
a position lo authorize changes in the 
construction of the building. Tseckares 
described their encounter, in which five 
esthetic improvements were agreed 
upon, as “very productive,” adding that 
he was confident that the alterations 
would be implemented. 

Turville could not be reached for 
comment, bul Andrew Dean, president of 
Architectural Endevor Inc., said cost 
implications and other factors had to be 


discussed with Intercontinental 
Developers Indore the changes could be 
guaranteed. He said, "There hasn't been 
a decision." 

Tseckares said the following changes 
were discussed: 

— The possibility of an increased 
landscape budget. With a larger allot¬ 
ment for plants, shrubbery and other 
landscape material the environment is 
hoped to be made more pleasant. 

— The option of alterations in the roof 
line. In addition lo the return of three 
chimneys to the plan, it was suggested 
that the root include dormers. The 
dormers would be visible to those 
traveling south on Main st.. giving a 
decorative air to two of Ihe building's 
facades. 

— The placing of trim around all of 
the windows. The trim, which was 
decided upon after the possibility of 
shutters was ruled out, would match the 
dormers in color. 

The planting ol three 24 foot pine 
trees nil the south elevation of the 
building, set back in such a way as to 
remain unobtrusive. 

— The construction, on the same 
wall, of a huge trellis, on which a great 
Boston Ivy would curl. 


The I’lanning Board Members 
received the information with a great 
deal of praise, and Tseckares expressed 
bis belie! dial the appearance would be 
greatly improved. "If you apply 
something decorative in nature, with 
some scale," lie said, "il might look quite 
handsome." 

Tseckares claimed the dilemma of 
Karen Lanzoii, whose abutting land at 58 
VincsL lias suffered erosion as a result of 
Ihe construction, could be resolved in 
various ways, and that it would not 
present a problem lie said the possibility 
of a retaining wall had been discussed 

The proposed alterations come amid a 
groundswell of public criticism over the 
-appearance and implications ot the 
construction. Questions of residents, 
voiced before the Board of Selectmen, 
have centered around trash removal, 
sewer lines and other anticipated 
problems. 

Whether or not the alterations ■ if 
they arc implemented will quell such 
criticism remains to be seen, a quandary 
lo which I’lanning Board Member 
Clarence Borggaard addressed himself 
"No matter what you do there will still be 
people in this town who are unhappy," lie 
said. "You can't please everyone."

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Start With A House Clean-Up 


Falling leaves and rising prices. 
That’s the predicted forecast this autumn 
as higher utility, repair and maintenance 
bills push homeowners’ expenses ever 
skyward. 

As a result of these spiraling energy 
costs, budget conscious consumers with 
rake, broom, and bucket in hand, are 
currently hard at work "winterizing" 
their homes. By taking the necessary 
measures now, they hope to offset the 
expenses that accompany Old Man 
Winter when he blows into town. 

In an effort to help homeowners save 
money and energy, here are household 
tips to help make a clean sweep of energy 
costs. 


— Keep lamps and lights well dusted 
and clean. A heated bulb attracts dust 
and can reduce lighting by as much as 50 
percent. 

— Vacuum duet and grill areas on 
forced air heating systems for more 
efficient output. The crevice tool of a 
vacuum can make short work of cleaning 
the radiator. 

— Clean storm windows regularly. A 
window rid of dirt and grime is more 
energy efficient because it allows 
maximum sunlight and warmth to enter 
the home. 

— Empty the lint collector ol the 
clothes dryer after every cycle. Clogged 
vents waste energy and reduce the 


machine's efficiency. 

Set the refrigerator between 38 and 
40 degree and defrost frequently. Frost 
in a manual defrost refrigerator should 
not be allowed to build-up over a quarter 
inch. Frost makes the refrigerator work 
overtime, resulting in higher electric 
bills. 

— Repair and check leaky faucets. 
One drop a second can waste as much as 
000 gallons of water in a week. 

Including these helpful hints in the 
regular clean-up routine, a homeowner 
can realize substantial energy and 
maintenance savings, not only during the 
fall and winter months, but all year long. 


Check Out Contractors 


No one would buy a car or a house 
blindfolded, so why is it that so many 
homeowners do just that when choosing a 
contractor to remodel their home? 

A number of questions should bo 
asked and answered before a homeowner 
considering a remodeling project hires a 
contractor. 

To avoid the disappointment of a 
poorly done job and assure increased 
value and pleasure, the National Home 
Improvement Council suggests following 
these basic rules when selecting a con¬ 
tractor: 

Employ a contractor with an 
established place of business, preferably 
in your locality 

Check for adequate financial 
references. 


— Get references of satisfied 
customers and check on them personally 
by phone. If your city has a Better 
Business Bureau, check to see if there is 
an adverse file on the contractor. In lieu 
of a BBB, check with your local Chamber 
of Commerce. 

— Observe carefully how precisely he 
"sizes up” your proposed project, take 
note of his suggestions and discuss them 
thoroughly with him. Don’t be rushed, 
and avoid snap judgements — either pro 
or con. 

— Be certain to have a written 
agreement on plans and specifications 
(the materials to be used). 

— Get bids from more than one 
contractor. But, keep in mind that the 
lowest bid is not necessarily the best 
bargain. 


Don't Wait 

Do Roof 
Repairs 

Now ! 


If you've got a leaky, wornout roof 
over you , those "pennies from heaven" 
every time it rains could leave you awash 
in repair bills costing hundreds of 
dollars. 

Ignored, a badly weathered roof can 
lead to severe water damage in the roof 
deck and rafters, walls and floors — even 
furnishings. 

Since a roof tends to wear uniformly, 
even the best roofing materials even¬ 
tually succumb to weathering. 

And limited repairs won't help an old 
and badly worn roof. 

The biggest enemies of roofing are the 
sun, wind, rain, hail and variations in 
climate. 

The signs of weathered roof are ex¬ 
cessive loss of protective mineral 
granules and cracked, curled or missing 
shingles. 

If a roof of standard shingles is more 
than 15 years old, it’s a prime candidate 
for reroofing. 


To avoid premature roofing problems, 
do seasonal inspections in the fall and 
spring. Go up in the attic with a flashlight 
to inspect the rafters and underside of the 
roof deck for signs of leaks 

Outdoors, check the condition of the 
roof from a ladder or from the ground 
using binoculars. Avoid walking on the 
root It is dangerous and could damage 
the shingles. 

If the roof appears to be worn, call in a 
professional roofer to conduct an on-the- 
rocf inspection. He will lx.* able to 
determine the condition of the roof. 

He can also offer expert advice on 
materials and the use of color to improve 
the curb appeal of your home. 

Increasingly popular in reroofing 
these days is the use of three-dimensional 
asphalt shingles in handsome earthtone 
shades of browns and beiges that serve to 
relate a home to its surroundings. 

Designed to last many years with 
minimal maintenance, these shingles 


create deep, rugged shadowlines that 
give a home a distinctive appearance. 

If you suspect a roofing problem, 
don't climb up on the roof to inspect it. 
Besides being dangerous, you could 
damage the roofing surface by walking 
on it. 

Inspect the roof from the ground using 
field glasses. If a problem is detected, an 
on-the-roof inspection mav be necessary. 

/ 

If the shingles or shakes on your roof 
show a great deal of wear, as evidenced 
by splits, breakage, curled edges or an 
extreme loss of the protective granules 
found on asphalt shingles, it's time to re¬ 
roof your home. 

Fortunately for today's homeowners, 
there is a wide array of materials, colors, 
styles and textures to choose from when 
re-roofing. This choice lets homeowners 
enhance the appearance of their home 
and control costs. 

Among the most popular roofing 


materials, reports the National Home 
Improvement Council, are asphalt 
composition shingles and wood shakes or 

shingles. 

The sooner you repair or replace a 
damaged roof, the less likely your home 
is to suffer expensive structural damage, 
warns HNHIC. 

The trade association, which has 
chapters in most states, reminds 
homeowners that although re-roofing 
involves considerable expense, a high 
quality roofing job can last up to twenty- 
five years, which should be considered 
when choosing materials and a con¬ 
tractor.

people, appliances or equipment. 


Heat I.oss — the loss of heat in a space 
due to heat escape through window's, 
walls, floor and roof by conduction, 
convection or radiation.

Itehab — an abbreviated form of 
rehabilitate; to return a structure to 
productive use by making im¬ 
provements. 

Remodel to update a strclure by 
altering its interior or exterior. 

Restoration — to restore a structure 
to its original state, paying particular 
attention to architectural and design 
details of the period in which it was built. 

Retrofit — to modify a structure so as 
to incorporate energy-saving features. 

R-Value — a number measuring 
material’s ability to resist the flow of 
heat through it. The higher the K-value, 
the better the insulating quality.

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Do A Quick Winter Readiness Check 


Although the mercury is only 
beginning its annual descent toward 
colder temperatures, energy-wise 
homeowners should be aware that now is 
the time to winterize and ward off higher 
energy bills. 

The first step — and one which offers 
the greatest potential savings — is to see 
if your attic is adequately insulated. 
What’s adequate? It depends on the 
climate where you live. 

Experts say that even six inches (R- 
19) of insulation generally means an 
under-insulated attic. 

If you live further north, where 
winters are severe, you should have 12 
inches (U-38) of fiber glass insulation or 
more. And, in the south, six inches (R-19) 
or less will be inadequate when it comes 
to controlling year 'round energy con¬ 
sumption. 


Adding the right insulation to your 
attic is a home improvement that is easy 
to accomplish. 

It saves on the cost of heating and 
cooling your home. It's also economical. 
Do it yourself and the savings are even 
greater. 

One of the most popular types of in¬ 
sulation is mineral fiber, either rock wool 
or fiber glass. 

It is available at home centers and 
building supply stores in the form of batts 
or blankets — with or without a vapor 
barrier — and as pouring wool, which is 
loose insulation in bags meant to be 
poured in attic floors. 

Some building supply stores have 
machines for rental by do-it-yourselfers. 
These machines blow mineral fiber in¬ 
sulation in attic floors or walls and are a 
fast and efficient way to .insulate. 


If you decide to insulate your attic, 
keep several tilings in mind: 

book for R values when shopping 
for insulation. R values measure the 
ability of a material to resist heat flow. 
The higher the R value, the greater the 
insulating power. Savings vary. Find out 
why in the seller's fact sheet on 
Rvalues. 

— Check with your local utility to 
determine the correct R-value for your 
area. In general, if your attic has no 
insulation, install K 38 or R-30 mineral 
fiber. 

Any desired R value can be achieved 
with poured mineral fiber or with a 
combination of batts. blankets and loose 
wool. 

— With batts or blankets, lie sure the 
vapor barrier faces down. With pouring 
wool, rake it level. Re sure not to cover 


the vents along the eaves with insulation. 

Now that you have taken the biggest 
steps toward winterizing your home, 
experts recommend the following to save 
even more: 

Check your furnace for efficiency. 

Repair hot water faucet leaks. 

Pull draperies shut at night. 

Open draperies to let in sun during 
the day 

Turn down the thermostat at night 
and when you’re away from home. 

Close the fireplace damper when 
not in use. 

In a recent study by the National 
Association of Home Builders, a home 
with a number of energy-saving features, 
including upgraded levels of insulation, 
used 70 percent less energy for heating 
than a similar home without the energy¬ 
saving features. 


In fact, energy experts report that 
upgraded levels of fiber glass insulation 
can pay for themselves through energy 
savings in just a few years. (Savings 
vary Higher R values mean greater 
insulating power.) 

Remember to take advantage of the 
tax credit. In most cases, insulating your 
attic entitles you to a Federal income tax 
credit of 13 percent of the cast of 
materials, up to $300. 

Some states have similar energy 
conservation incentives. Consult the tax 
officials in vour state 


Smoke Detector Tips 

— Install detectors in each sleeping 
area and at tin' head of the basement 
stairs. Locate the alarm nearer to adults 
than children, since children tend to be 
deeper sleepers. 

— Regularly check that the detector 
is working properly. Test the battery 
once a week and make sure the smoke 
chamber is clear of dust. 

— Practice fire drills at least twice a 
year and become familiar with the 
warning signal of the detector. Plan at 
least two escape routes from each room 
and establish a meeting place a safe 
distance from the home. 

— Realize the limitations of a smoke 
detector and do everything to eliminate 
da ngerous conaitions 


Alternative Fuels: 


Windows Are A Major Energy Factor Wood And Coal 


With continuing concern for energy 
conservation, homeowners have 
discovered that a vital factor in saving 
fuel is adequate insulation. 

Windows are no exception. After a 
house is fully insulated, considerable 
heat loss can occur with ordinary win¬ 
dows. 

Both caulking and weatherstripping 
are easy and inexpensive do-it-yourself 
projects. You’ll find everything you need 
lor the job at a local home center. 

Hold a lighted candle around the 
frames and sashes of you windows. If the 
flame dances around, you need caulking 
or weatherstripping. 

Try slipping a quarter under the door. 
II it goes through easily, you need 
Weatherstripping there. 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Energy, properly designed and located 
windows can actually reduce heating and 
cooling costs. 


The single-pane glass in such windows 
offers little insulation. Heat easily 
escapes through the glass making the job 
of maintaining a comfortable tem¬ 
perature an expensive proposition. 

Separate storm sash is one solution. 
Another is windows with double-pane 
insulating glass — two panes of glass 
separated by an insulating airspace. 

Heat loss through the insulating glass 
is sharply reduced. In unusually cold 
climates, triple glazing is recommended. 

Double-pane insulating and factory- 
applied weatherstripping guards against 
excessive heat loss and fuel wasting air 
infiltration. 

Even in the northernmost climates 
south-facing, double-glazed windows can 
serve as collectors of passive solar 
energy. 

They allow the warmth of the low 
winter sun to pass through the glass 
where its heat is trapped Roof 
overhangs, awnings or shade trees 


protect the windows from excessive heal 
build-up in summer when the sun is high. 

Another factor to consider is window 
placement. Large glass areas, for 
example, should face south to take ad 
vantage of the heat from the low winter 
sun. 

Awnings, shade trees or roof 
overhangs sluidc the windows from 
excessive heat build-up when the sun is 
high. 

Operating windows in the east and 
west walls also help conserve energy by 
providing cross ventilation when there 
are cooling breezes. This reduces 
dependence on air conditioning. 

Here are some guidelines to proper 
window planning: 

In the cold climates where winter 
design conditions are vital 

— Locate the largest window area 
facing south to take advantage of winter 
solar heat gain, with lesser glass areas 
facing east and west. The smallest 


window area should lace north 

Use double pane or triple pane 
insulating glass to reduce heat loss 
through the glass. 

Select operating windows that can 
be opened to coo! breezes, thus reducing 
air conditioning loads in warmer months. 
Casement windows, for example, open 
out to too percent of their sash opening 
I >ouble hung and gliding windows open to 
nearly 30 percent ol their area 

In warm climates where summer 
design conditions are important 

Locate the largest window area 
facing north to reduce summer solar heat 
gain, with lesser amounts to the east, 
west and south 

Use double pane insulating glass to 
reduce heat gain through the glass 

Shade windows with trees, 
aw nings, external blinds or a large roof 
overhang to reduce excessive heat gain 
in warmer months 

Use operating windows that can be 
opened to cooling breezes to help reduce 
air conditioning loads

Furnaces Popular 


Americans have scrambled for 
economical energy alternatives since the 
Arab oil embargo started driving up fuel 
prices in 1973. 

In home heating, methods ranging 
from wood-burning stoves to careful 
insulation arc now reducing oil con¬ 
sumption. 

One of the most recent arrivals on the 
home energy saving front is tlx- wood- 
burning furnace 

In 1973, prior to OPEC’s dramatic 
increase in oil prices, only 250,000 
American homes used solid fuel heating 
units. 

But, as nil prices climbed from 12 
cents a gallon to well ovcr$l per gallon in 
1981, solid fuel sales skyrocketed. 

By year-end, more than six million 
American homes will have wood-coal 
furnaces or stoves 

This year, rather than buying a wood 
stove which can. normally, heat only one 
or two rooms efficiently, Americans are 
discovering they can make the same 
$1,000 investment in a wood-burning 
furnace and heat the entire house with 


the same amount of fuel. 

This trend harmonizes with modern 
home designs for central heating con 
venience. 

Home floor plans often make stove 
heating an impractical substitute for oil 
heaters because of scattered rooms 
sealed off from each other by walls, 
closets and other heat harriers 

Wood or multi-fueled furnaces 
combine the economy of stoves and the 
convenience of central heating. 

In most cases, they can replace the 
existing furnace and use the pipes or 
vents already in place. 

Maintenance demands of wood and 
coal furnaces go beyond those of con¬ 
ventional oil burners, since users must 
feed the fire, clean out the ash boxes and 
clear creosote deposits from duct work 
and chimneys. 

However, with conventional fuels 
growing ever more scarce and ex¬ 
pensive, and unreliability and costs of 
solar installations, more and more 
homeowners are turning to wood an 
efficient and renewable fuel source 


A Wood Splitter Can 
Help Reduce Costs 


Spiraling fuel costs and continued 
warnings about the scarcity of fossil fuels 
have triggered a renewed interest in 
wood energy in recent years. 

Many consumers are turning to wood 
as their primary heating fuel, using gas, 
oil or electric heat only as a back-up.

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Wood Furniture: 

Shop Wisely 


Higher costs have consumers looking 
hard at every price tag to make sure 
they're getting the most for every hard- 
earned dollar. 

Determining the best buy is relatively 
easy in such areas as food and tran¬ 
sportation. but personal tastes and the 
fashion element of items such as clothing 
and home furnishings make such 
decisions less objective and more dif¬ 
ficult. 

In the area of wood furniture — tables, 
chests, cabinets — here are some clues 
that can lead you to make the wisest 
choice for your home and lifestyle. 

Examine all furniture with the hand 
as well as the eye Inspect the finish for 
overall smoothness with no rough areas 
suggesting inadequate sanding, though 
"distressed" finishes have random 
markings in corners and finishes that 
seem to coat rather than enhance 
woodgrain. 

A fine finish will be clear deep and 
rich. Also, look for uniformity of color 
and similar grain patterns throughout 
the piece with expert matching of 
veneers. 

Operate all moving parts to be sure 
they function satisfactorily — table 
leaves, drop lids, flip tops, adjustable 
shelves, trays, doors and drawers. All 
should function smoothly and fit 
properly. 

Make sure glass panels, grillwork, 
decorative trim and lights are carefully 
installed, and that lights are convenient 
to switch on and off. 

Chock interior storage areas for 
satisfactory finishing, and see if the back 
panel is inset and screwed into place 
instead of nailed or stapled. 

Determine if tall pieces such as china 
cabinets and wall units have levelers to 
compensate for uneven floors. 

Drawers need to fit snugly in their 
frames, open and close effortlessly on 
center or side guides. Automatic stops 
help prevent accidental spillings. 

Remove a drawer and examine it as 
well as the interior of the "case." The 
best drawers have wood sides and back 
panels about a half-inch thick, joined by 
sturdy, close-fitting joints, preferably 
dove-tailed. 

Smooth-finished drawer interiors help 
prevent fabric snags, although vinyl- 
lined drawers in less expensive furniture 
are good in high-wear areas. 

Drawer bottoms should be strong and 
rigid. Be sure drawer hardware is hefty, 
without rough edges, and is bolted from 
the inside. 

Beware of drawers that seem 
unusually small, lightweight, are nailed 


or stapled together and have skimpy, 
poorly secured hardware. Watch out for 
undersized components and obvious 
shortcomings and shortcuts. 

The interior of the furniture should 
reveal good materials and workmanship. 

Look for sanded wood that seems 
adequately sized, tight-fitting joints with 
any excess glue removed, glued and 
screwed corner blocks and dust panels 
between drawers. Also, check the 
manufacturer's catalog to see if double 
dowel or mortise and tenon joints have 
been used. 

Both the hangtag and price tag tell 
much about construction and quality. 
The extensive use of solid wood, intricate 
carvings, heavy shaped moldings, exotic 
veneer inlays and deep patina finishes all 
require more expertise, hand craft¬ 
smanship and additional steps that add 
dollars to the final cost. 

Such highly decorative, finely 
detailed "top quality” designs are often 
regarded as a lifetime investment, well 
worth the higher price. 

Furniture without these extra niceties 
can be very well-made and a quality 
product nonetheless. The type of wood or 
veneer is another factor in price, but not 
necessarily quality. 

Imported mahogany and olive ash 
burl veneer cost more than domestic oak 
or pecan veneer. 

But, furniture crafted from such 
woods can be handsomely styled, in¬ 
corporate the same fine cabinetry 
techniques, and have a lustrous 12 or 16 
step finish that’s rich and durable. 

Good value in furniture is often 
desirable to suit current lifestyles. 
Children’s rooms are ideal for wipe-clean 
laminated plastic, at least on tops and 
perhaps on all surfaces. 

Laminates are not finished like wood 
surfaces and are therefore often less 
expensive. 

Dens and multi-purpose rooms are 
often happier with ruggedly crafted 
maple, oak or pine furniture, perhaps 
with matching laminated tops. 

Bedroom and dining groups that 
combine engraved panels with 
decorative areas of polystyrene can be a 
good purchase as long as both are 
properly finished so there’s no obvious 
simulated effect and the pieces seem 
strong enough to serve a number of 
years. 

The sturdiness, “heft" and work¬ 
manship of dining chairs tell much about 
overall quality. "KD” or self-assembled 
furniture can also be a good product for 
consumers who want to suit immediate 
needs. 


Tackle That Closet Now For Order Later 


Now is the time for closet clutterers to 
tackle those catchall areas that often 
hide a family of white elephants behind 
closed doors. 

Begin by emptying the closet. You’ll 
probably find things you forgot you 
'owned, and much you may wish you 
didn't! 

A good rule of thumb: if you haven’t 
used an item in a year or so, throw it out, 
or donate it to someone who will be glad 
to have it. 

Use closet space wisely. A few 
inexpensive storage accessories can help 
organize closet space effectively. 

For example, put the inside of the 
closet door to work by attaching a broom 
and mop organizer. It keeps broom and 
mop. dustpan and whisk broom right at 


hand and off the floor (plus out of sight 
when the door is shut). 

The less items to move when washing 
or sweeping the floor, the easier and 
quicker the job will be. 

Outfit closet walls for storage. A wrap 
and bag organizer and a hideaway 
hanging caddy hold household supplies 
off the floor and close at hand. 

Make closet shelves come to you. A 
storage turntable makes that hard-to- 
reach top shelf convenient. This adap¬ 
tation of the lazy susan brings top-shelf 
items within reach at the turn of a wrist. 

Try stacking bins. Instead of shopping 
bags, cardboard cartons and paper sacks 
to hold products normally kept in a 
closet, use plastic stackers to make these 
items quickly visible and easy to reach.

The Hot Water Heater 

The Second 


Your second biggest energy bill this 
fall and winter will probably be for 
supplying hot water to your household. 

You could save a lot of money b\ 
taking cold showers all winter, but there 
are other less drastic steps which can 
reduce the bite that water heating takes 
out of your budget. 

In the average home, the hot-water 
heater consumes 2(1 percent ol the total 
energy cost. It takes more than twice the 
energy spent on lighting, cooking and 
running appliances, and is only second to 
house heating, which accounts for 7n 
percent of the total. 

Turn down the thermostat that's 
the simplest and most effective way to 
save money on your hot-water tank 

Very few households require water 
temperatures above 12(1 degrees K . and 
11(1 degrees F. is satisfactory for most hot 
water uses. 

Lowering the thermostat on your 
water heater also means that less beat

Another way to save money on your 
water heating is by insulating your tank. 
All holwalcr tanks have some internal 
insulation, bm by covering exterior you 
can increa .e the tank's ability to retain 
valuable, expensive heat. 

If your hoi water lank leels warm 
when you ouch the sides, especially if 
your tanl an unlit basement or 
on nr ope i porch, insulation is a must-do- 
project. 

To instil.in your hoi-water tank, take 
a single 3'-inch roll of Il-li fiberglass 
blanket and wrap it around the tank for 
measurement. After making the ap¬ 
propriate marks, remove the blanket and 
trim il to size 

Bofore positioning ana sealing the 
insulation with duct tape, hwever, 
remember the I ol lowing: 

Do not block the pilot light or ac¬ 
cess to controls of any gas healer. 


Do not C0\ er the top of a gas heater 
or put insulation anywhere near the 
burner. 

II you don't export to use the hot 
water tor a long period of time, make 
sure your gas or oil healer has a pressure 
release valve, otherwise, the additional 
insulation may make the water overheat. 

Make a note ol your serial number in 
case you need to get a part for your 
particular model. 

(hire your hot-water tank is insulated, 
you will lind ilia*, in one or two seasons, 
the money you save on water heating will 
moiv than pay tor your initial investment 
of about >20 lor fiberglass and duet tape.

Repeated freezing and thawing can 
play havoc with your driveway, patio and 
cement steps. So, before the next winter 
arrives, cracks, holes and loose bricks 
should he repaired to prevent these 
minor problems from growing into major 
replacement expenses. 

Most of the repairs can be handled 
quickly and easily with a caulk repair 
material or cement patch and a few 
handtoois. 

Here are tips to insure strong, lasting 
repairs: 

Cracks in paved driveways are 
caused by heavy traffic or by moisture 
getting under the asphalt and freezing. If 
not corrected, the crack will continue to 
grow as it is subjected to more stress. 

To repair the crack, first clear away 
loose gravel and dirt; fill deep voids with 
solid filler or rope. 

Then, using a caulking gun, apply a 
ribbon of asphalt butyl rubber black top 
repair directly into the crack. Press 
sealant into place with a moistened 
utility patching tool or soft blade putty 
knife, and smooth with a wet pointing or 
finishing trowel. Allow to set 48 hours 
before permitting vehicles on repaired 
surface. 

The same material can be used to fill 
joints between pavement and belgian 
block. Clean out grass or weeds that have 
taken root and apply sealant in the same 
manner. 

Broken concrete joints between 
flagstone will fill with grass and weeds 
and will cause the stones to become 
unsettled if not replaced. 

Turf Work 
Will Pay Off 

Turf specialists suggest that the fall 
can lie an excellent time to install a new 
lawn or overseed an existing one — 
particularly because of cooler tem- 
poratures and more frequent rainfall, 
which promote seed germination and 
healthy root development. 

Start by selecting a vigorous quality 
seed. Bargain varieties can sometimes 
lx> a costly investment. 

If water is a problem in your area, 
choose one of the drought resistant 
grasses that are now on the market. 

Loosen the soil before seeding. Good 
drainage is important as seedlings need 
moisture during the establishment 
period. 

As your lawn matures, protect it from 
insect infestations that can cause serious 
damage. Sod wehworms, for example, 
feed on the leaves. 

Chinch bugs and leafhoppers suck 
juices from the grass. Grubs, one of 
today's major lawn problems, chew on 
the roots and are especially harmful 
during the fall months. 


Remove broken concrete with a 
scrape and pry bar, old screwdriver or a 
stiff blade putty knife. Then make sure 
flagstones set firmly. If they tip when 
walked on, add gravel or dirl (not sand) 
to base. 

Mix powdered concrete patch 
material with water to obtain a smooth 
putty-like consistency, and let stand for 
15 minutes. 

Mix a small amount of the concrete 
patch with more water until as thin as 
paint. Brush this “concrete paint" onto 
the edges of (he flagstones to ensure a 
strong bond. Then apply the concrete 
patch between the flagstones with a 
pointing trowel. 

Compact and smootli with a finishing 
trowel or a concave jointer. Remove 
excess with a sponge and allow 24 hours 
to dry. To lessen chances of cracking, 
cover concrete with strips of damp 
burlap. 

— Cement steps often show the scars 
of a severe winter: cracks, broken 
corners and holes. Each must lie 
repaired to prevent further weakening 
and deterioration. 

Small cracks can be filled by applying 
concrete and mortar repair with a 
caulking gun; however, larger problems 
must be repaired using the same con-

Grasses lor use in 
Massachusetts must he 
adaptable to this area.

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Home Improvement Is Trend Of The Future 

The Psychology Is Now: ‘Don’t Move , Improve , 



Homes across America are growing. 
Not that they are being built bigger; 
they're being remodeled bigger — and 
better. 

This past year, $46.3 billion was spent 
on home improvements, according to 
Jack Anderson, president of the National 
Home Improvement Council. 

While inflation inhibits the building of 
new homes and raises prices and mor¬ 
tgage costs on those that are being built, 
homeowners are viewing America’s 
existing housing inventory with 
renewed interest. They recognize their 
homes for the investment they are and 
feel secure in adding to that investment. 

' 'This is the thirtieth consecutive year 
of growth for the home improvement 
industry,” states Anderson ‘‘and every 
indication points toward continued 
growth.” 

The practice of "selling-up” is giving 
way to the psychology of ‘don’t move — 
improve,” as homeowners realize that 
additions, alterations and major 
replacements can transform a home to 
match a lifestyle. 

Energy costs, too, are encouraging 
home improvements. 

Today’s homeowner isn't remodeling 
for aesthetics alone. Of primary concern 
to those who remodel these days is the 
lowering of fuel bills, according to a 
recent homeowner study. 

The study was undertaken to 
determine the role of energy efficiency in 


homeowner remodeling decisions. 

Conducted by an independent 
research firm, the study included more 
than HIM) in-depth interviews with 
homeowners in 11 Northeast and Mid¬ 
west metropolitan areas. 

Although nearly half the homeowners 
interviewed said they are using less 
energy than a year ago, three-fourths say 
their heating and cooling bills increased 
an average of 21 percent during the 12 
months preceding the survey. 

The shift in what’s prompting home 
remodeling is reflected in the fact that 
cutting fuel bills rated highest as a 
reason to remodel, with two thirds of 
those surveyed rating it very important. 

While the results of the survey show 
that homeowners are certainly aware of 
the opportunity to lower fuel bills when 
remodeling, common misconceptions 
about where homes lose energy may be 
causing homeowners to waste energy 
conservation dollars. 

Consumer enthusiasm for selecting a 
remodeling project as a way to save 
energy does not conceal the fact that 
home heat loss facts are actually quite 
different from homeowner perception. 

Nearly 60 percent of homeowners, 
consider windows the biggest heat loss 


area in the home, followed by ceilings 
and doors. 

According to industry research, 
however, more than half of the heat loss 
in today's typically insulated home is 
through the frame, walls and foundation. 
Only six percent of respondents con¬ 
sidered walls a major heat loss area, 
while a mere two percent cited foun¬ 
dations 

Eighty-one percent of those in¬ 
terviewed considered a contractor's 
reputation as “very” to “extremely 
important” as a factor in choosing a 
contractor. 

As with all burgeoning professions, 
there are a few fly-by-night operators 
masquerading as reputable home im¬ 
provement contractors. 

To determine whether a contractor is 
a qualified professional, the National 
Home Improvement Council recom¬ 
mends that homeowners contact at least 
three professionals with extablished 
places of business. 

Make sure the contractor is finan¬ 
cially stable, willing to supply the names 
of satisfied customers and. as an added 
precaution, check with your local Better 
Business Bureau or Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 


Kitchens Are The Most 
There Are Some Tough Painting Decisions Popular In Remodeling 


If it s your turn to paint the house 
■xterior this fall, try not to put it off 
\uothcr season of drastic winter weather 
.in mean the difference between easy 
epainl now or more extensive and ex 
tensive work later. 

Initially, homeowners have two iin 
oortant consideration, both of which 
mfluencc paint performance and the 
i m a 1 appearance of the house. 

The considerations are the type of 
inisli to apply on existing paint surfaces 
ai)d siding materials, and the colors to 
choose to please the family and flatter 
the home 

Alter these decisions are made, house 
oainting simply is a matter of good 
airfare preparation, having Ihe right 
ools. choosing the right weather for 
painting and applying a quality paint. 

Oil or latex, which is better for repaint 
on wood siding? 

A general rule is to apply the same 
i vpe of topcoat that had been applied 
previously that is, oil over oil. latex 
iVer latex so that finishes will be 
compatible If for some reason you want 
(i change base types, there are some 
general guides to follow. 

If the siding was previously painted 
a ith latex, you can switch to an oil base 
oi oduct wit’ll relative ease. If yqur silling 
is painted with an oil base paint and you 
want In switch to a latex, it is recom¬ 
mended that you prime the entire house 
with a good oil base primer and then 


apply the latex house paint 

If you want to use a latex paint and 
don't know the nature ol the coating now 
on your home, then prime with a good oil 
base primer before applying a latex 
topcoat. 

There are advantages to quality 
paints in hath alkyd oil and latex. Some 
professional painters use the oil type 
because they'have always used it and feel 
it has greater penetration value 

However, latex paints in general 
retain their flexibility longer and exhibit 
better color retention in light and dark 
colors. Also, they are easier to apply and 
offer easy cleanup. 

When repainting wood siding, first 
scrape off ;my loose paint, sand lightly to 
roughen the surface and loosen surface 
contaminants. Then wash with trisodium 
and detergent and rinse well. Always 
observe till appropriate precautions 
applicable to the cleansing agents used 
It is very important to be careful in 
preparing surfaces that are protected 
from the weather, such as under the 
eaves. These areas collect dirt that is not 
cleaned naturally by rain. One effective 
way to clean these areas is to use a clean 
paint pad applicator, with detergent, to 
scrub away grime and dirt. Sanding 
should be done to dull down hard glossy 
cave areas. 

For painting of wood trim that has 
been stained (not painted), use solid 
color latex stains which offer more 


protection, less color fade. 

Choosing colors — a family decision. 

White is still a volume seller, 
generally used with deep or bright colors 
for trim. During the past few years, 
however, the deep, rich rustic colors are 
beginning to challenge the popularity of 
white for till types of siding. 

Homeowners may be seeking the 
greater design distinction that the deeps 
and mid tones provide. A broad range of 
custom colors in the popular deeps is now 
available for use as body colors in latex 
finishes that offer a choice of flat, 


eggshell or semi-gloss sheens. 

The development of a new latex 
technology for waterbased coating 
makes it possible to provide an expansive 
palette of deep colors in the latex lines 
that are so easy to apply and to clean off 
applicator tools. 

Selection of color should be a family 
matter, but the chosen color should bring 
out the best design character of the 
house. The new latex-quality finishes in 
Ihe deep range provide hide. Generally, 
two finish topcoats will do the job when 
changing over from white or light to deep 
tones.

When it comes tosepnding that kind of 
money for home improvement, you think 
twice. 

Before you elect to enter the do-it- 
yourself ranks, however ask yourself a 
few questions. 

How extensive is the remodeling to 
be? Installing cabinets is one thing — 
encouraged by manufacturers through 
films and well-illustrated and detailed 
instructions. 

Plumbing and wiring are something 
else. The more complicated (asks are 
better assigned to professionals than 
entrusted to amateurs. 

Have you the necessary tools, and the 
know-how to use them? 

Are you familiar with building codes 
and permit requirements? 

Have you made a thorough study of 
the cabinet and appliance markets to 
separate the good products from those 
that better or best serve your needs? 
Price alone should seldom be the 
determining factor. 

Have you the time as well as the talent 
to remodel your kitchen? Long-term 
projects do not lend themselves to 
limited hours: if the job to which you’ve 
allocated a vacation period drags 
through weeks and weekends, it can lead 
to family rebellion — or, at the least, 
become boring.

If they’re borderline, employ a 
professional to plan and supervise your 
remodeling, and tackle oniy its easier 
aspects youself.

Construct A Lawn This Fall 

Is your lawn in poor 
shape - overrun with 
weeds, eaten by insects or 
just not up to par? Well, 
why not construct a new 
lawn this fall. Our cool 
Massachusetts climate 
from mid-August to mid- 
September is ideal for 
starting lawns. But before 
construction, you must 
consider the basics: soil, 
organic matter, lime, 
fertilizer and grass mix¬ 
tures. 

Subsoil is the basis for 
your lawn. This is the layer 
of soil which is directly 
underneath the topsoil or 
loam This layer should be 
harrowed well or otherwise 
broken up, six inches deep. 
The grass roots need to 
penetrate deeply into the 
soil and a compacted layer 
will prevent this. Subsoil 
must also provide good 
drainage. 

Good quality topsoil in 
sufficient amount will 
assure rapid la w n 
establishment. A fine 
sandy loam soil, 4 to 6 in¬ 
ches thick is ideal. It should 
have a good capacity to 
hold plant nutrients and 
wa t e r and per m i t 
movement of air to plant 
roots. 

Organic matter should 
be added during the con¬ 
struction process. Peat 
moss or compost are good 
sources of organic matter 
and should he spread 1 to 2 
inches deep and mixed well 
with the soil. Limestone is 
necessary on most soils for 
best lawn growth. The 
quantity of lime depends on 
the soil acidity. However, 
one hundred pounds of 
ground lime per loot) 
square feet is usually 
adequate for seedbed 
construction. If a soil lest is 
made, follow recom¬ 
mended lime 

requirements. 

Fertilizer is the source 
of nutrients for your grass. 
There are many types of 
lawn fertilizers; some 
organic such as sewage 
and some chemical as 5-10- 
5 or 10-10-10.

Four Thousand Miles Of Sagebrush; Grasshoppers And Broken Glass

Halfway through her 66-day 
cross country bicycle trip, Kathy 
Lisberger, 28 of Worthen rd., saw 
two girls coasting down the 
Wyoming Interstate toward her 
from the top of what looked to be 
a very large hill. As they zipped 
past her, one breathlessly 
shouted to Kathy: "You’re going 
to meet the devil! ” 

Only ' after Kathy had 
pedalled eight miles up and down 
a JO percent grade did she un¬ 
derstand what the girls had 
meant. 

"Even trucks don't like that 
much of an angle,” said Kathy. 
"But the uphill was easier than 
the downhill because of how fast 
you get going.” 

"It gets a little scary 
You’re always going faster than 
the cars,” Kathy recalled with a 
mixed grin. 

Last summer, Kathy and her 
boyfriend, Tracy Mallory, 29, of 
Palo Alto, Ca., rode two ad¬ 
mittedly old and relatively 


unimpressive ten-speeds from 
San Francisco to Winchester 
through the northern United 
States and Canada. 

For most, any bike trip of 
more than 10 miles along rolling 
hills would be a physical 
challenge. A ‘1000-mile ex¬ 
pedition over mountains like the 
Rockies would be downright 
intimidating. 

But Kathy Lisberger has 
spent her life pursuing activities 
that seem to have led up to such 
an adventure. At Winchester 
High, Kathy was captain of the 
tennis team, a gymnast, and a 
ski fanatic. Since leaving home, 
she's been an Expedition 
Education major at Hampshire 
College, attended a Swiss 
mountaineering school, and 
taught Environmental Ethics 
with tiie Audubon Expedition 
Institute for two years. In all, 
this is Kathy's twelveth time 
across the country. "But the first 
on a bike," she is quick to 
remind. 


Last spring, Kathy and Tracy 
were living in the Sierras when 
they decided that riding their 
bikes home to Winchester would 
be "a neat thing to do." 

So they packed off for Tracy’s 
home in Palo Alto for a month of 
training on local hills. 

On July 6th, after strapping 60 
pounds to his bike and 40 pounds 
to hers, the couple set off north 
from San Francisco along the 
coast with a right turn planned 
for somewhere north of the 
Oregon border. But barely 100 
miles beyond the Golden Gate 
bridge, strong northerly winds 
made them reconsider and they 
began heading east ahead of 
schedule. 

After camping out for a first 
week, the pair ran into the desert 
in the southwestern corner of 
Oregon. At that point, they 
acquiesced for the first of only 
two times to the siren of civilized 
hotel life. 

"Well, we heard there were a 
lot of snakes, 1 ’ Kathy recalled. 


"And it's hard to find a secluded 
place to camp because the 
sagebrush isn't big enough and 
you don't want to carry the bikes 
way off the road." 

Usually, the pair slept out¬ 
doors in all types of public parks 
or asked farmers if they could 
sleep in their pasture. 

"The hardest thing is getting 
comfortable with asking people 
if you can stay on their field," 
said Tracy. "But most of the 
bikers we met said it was the 
thing to do.” 

"So we each developed a 
specialty," added Kathy, "Tracy 
got good at knocking on farm 
doors and saying 'Hi, we're 
travelling across the country 
and....’ While I became expert at 
stopping cars in the middle of the 
road and asking, 'Excuse me, 
but where are we?"' 

The couple clearly wasn’t as 
hesitant when it came to affairs 
of the stomach. 

We inhaled ‘ncredlble 
amounts of food," said K.dhy. 


"It was a matter of supplying 
your body with what it needs." 

They carried bread, peanut 
butter, honey, dried fruits, and 
up to 6 gallons of water on the 
bikes. Since they cooked three- 
quarters of their meals them¬ 
selves, two house specialties 
emerged to accompany the 
nightly salads. One was the rice, 
curry, raisins, apple, and honey 
energy meal; the other consisted 
of refried beans, tomatoes, 
avocadoes, chips, and taco 
sauce. 

Surprisingly, however, Kathy 
found that the "basic 
McDonald’s meal seemed better 
for restoring my energy than 
healthier foods." 

There were no near brushes 
with death. In fact, grasshoppers 
were the cause of the bikers' only 
accident. Due to a crop dusting 
program in South Dakota, 
thousands of the little devils 
swarmed over the shoulder of 
the road after being forced from 
adjacent fields. 


"They were giant 
grasshoppers, two inches long," 
Kathy explained. "And they 
didn’t just sit there in you way, 
they jumped up and took a ride 
on your body.” 

Tracy swerved when wiping 
one of the insects off his eye and 
accidentally knocked Kathy off 
her bike. 

From Michigan, they cut 
across Canada and continued 
into New York, where they 
suffered eleven flat tires in three 
days (thanks to motorists’ 
discarded beer and soda bottles) 
then through Vermont and New 
Hampshire, and arrived in 
Winchester on Sept. 10th. 

After 66 days and 4000 miles, 
did the Selectmen, marching 
bands, or at least a visiting 
dignitary welcome the couple 
home? 

"No," said Kathy, "there was 
nobody home.

The Ambrose Parents’ Association 
recently sponsored an informal parents’ 
tea.

The three 
then stationed themselves along 
Lawrence st. to maintain surveillance 
until the police arrived. 

One neighbor saw the pair knock at 
the door of a Lawrence st. home and go to 
the back of the house. She said she then 
heard a loud whacking noise. 

"When you’ve lived here as long as I 
have, you can tell when something 
doesn't look right," the first neighbor 
said. "As long as you can get the police 
there, then they'll take over.” 

The neighbor said an unmarked police 
car arrived in less than five minutes. 

The arrival of Officer James B. Gray

"I put my gun on him and said ‘stand 
up quietly and slowly with your hands 
first and he did," McKinley continued. 

"lie said, ‘Don't shoot, I'm coming," 
McKinely said. "He started to get up and 
he kept on getting up. He was a very big 
individual but he was shaking and scared 
to death.”

Police K-9 officer John Guarente 
noted that Friday's collar (pardon the 
phrase Bruno) was not his canine 
partner's first. 

Bruno’s first case involved an 
armed hold-up outside near the Girl 
Scout Cabin off South Border rd. The 
armed robber took.ofF in his car, but 
ditched it near Lawrence Memorial 
Hospital in Medford. 

Bruno tracked the suspect from the 
car to his hiding place. 

In June, 1977, Bruno captured a 
burglar hiding in the Christopher 
Columbus Club on Raymond pi. Police 
were called in when the club’s burglar 
alarm went off, and the officer at the 


scene thought one supspect was still 
inside. 

A quick search by Bruno, using his 
sensitive nose and ears, and the 
suspect was easily found. 

According to Guarente, Bruno has 
also nabbed two housebreakers for the 
Medford police, rounded up two 
larceny suspects fleeing Stoneham in 
Woburn, and quelled numberous loud 
parties and disturbances. 

Bruno came to the Winchester 
Police after his predecessor, Satan, 
retired. The money to buy the dog was 
donated by the EnKa Society and the 
Kiwanis. 


and Inspector Hit-hard Beaton prompted 
the suspects to flee. They jumped a 
hedge, between two Lawrence st. homes 
and ran through the backyards toward 
the cemetery. A witness ran toward Gray 
yelling, "They went that way across 
Wildwood street." 

Beaton found a tool at the rear of the 
Lawrence st. house and noted that the 
rear door to the house had been pried and 
an attempt had been made to open the 
door. 

Gray and Beaton began searching the 
wooded area and were quickly joined by 
Lt. Joseph N. Perritano, Sgt. Charles 
Culhane, and Officers John McKinley, 
Jack Alford and William Wright. At 3:45 
p.m. they decided to call in the K-9 team 
to search the thick underbrush, "I knew 
we couldn’t find him," McKinley said. 
Officer John E. Guarente and his canine 
partner, Bruno, arrived quickly. Having 
sniffed a jacket police had taken from the 
suspect’s car, Bruno took off from a 
Lawrence st. backyard and headed 
straight for the cemetery. 

“There was one lady sitting in the 
cemetery," said McKinly. “She said, 
‘Oh, I heard him down there, and pointed 
lo the underbrush." 

“It was obvious," he said. “There 
were people in the cemetery and given 
the time frame and his options, there was 
no place else he could go. As soon as we 
saw that dense underbrush, we know he 
was there." 

Bruno dragged Guarente across the 


McKinley said Krumins claimed he 
had lost sight of his partner as soon as he 
reached the woods. But McKinley said 
Krumins refused to respond to questions 
about anyone associated with him. 

McKinley is confident that the second 
suspect will not remain a mystery 
forever. 

"The inspector will get the second 
guy, too,” he promised. “No question 
about it. Even if it takes u year, you know 
they’ll get him." 

The force is sure of one thng — they 
couldn’t have been so successful without 
the cooperation of the neighbors. 

"This is at least the second time we 
caught someone as a result of neigh¬ 
borhood cooperation but you can bet they 
have deterred many more just by 
keeping their yard lights on and being 
concerned about it," he said. "We can't 
see into their backyards and burglars 
hate lights. 

"They have probably deterred a 
break-in a week,” he concluded. 

And it seems like the neighbors plan to 
do a lot more of this deterrence. 

"1 hope that if we apprehend a few, 
Winchester won't look like such fair 
game to them,” u neighbor said. 

“This is a perfect illustration of how 
important community awareness is,” 
Police Chief John McHugh said. "This 
highlights citizen participation. It was a 
nice catch all around. It was a well- 
coordinated effort and it worked out 
well.”

All-Savers Certificates: 


They’re A Big Hit 


By Keith mcallisteii 

If you have between $5,000 and 
$8,000 lying around and are looking for 
something tax-exempt to do with that 
money, the government and your 
bank say they've got a deal for you. 

And according to a survey of all 
local banks, Winchester residents 
have turned out in good numbers to 
take advantage of this deal - - the All- 
Savers account. 

The All-Savers Certificate, which 
went on the market Oct. 1 and will be 
offered until Dec. 31, 1982, is a one 
year, high-yield certificate that 
guarantees up to $ 1,000 of federally 
tax-exempt interest for a single 


depositor ($2,000 for joint deposits). 

The interest rate is fixed by taking 
70 percent of the annual yield on 
government treasury notes, a rate 
determined at by monthly auction. 

A new rate of 12.14 percent went 
into effect Monday, dropping from the 
12.61 percent offered on Thursday and 
Friday. 

The change in interest rates 
prompted banks to keep special hours 
Saturday, and spurred depositors to 
rush in for the old rate. 

“On Monday, there definitely was 
not the onslaught of depositors that we 
experienced at the end of last week,” 
said Tom Dickinson, head of 


Customer Service at the Winchester 
Savings Bank. 

Most banks were quite pleased 
with the initial turnout of depositors. 

“We’ve had $2 million deposited 
into new accounts from Thursday to 
Saturday,” reported Robert 
Nickerson President of the Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank. 

“There was a heavy turnout,” said 
Jack Beauchamp who is in charge 
the All Savers at Winchester Co¬ 
operative Bank. “A lot of people came 
in to deposit as well as to ask about the 
certificate.”

Chamber To Repeat Raffle 
After Ticket Holders Left Out 


By SUSAN SCHNECK 

Sixty-two people who bought tickets 
for the Chamber of Commerce Discover 
Winchester Day raffle never got a chance 
to win. 

The winners of the pool table, bicycle 
and a.m.-f.m. cassette player were 
chosen from a hat containing 210 tickets. 
But a lack of communication between 
Chamber members led to the omission of 
about one-fifth of the tickets sold. 

Beyond that a couple of retailers did 
not know that the raffle had taken place 
on Monday, Sept. 21, and were still 
selling tickets after the drawing. 

More than two weeks after the 
drawing was held, all the omitted con¬ 
testants had not been informed of the 
situation. 

“It was a human error,” said Jack 
Childs of Henderson Stationers, who was 
in charge of Discover Winchester Day. 
“A series, of circumstances crented the 
whole mess and we are now trying to 
handle it correctly.” 


The confusion began on Sat., Sept. 19, 
the date set for Discover Winchester 
Day. The raffle was scheduled for that 
day. 

No rain date had been set for the town 
day and it rained all day As a result, 
many of the scheduled events were 
canceled or postponed until a later date. 

Chamber coordinators said they 
announced during Discover Winchester 
Day that the raffle would be postponed 
until Oct. 16, the night of the Chamber- 
sponsored New Black Eagle Jazz Band 
concert. 

That information was then reported in 
the newspapers the following week. 

But, according to Chamber Executive 
V.P. Rita Spence, plans suddenly 
changed when the Chamber learned that 
the raffle would be considered invalid if it 
were postponed for so long since the 
tickets had a date printed on them. 

Spence said that Chamber member 
and attorney Henry Quill told her she 
should hold the drawing immediately. 


She did just that. 

It was this sudden change of plans 
that sparked all the confusion she said. 

Spence said she met with Childs and 
Artie Bennos, who was in charge of the 
raffle, at Simms Jewelers on Monday, 
Sept. 21 with what they had thought were 
all the tickets. 

A football player was pulled off the 
street and asked to pick the winners. 
Three names were pulled and the win¬ 
ners were notified immediately. 

The next day, a mailman came 
running into Eastern Billiards to tell the 
owners that he had won third place in the 
raffle. 

"I said to him, ‘What do you meun you 
won?’ " one storeowner said. “I still hud 
a sign in my window advertising for the 
raffle and 1 was still selling tickets." 

On Thursday, The Winchester Star 
carried a picture of the drawing. Another 
retailer said she opened the paper and 
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Bonnell Says Escort And Lynx 
Repairs To Be Completed Soon 


Bruce Bonnell of Bonnell Ford thinks 
all the Ford Escorts and Mercury Lynxs 
in the area should be fire-proofed before 
the week is out. 

Mechanics at Bonnell have been 
working like mad to repair their share of 
the 125,000 cars recalled by Ford after it 
was discovered thut a missing ground 
wire could cause Ihe cars to explode at 
the gas pumps. 

"We were notified that there were 63 
cars that we sold that needed to be 
modified,” said Bonnell. "We’ve done 
about 36 of those, and probably in the 
next few days, we’ll get the rest of the 
outstanding cars." 

According to Ford’s recall notice, 
static electricity built up becuuse of the 
lack of the ground wire could spark when 
the nozzle of a gas pump is inserted into 
the gas tank, causing fuel vapors to 
ignite. 

"Because of the static electricity 
build up, there is a possibility that under 
certain conditions, there could be a puff 
of llame”' said Bonnell. "Ford described 
it as 'an aura of heat’.” 


That's what occurred on Aug. 27, 
when a car driven by a Belmont woman 
caught fire as it was being filled up in a 
Woburn gas station. 

Bonnell said that as his agency had 
sold the woman the car, she brought it to 
them after the incident . 

"When she brought it in, there were no 
charcoal marks the paint wasn't even 
blistered," said Bonnell. “It looked like it 
was just out of the showroom. 

"And the woman still loves her car," 
he added. 

But if the Belmont woman was still 
happy with the Ford Escort, State Fire 
Marshal Joseph O'Keefe wasn’t. 

On Sept. 24, O'Keefe sent a “Marshal- 
gram”, advising local fire departments 
to ask gasoline station owners not to fill 
up Escorts of Lynxs built before Dec. 31, 
1980. 

When that “Marshal-gram" was 
picked up by the press, Bonnell said, his 
agency was swamped with Escort and 
Lynx owners demanding the ground wire 
he installed. The installation, according 
to Bonnell, takes about 15-30 minutds. 


Also in response to O'Keefe's letter, 
officers in the Winchester Fire Depart¬ 
ment made the rounds of Winchester’s 
gas stations last week, according to Chief 
Robert McElhinney 

While the Fire Department can’t 
order the gas station owners to comply 
with the Fire Marshal’s suggestion, 
McElhinney noted the owners’ 
cooperation was essential. 

"If the gas stations don't fill the cars, 
people can’t ignore the recall notice,” 
McElhinney said. "They (the owners) 
are the key to this whole thing.” 

As a result of the Fire Dept.’s war¬ 
ning, Winchester drivers of ungrounded 
Lynxs or Escorts will have less tliun an 
even chance of finding a gas station that 
will fuel their cars. 

A check of the gas stations along Main 
st. showed that only one, the Main st. 
Shell station, would fill up the two models 
without question. 

"If it's not against the law, I'll fill 
them up,” said the station's Dan 
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Town To Begin Flushing The Water System This Month

Before the snow flies, the Winchester 
Water Dept, hopes to have flushed out the 
entire underground water system. 

"We should be flushing by the end of 
the month," said Water Dept. Supt. 
Richard Warrington. "Time and people 
are becoming available and we’re 
gearing up now to begin flushing.” 

This plan to clean out the pipes is part 
of a continuing effort on the part of the 
water dept, to improve the 100 miles of 
piping system. 

Water Dept. Supt. Richard 
Warrington said the pipes are in pretty 
good shape now and he hopes to flush the 
pipes annually to keep them in good 
condition. 

Warrington has been trying to connect 


all the pipes in what he calls ft looping 
program. Looping or connecting all the 
pipes enables water circulation to 
prevent stagnation. 

“The looping program will help 
prevent dead ends from causing 
stagnation of water and provides a 
continuous flow,” Warrington said. 
“We’re underway with that program 
now." 

"We’ve completed most of the looping 
already,” he continued. “But we're 
running into more ledge than we had 
funds to remove. We don't have enough 
funds to finish the looping this year. One 
street, in particular, Standish st., will 
have to be put off until more funds are 
appropriated." 

So far, Warrington said his men have 


purchased 2,000 feet of pipe to complete 
ihe loop and have installed more than 
two thirds of that piping. 

Warrington noted that many sections 
of town have dead ends because of the 
nature of pressure zones. "This causes 
water to stagnate," he said. "It’s good to 
flush out a year's accumulation.” 

Incrustation develops on cast iron 
lined pipes if they are not lined. About 
100,000 feet of pipes in town are not lined. 

"Even pipes that are lined require a 
flushing but not as regularly as the 
unlined pipes,” he said. 

Ten years ago, some pipes made from 
abestos cement and coated with plastic 
were installed. Unfortunately, the 
material dissolved and tetra 
chloroethyl ene (TC'E) was leeched into 


the water. 

The system was flushed out to get rid 
of the TCE and the problem was 
essentially eliminated. 

"We've been working closely with Ihe 
state on this and jointly monitoring 
the water," Warrington said. "We’ve 
been following a plan of attach that was 
approved and coming up with a 
procedure for eliminating certain water 
mains from concern. 

"We expect this will be completely 
solved within the next month,” he con¬ 
tinued. “We’ve got it under control and 
there is no danger at all." 

Warrington said the department has 
been closely monitoring the water for 
TCE. 

"We have a handle on the areas that 


were the worst offenders," he said. "Our 
last sampling done al the end of August 
showed a pressure zone problem a I only 
one location. 

"The problem is not as great as it had 
been following a plan of attack that was 
predicted,’ he continued. "But we've 
monitored several li mes and we know 
where the problem is. We will complete 
the structural measures necessary to 
solve it during the next month. We iwll 
pul a small diameter oil the end of the 
main line and bleed the pipe into a catch 
basin regularly." 

Warrington also said the levels of 
TCE diminish with time. “Time is on our 
side as TCE concentrations have a 
natural tendency to leech out safe 
limits,” he said. 


Warrington said the water dept, is 
trying to find a flushing strategy that will 
inconvenience as few people as possible. 
He also said major discomforts 
associated with flushing really concern 
esthetic reasons. 

“The water shows a short-term 
discoloration," he said. “We don't 
consider it a health problem but ho one 
wants to drink rusty water.” 

Warrington said the people will be 
notified in advance when the flushing will 
take place. But in case someone dot’s not 
find out in advance, they will be able to 
spot trucks in the area. 

He also said people with water filters 
can survive the flushing without damage

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Planning Board Rejects Carriage Hill Proposal

During a heated and strongly-worded 
debate Monday night, the Planning 
Board unanimously rejected a Carriage 
Hill subdivision proposal to build single 
family housing lots. 

The Board's vote ignited a loud 45- 
minute argument between Cambridge st. 
residents Jack and Sarah Moss, and their 
attorney Alan Altmann and their rival, 
Attorney Margaret Mahoney. 

A 19-year-old battle has been raging 
between the two parties with the Plan¬ 
ning Board caught somewhere in the 
middle. The cause of the feud is a chunk 
of property owned by Mahoney and 
needed by the Mosses for an access to 
their 60-acre Carriage Hill subdivision 
project. 

“We are at the eleventh hour and have 
a single family subdivision we must act 
upon,’’ said Planning Board Chairman 
Marion Crandall at the start of the 
meeting. "We need a subdivision we 
expect to be built. But we do require a 
secondary access.” 

Access to the Carriage Hill sub¬ 
division has been a matter of concern to 
fire and police officials, the Traffic 
Advisory Committee and neighbors of 
the area. 

An access off Wainwright rd. is the 
only means of egress to the property. The 


Planning Board has told the Mosses their 
plans must include a second entrance 
before approval is given. The board 
suggested the entrance be built through 
Socrates Way and-or Aristotle dr. 

But these roads are situated on 
property owned by Mahoney. 

After a stormy scene Monday night 
which ranged from trading insults to 
threats, Altmann vowed to continue the 
matter in court. 

The Planning Board voted against the 
proposed subdivision saying, “it failed to 
provide looping of water mains, failed to 
provide a second means of egress (to the 
development) and for numerous other 
reasons" detailed in a document sub¬ 
mitted to the Planning Board members. 

But Altmann did not give up without a 
fight. He refused to leave the meeting 
without a copy of the document con- 
laining the “other reasons" which the 
rejection of the subdivision was based 
upon. 

Altmann’s demands were rejected by 
Crandall who told Altmann that the 
board legally had three days to compose 
a typed copy of the meeting’s minutes, 
including the documented issues. 

"I am entitled to leave this meeting 
with a copy of the paper documenting the 
grounds on which my client’s proposal 
was turned down,” Altmann insisted. 


"All I want is a copy of that paper. 1 don’t 
want a copy with any changes added or 
subtracted. 

“To make that request is a little 
dumlounding to us," said board member 
Charles Tseckares. "I personally find it a 
little annoying to this board when we’re a 
volunteer group, to be asked to provide a 
copy on such short notice.” 

Altmann. however, did not plan to 
compromise his position. 

“The Planning Board of Winchester is 
voluntary but you are establishing 
rights," he argued. "It doesn’t say very 
much that you are voluntary because 
you're creating obligations and 
situations by virtue of votes. 

This exchange of words lasted for to 
minutes until Tseckares decided he had 
had enough. 

"We’ve been very compassionate to 
you in previous cases," he told Altmann. 
“And we don’t want to hear anymore 
nonsense from you." 

Crandall checked with town Counsel 
and determined that the board was en¬ 
titled to three days. 

Altmann was still not satisfied and 
asked permission to sit and take notes 
from the rough draft. 

The Planning Board consented but 
asked Altmann to return the document 
after a short time because they were late 


for an executive session with the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Altmann ignored their requests for 
the document and continued writing. 

After being asked several times by the 
Planning Board to return the document, 
Altmann said, “I will only return it if it’s 
demanded.” 

“It is demanded," Crandall said, 
enunciating each word. 

Altmann had opened up the meeting 
by reading a two-page affidavit sum¬ 
marizing the history of the Carriage Hill 
subdivision. 

He concluded the reading by calling 
the Planning Board's request for a 
second means of egress "unreasonable, 
capricious and based on the impossibility 
of the performance. 

“This brings the Planning Board up- 
to-date on a series of meetings which 
have culminated in absolutely nothing," 
he told the board. 

Altmann said that it was impossible 
for the Mosses to comply with any of the 
board's requests because Margaret 
Mahoney refused to sell her land. 


That statement, along with much of 
what was written in the affidavit was 
vehemently disputed by Mahoney. 

Calling the affidavit “an insult to me 
as an attorney," and “misleading" 
Mahoney said that she stands by her 
word given at a public hearing to sign an 
agreement to build a road. 

"The whole Carriage Hill thing has 
been derailed by Sachem Woods," she 
cried, striking her copy of the affidavit 
for emphasis. “My agreement to 
Carriage Hill does not depend on any 
agreement with Sachem Woods. “That is 
what has sabotaged the whole thing." 

The Planning Board agreed with 
Mahoney that the Carriage Hill decision 
should not be contingent upon any 
agreements regarding Sachem Woods. 

The Moss land has been mortgaged to 
the Whitten family, which is planning to 
build the Sachem Woods condominium 
development. 

The Whittens recently withdrew their 
proposal for Sachem Woods from the 
Town Meeting agenda. However, the 
proposal is expected to come before the 


town again at a later date. 

Tseckares said the Mosses are con¬ 
tinuing to press for approval of their 
housing plan so they can fall back on that 
project if the Whittens do not win Town 
Meeting approval. 

“I proposed to use the town contract 
for when we build the road," Mahoney 
said. “To me, it’s simple. 1 didn't go 
against what I had agreed." 

It was not so simple to Moss, however. 
But he had a solution of his own to offer 
Mahoney. 

"All you need is a gun," he said. 

"Is that a threat?” Mahoney asked. 

"Yes,” he answered, adding, “Why 
don’t you tell the Board how much that 
road costs? We won’t give blood." 

The affidavit said meetings were held 
on it separate occasions, but Mahoney 
said that she only attended one meeting 
and called the document misleading. 

“Only Margaret Mahoney could huve 
made any of those meetings 
meaningful," Planning Board member 
Clarence Borggaard said. “And she 
wasn't there." 


Construction Of The Noonan School 
Set To Begin In Two Weeks 


Construction on the Noonan School 
should begin in a few weeks, nearly a 
year-and-a-half since the school was 
slated by the Alternate School Use 
Committee to become 18 units of low- 
income, elderly housing. 

The project's developers, MacNeil 
and Associates of Westwood, have been 
waiting for approval of federal Section 8 
rent subsidies, and state construction 
monies. 

Those grants were finally approved 
last month, and Monday night, the 
Alternate School Use Committee (ASUC) 
put its stamp of approval on the final 
plans for the former school. 

And on the same night, the Board of 
Selectmen signed the sale agreement 
with MacNeil. The final papers should be 
passed today, according to Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall. 

According to ASUC member and 
Town Clerk Carolyn Ward, construction 
should begin in the next two weeks. 

McNeil's representative, William 
Hoop, met with ASUC Monday night, to 
go over some changes in the original 
plan. 

Hoop told the committee that his firm 


wanted to reduce the number of parking 
spaces in the project from 27 to 23. 

Under the town’s zoning by-laws, .75 
spaces are required for elderly housing, 
and 1.5 for other housing projects. The 27 
spaces originally planned for the Noonan 
School represent 1.5 spaces for each of 
the 13 units. 

Hoop felt the development simply 
didn’t need that many spaces, and the 
land could be better used as green space. 

Hoop noted that in similar projects his 
firm had worked on, the average 
developement produced .56 care per unit. 

The other change in the plan had to do 
with trash disposal. The original plans 
called for all trash disposal to be taken 
care of inside the building, but according 
to Ward, “that kind of system is 
prohibitively expensive.” 

Instead, MacNeil plans to have a 
container outside for trash — a sort of a 
dumpster, although ASUC member 
Charles Tseckeares said it was far 
removed from those large metal bins. 

*‘A dumpster is a massive thing that 
just looks ugly and doesn’t work," said 
Tseckares. “These are about one-third 
the size. And in most dumpsters, people 


just throw the trash on the ground 
because they can't lift the lid. These have 
a door on one side to put the trash in, and 
the hinges are mounted so they don’t 
freeze.” 

The Alternate School Use Committee 
unanimously approved the changes, 
which will be reviewed by the building 
inspector to make certain they are in the 
spirit of the Board of Appeals decision on 
the project. 

And then the project can begin. 

When complete, the school will house 
18 -small apartments for low-income 
seniors. 

Tenants will pay a rent based on one- 
quarter of their monthly income, with the 
difference between the rent and the cost 
of operating the building picked up by the 
federal governement under the Section 8 
funding. 

MacNeil will manage the building 
after construction is complete. In fact, 
Tseckares noted that one of the reasons 
ASUC chose MacNeil was because of the 
developer’s reputation as a management 
company. 

MacNeil is in charge of several 
similar housing projects, including 
Cedar Glen in Reading.

Bank Hold-Up Hero Receives Medal From 
New England Police Chiefs’ Association 


On a Saturday afternoon eighteen 
months ago, Winchester Police Officer 
James Pierce left home to take his son to 
a Cub Scout meeting. On the way to the 
meeting, the off-duty officer and his son 
happened by a bank robbery in progress. 

What was supposed to have been an 
ordinary Saturday afternoon turned out 
to be a harrowing shoot-out, chase and 
arrest of one of the suspects. The two 
accomplices were later arrested and the 
more than $28,000 taken from the bank 
was recovered. 

Last month, at the annual conference 
of the New England Association of Chiefs 
of Police (NEACP), Officer Pierce 
received the NEACP Medal of Honor for 
1980 for his work that afternoon. 

In presenting the award, NEACP 
Heroic Awards Committee Chairman 
Chief Frank Calabrese told the con¬ 
ference at Bretton Woods, N.H. that the 
award is "a special tribute to police 
officers who have distinguished them¬ 
selves in the performance of outstanding 
and exceptional police service above and 
beyond the call of duty.” 

Calabrese then described the cir¬ 
cumstances of Officer Pierce’s Mar. 22, 
1980 afternoon that led to his receiving 
the award: 

"On Saturday afternoon, March 22, 
1980, Officer Pierce was off-duty and was 
taking his eight-year-old son (o a Cub 
Scout Meeting. While stopped at a traffic 
light, he observed a robbery in progress 
at the Winchester Savings Bank. He saw 
a number of people in the bank with their 


hands raised and an individual moving 
about among them. 

"Officer Pierce quickly turned into an 
intersecting street and parked his vehicle 
at a sufficient distance to ensure that his 
son would not be harmed. 

"He then drew his firearm and im¬ 
mediately proceeded to the vicinity of the 
bank where he observed a possible get¬ 
away car, with one occupant, parked 
adjacent to the bank entrance. Upon the 
approach of the officer, the occupant of 
the car sounded his horn in an apparent 
attempt to warn his accomplices and, 
when they did not immediately appear, 
he fled from the scene without them. 

"Officer Pierce then positioned 
himself where he could observe the in¬ 
terior of the bank as well as both exits. 
When one of the suspects attempted to 
leave the bank by the front entrance, 
Officer Pierce identified himself as a 
police officer and ordered the suspect to 
halt. 

At that point several shots were 
fired at Officer Pierce and he returned 
the fire. The two suspects then ran from 
the rear exit and again fired at the 
Officer. Officer Pierce did not return this 
fire as a crowd had gathered and their 
safety would have been endangered if he 
had done so. 

"Officer Pierce pursued the suspects 
first on foot and then in a police vehicle 
accompanied by an on-duty officer who 
was responding to the reported bank 
robbery. After a one-and-a-half mile 
chase through Winchester center, the 
suspect was finally apprehended. This 
pursuit and arrest by Officer Pierce led 
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fresh produce

And there's nothing but smiles all 
around from hank President Robert 
Nickerson and Personnel Director Jane 
Lefavour, down the line to each of the 
four "experiments.” 

"The job sharing concept is an ex¬ 
cellent idea and has been very beneficial 
to the Winchester Savings Bank,” 
Nickerson beamed. "It gives an in¬ 
dividual who can only work a few days a 
week the opportunity to join together 
with another person in the same situation 
and become part of the full-time work 
force.” 

And the heartiest grinners are the job 
sharers themselves. 

“It’s almost like we get the best of 
both worlds,” exclaimed Provenzano. 
“It’s working out wonderfully." 

"We’ve got enough time to take care 
of our families without taxing them too 
much and we get the extra income and a 
good social out for our energy,” agreed 
Veitch. “That’s very important to women 
our ages.” 

All four women are middle-aged with 
children ranging from ages six to 22. 
Each wanted to work but could not 
manage a full-time commitment. 

"I have three children ages 20, 17 and 
15 and it would just have been too much 
for me to work full time,” said Carswell. 
“I’ve done volunteer work and it just 
wasn’t satisfying enough. I decided to 
take the first step towards the working 
world. 

“I really like the flexibility and the 
hours," she continued. "I think it’s too 
much to manage for women to jump right 
in and take a full-time job. I tried full¬ 
time but it was just too much because I 
still have a full-time job at home.” 

Job sharing seems to be tailor-made 
for women who wish to re-enter the job 
force but still have obligations at home. 
Studies show that many women who have 
been working as housewives and mothers 
become depressed and begin to feel 
worthless when their responsibilities 
diminish at home. 

Job sharing has enabled the new bank 
tellers to bypass this potential crisis by 
providing a gradual transition from the 
home to the business world. 

"It really aid hurt to see my kids 
growing up,” Carswell sighed. "And you 


get to the stage where volunteer work 
isn’t satisfying anymore. You want to 
find out exactly what you’re worth. 

‘ ‘ I wanted to find out where I fit into in 
today's world,” Carswell continued. 
"I’m going through a different stage in 
life. When you get to this stage, you can 
sit home, mope and get depressed. Job 
sharing is a fantastic way to shake out of 
it.” 

Each of the women feels very 
satisfied with their new occupation. 

"I like getting dressed up each 
morning when I go to work and being out 
of the house all day,” said Carswell. “I 
think it's the first step back into the job 
market. You can learn a new job and 
then, when you’re ready to jump in with 
both feet, you can do it. 

"I think our families came to realize 
that we needed something besides the 
house and it’s nice to make money 
ourselves,” said Provenzano. "I wanted 
something that lets me feel like full time 
without the long hours." 

“I think this was the perfect solution 
because 1 did need the out and I needed to 
be doing something that I was getting 
paid for," agreed Veitch. "I'd done a lot 
of volunteer work and enjoyed it but I 
was getting burned out and it was losing 
its appeal. 

“I could not maintain a house if 1 had 
a full-time job,” she continued. "I have 
the utmost respect for women who go 
home and work there after a full day. It's 
a terrible burden and must be 
exhausting.” 

Job sharing seems to appeal to many 
people in town. “My friends come in and 
see me and say ‘are you full time or part 
time’ and I say job-sharing,” said 
Tonaszuck. “It’s a very exciting concept 
for women who can't go full time. It's a 
pioneer concept in town here and I think 
it’s great. It's the solution to lots of 
problems. 

“When I tell people I can see their 
ears wagging,” she laughed. 

None of the women had met their 
other halves before they were hired. 

It all began with an ad in the paper. "1 
advertised in The Winchester Star for job 
sharing to see what kind of a response I 
got to the word ’job sharing,” Lefavour 
said. "I had no idea whether people in

Winchester had read enough to know 
what it was.” 

Winchester residents proved to tie 
keeping up with the new job market lingo 
and applicants were not thrown off by the 
term. 

Twenty women answered the ad. 
Although the ad did not specify a par¬ 
ticular sex or age group, all the ap¬ 
plicants were middle-aged women. And 
they were all managing households and 
hoping to enter the labor force. 

Lefavour seems to have taken a 
personal interest in the job situation of 
housewives because she was in the same 
situation herself 15 years ago. 

“1 had no idea back then that 1 had a 
career hidden inside of me,” she said 
”Mv kids were college age and I felt 
bored and unchallenged. 1 got a part-time 
job and then moved into a full-time job 
and it worked out to be the best tiling." 

But Lefavour also stressed that the 
program could not work without the 
support of the full-timers. She made sure 
they did not object to the job sharing 
before she hired anyone. 

"They have been so overwhelmingly 
accepted by everyone,” Lefavour said. 
“The full timers should be commended 
for their acceptance of the women or else 
it never would have worked." 

Job sharing does not seem cut out for 
many of the larger businesses in town. 
None of the 15 Winchester employers 
interviewed had any type of job sharing 
program. 

"We tried it before hut it didn’t work," 
said David Choate of McCord Winn. "It’s 
too expensive because it means we need 
more facilities and more insurance 
coverage. It also creates problems with 
the continuity of the eight-hour shift 

“Job sharing does not lend itself well 
to high volume production,” he con¬ 
cluded. 


None of the other banks in Winchester 
said they had job sharing. At the 
Shawmut County bank, however, Vice 
President of Personnel Martha Edison 
said that job situations often work out 
like job sharing. 

“We tend to find — especially with 
tellers — that they start out part time and 
go to full lime, especially with women 
who come back into the job market and 
then discover they can do it,” she con¬ 
tinued. "If two people were to come to us 
with that proposition (job sharing), we’d 
certainly consider it. But we don’t have 
any job sharing in the real sense of the 
word." 

Winchester Savings Bank tellers 
receive benefits that the full-time hank 
employees receive. “The law dictates 
that employees work 50 hours to be 
eligible for the medical plan so we have 
no control over that," Lefavour said. 
"But they do get half of the sick days, 
holidays and anything else the bank can 
control.” 

"We don't mind a little extra work or 
the extra interviews that go along with 
job sharing," Nickerson said. "We're 
very happy to lie able to give women with 
families the opportunity to work.” 

Winchester School System Personnel 
Director Diane Mall said she does not 
have job sharing, but would consider the 
idea on a case-to-case basis. 

However, Hall said the concept really 
does not lit in to the teaching situation. 

"If we had one case with two teachers 
to fill a job, we’d break the position in 
two," she said. “We wouldn’t have job 
sharing because of the relationship of 
lhat type of arrangement to the legal 
aspects of hiring and layoffs. 

"ll can become very complicated," 
she continued. “We have an agreement 
with the union not lo split up a full-time 
position into less than full time. Unless 


there's a unique situation we'd leave the 
full-time job for one person. 

At the public library, two women 
share a junior clerk job but only by title. 
Actually, each clerk does a different job 
although both work 15 hours a week. 
They do not share any benefits. 

Town Hall, however, is taking ad¬ 
vantage of this new job possibility. Two 
women in the Assessors Office share a 
job. One works three days a week while 
the other works two. 

Town Hall employees must work 15 
hours to be eligible for benefits so only 
one of the pair qualifies for them. They 
split sick days, holidays and vacations. 

Fran, who asked to be referred to by 
her first name only, said there is no 
problem with continuity when they 
switch jobs in the middle of a project.

“Usually we divide the tasks but when 
it intermingles, we talk to each other or 
leave notes,” Fran explained. "It's not 
like you’re left hanging." 

Like (he hank tellers, these two 
women are very happy with their 
situations for most of the same reasons 

"I have more time with my kids this 
way," Fran said "I’ve worked full lime 
before and I was a wreck. It’s like being 
on a treadmill. On the weekends, you 
have to do the shopping, cleaning and 
whatever social obligations and before 
you know it, il's Monday again.

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Keep Feds Out Of Cafeteria 


The notion that the Federal 
government has some Con¬ 
stitutional responsibility to feed 
the school children of the United 
States is rarely questioned 
today. Instead we ask how much 
and how often, and then answer 
ourselves with “too little’’ and 
“not enough.” 

The present flap concerns 
proposed cutbacks in the 
Federal budget which would 
reduce the government ap¬ 
proved Type A school lunch from 
2 ounces of protein and 8 ounces 
of milk to 1.5 and 6 ounces, 
respectively. 

Instead of bemoaning the 
cutbacks and the lowering of 
minimums, we think the public 
ought to be questioning just what 
the Federal government is doing 
in the school lunch business in 
the first place. 

It is about time that someone 
ignored the historical 
development of the program, the

son’s “Great Society’’ which 
promised cradle-to-grave 
coddling of every American, rich 
or poor, needy or not. 

Although we would not vote 
for it, we can see some 
justification for government 
(preferably not at the Federal 
level) setting standards and 
subsidizing school lunches in 
areas of severe economic 
depression or in identified cases 
of legitimate need. But there is a 
big difference between the rural 
mountain communities of 
Appalachia, the ghettoes of 
Detroit and the tree-lined 
suburbs of Boston. 

While at least 40 percent of 
the American voters wouldn’t 
agree with any diminution of 
the Federal government’s 
progressive invasion into our 
daily lives, the majority 


disagree. And that disagreement 
was overwhelmingly registered 
last year with the election of 
Ronald Reagan whose campaign 
theme was based on getting 
Government off the peoples' 
’backs. 

At the beginning of the 1970s 
the Federal school lunch subsidy 
was under $500 million. When the 
decade ended last year it had 
grown to $3,100 million. The 
President's 1982 budget would 
cut that back to $2,370 million. 

Whatever happened to the kid 
with the sandwich, two cookies 
and an apple in his brown paper 
bag? 

In the absence of legions of 
starving, malnourished 
American children crawling 
back to school after two and a 
half months of summer vacation 
without benefit of the Federal 
lunch, we think the appropriate 
level of governmentally stan¬ 
dardized and subsidized meals 
ought not be weighed in ounces 
per serving but described with 
zeroes.

The Green Thumb Of Winchester Savings Bank

There's a green thumb down at 
Winchester Savings' Main st. branch who 
nurtures a lot more than those flowers 
he's planted outside the bank. 

“Gus is the bank,” said Jane 
Lefavour, bank vice president and head 
of employee relations. "In all my years 
in business, I've never seen anyone so 
concerned about the bank and Us 
people." 

For those around town who don't know 
Gus Baldacci, of Raymond pi., it is his 
inspiration and tender loving care that is 
responsible for the startling brilliance of 
red, yellow, orange, and pink flowers 
that warm the otherwise stark new bank 
building 

Gus, 52, who is the bank's Building 
Superintendent and in charge of all that 
grows at the Main st. branch, planted the 
bank's first tulip two years ago in what 
must be Winchester's most colorful 
parking lot. 

A lifetime resident of Winchester, Gus 
decided to leave the landscaping 
business he inherited in 1956 from his 
father and pursue something that didn’t 
involve, for example, shovelling snow by 
himself after a midnight blizzard. He 
won his present position three years ago 
at the about-to-be-completed Main st. 
branch of Winchester Savings. 

"It broke my heart to give up my 
landscaping clients,” Gus said. In fact, 
he couldn’t give up two elderly clients 
who really needed him, in spite of his 
eagerness to start the new job. 

"I was tickled pink,” Gus recalled 
with a satisfied grin. "This is one of the 
better moves of my life." 

"I came everyday during the con¬ 
struction, to familiarize myself with the 
building," he continued. "I’m not an 
electrician or any type of expert, but I 


probably know the building better than 
anyone." He should. Since he started 
work there three years ago, he has taken 
all of nine vacation days. 

Gus' landscaping instincts needed no 
time to germinate. 

"During my first winter, I convinced 
the vice president to buy five Crimson 
King Maple trees for the employee 
parking lot,” he said with pride. 

The following winter, Gus decided it

was time for some color. 

"The first year I had no idea what to 
plant,” he confessed. "I just went out and 
did it." 

Gus is too modest — not many people 
have his eye for beauty. Witli the addition 
of tulips planted this spring, there are 
now five types of flowers outside the bank 
including Dwarf Marigolds, Ageratums, 
Salvias, Petunias. 

Gus has also loaned his green thumb 
to the bank's three-story atrium that 
faces Main st. There amongst the 
calculated layout of greenery arranged 
by a landscaping firm, stand two fruit¬ 
hearing Italian fig trees and a tomato 
plant which grew to 15 feet and produced 
four tomatoes last summer. 

Gus envisions installing an un¬ 
derground sprinkler system and 
decorating the atrium trees with tiny 
white lights during Christmas time. 

"Between now and when 1 go,” he 
said, glancing skyward, “1 hope to bring 


tremendous improvements to this bank. 

"I enjoy it — the bank is my whole 
life," he added. To say the least — after a 
night out, Gus will drive around the bank 
just to he sure everything is all right. 

Winchester Savings Bank President 
Robert Nickerson describes Gus as 
someone very special. 

"He’s an outstanding employee of the 
bank," said Nickerson. "A very caring 
individual, who’s extremely interested in 
people and in Winchester." 

Gus Baldacci’s service to the com¬ 
munity is a matter of record. He was a 
Town Meeting member for 12 years and 
has been a long and active member in the 
Sons of Italy, a :iB()-member organization 
he speaks of will) great pride. Much has 
changed in Winchester since he 
graduated from the high school in 1948. 

"It was a quaint, quiet town, and I 
loved it,” remembered Gus." But now 
it's big business. 


“Like all these condos," he continued. 
"I hear a lot of complaints about the one 
across the street (Wedgewood pi ). Some 
say it looks like Walpole prison.” 

Gus has cared about what his town 
looks like since he learned the art of 
landscaping at age five from his father. 
Even when he’s off the job, Gus can’t stop 
trying to make things beautiful, so he 
works on the gardens of three family 
homes. 

But for nearly 11 hours every day, Gus 
can be found down at the bank working 
his magic. 

“He just sticks his stubby little fingers 
in the ground,” said one Savings Bank 
employee. “And things grow.”

Also, she lived in tents in 
New Guinea in a hot. damp climate 
where the temperature soared well 
above 100 degrees. Rodents were com¬ 
mon, as'Well as other animal life, so there 
was no ease of living in this war-torn 
area. Quite a service record! 


After bringing up two children, Ann 
and John, Polly attended Middlesex 
Community College to study gerontology. 
Her husband, John (Mac), took an early 
retirement from the First National Bank 
of Boston. Mrs. D'Ambrosio, Polly’s 
mother, makes her home with Polly and 
Mac. They are a busy, happy family. 


She has wonted assiduously at the 
Jenks Senior Center in many areas.

...Whether Winchester plods 
along under the weight of a 
bureaucracy gone wild or 
energetically operates in the 
truest form of a democracy, the 
town moves in the direction set 
by its committees. 

Thirty non-elective com¬ 
mittees are registered in Town 
Hall, although not all of them are 
active. These arms of Win¬ 
chester’s government stretch 
from the Bicycle Study Com¬ 
mittee to the Winter Pond Study 
Committee, from the Committee 
for Equal Opportunity to the 
Committee on Names. 

But while the abundance of 
committees can slow town 
government, it can also produce 
valuable results, Efccording to 
Town Manager Thomas J. 
Groux. 

“There’s no question that 
they (the committees) form an 
additional layer of bureaucracy 
that makes my work more dif¬ 
ficult in the short run," Groux 
said. “I would like to go to Town 
Meeting and say, 'Here’s what 
we want,” and have them accept 
that. 

“But in the long run, you need 
people to get involved,” Groux 
said. “It would be foolish not to 
listen and get the ideas of 
qualified people in the com¬ 
munity before taking an action. 

To illustrate, Groux noted 
that the Resources Recovery 
Committee evolved because 
Town Meeting refused to accept 
the conclusions his office made 
on its own about waste disposal. 

“Town Meeting didn’t feel 
comfortable with our analysis 
because they didn’t think tax¬ 
payers had objectively looked 
Into waste disposal — so they 
decided to create the com¬ 
mittee,” Groux said. 

Ultimately, Town Meeting 
hired a waste disposal company 
based on committee analysis. 


But some committees born in 
Town Meeting hop into action 
faster than others. For example, 
the MDC Water Pipe Study 
Committee and the Data 
Processing Committee, which 
were both created at the spring 
Town Meeting, have headed in 
opposite directions since being 
formed. 

The MDC pipe committee 
filled its five spaces within 
several months and has already 
held meetings. In contrast, only 
one person has even been in¬ 
terviewed to fill one of the five 
vacant spaces on the Data 
Processing Committee. 

Despite the poor response, 
Town Comptroller Alphonse J. 
Faggiano -aid there is "a crying 
need” for the Data Processing 
Committee to get to work and 
evaluate possible alternatives to 
the town’s antiquated computer 
systems. 

Selectman Chairman Edward 
F. O'Connell agreed, but said the 
public does not perceive the data 
processing problem to be as 
urgent as the need for an 
adequate water-flow system. 

“The Data Processing 
Committee came forward 
without any groundwork having 
been laid," O'Connell said. "It 
was just an idea thrown out at 
Town Meeting, whereas the 
Water Pipe Study Committee 
came about because of intense 
feelings within the community, 
after long debate.” 

O’Connell added that some 
qualified residents who work for 
computer firms might be 
reluctant to sign up because of 
fears about a possible conflict of 
interest. Whatever the reason for 
the poor response, O’Connell 
said he prefers not to ask par¬ 
ticular individuals to work for 
data processing or other com¬ 
mittees. 

“I do not like to go out and 
search for committee members 


Data Processing 
Committee May 
Be Filled In Time 


After months of searching, it 
looks like the Board of Selectmen 
have finally found the Data 
Processing Committee. 

The committee was set up at 
the Spring Town Meeting, after a 
$150,000 budget item for a new 
town computer was turned down. 
Instead, the Town Meeting 
members chose to set up a 
committee to decide exactly 
what kind of computer the town 
needed. 

Selectmen have been un¬ 


successful in filling the com¬ 
mittee since then. But, spurred 
by the news that the town’s 
computer can’t even handle the 
fall tax bills, five candidates for 
the committee have recently 
come forward. 

“I’ve always suspected we 
had people in this town with 
considerable talent in com¬ 
puters,” said Board of Select¬ 
men Chairman Edward

because I don't think as a 
selectman chairman I should 
handpick them,” he said. ”1 
prefer to use announcements and 
allow people to come forth on 
their own, although on occasion 
necessity might compel me to 
ask individuals to serve.” 

Groux said, however, that 
because the selectmen and other 
appointing bodies don't actively 
recruit members, spqces are left 
vacant on boards like the Data 
Processing Committee, the 
Equal Opportunity Committee 
and the Public Safety Building 
Committee. 

“People like to be asked,” 
Groux said. “And there are 
always potential volunteers out 
there who aren’t always aware 
of the town’s needs." 

Nevertheless, O’Connell said 
where there’s an issue, there’s 
interest in joining a committee. 
"Where issues aren't made out 
of fluff and smoke, where there’s 
genuine, critical issue with a 
sense of urgency, people will 
make themselves available and 
do the job,” O’Connell said. 

Once open spaces are filled, 
Groux said, town committees 
generally perform admirably. 

One board that has been 
successful, the Alternative 
School Use committee, received 
state recognition for its per¬ 


formance. Charles N. Tseckares, 
the committee’s chairman, said 
a number of factors helped his 
board achieve its goal of finding 
buyers for all four vacated 
schools the selectmen wanted to 
sell over the past three years. 

A critical element of the 
committee’s success, according 
to Tseckares, was the close in¬ 
volvement of residents in the 
decision-makjng process. 

“It's critical if you’re going to 
maintain your integrity not to 
impose anything on the com¬ 
munity,” Tseckares said. “And 
people will only show up after the 
fact unless you encourage them. 

"Sometimes we handed out 
notices door-to-door to make 
sure people came to give us their 
opinion,” he said. 

Tseckares pointed out that 
while trying to gain a consensus 
among residents may take a long 
time, the end result is usually 
more satisfactory to everyone 
involved, especially when ad¬ 
dressing a subject that directly 
affects townspeople. 

“It requires a long, patient 
seurch for an answer, but after a 
series of meetings, something 
will emerge,” Tseckares said. 
“It’s a natural process." 

While committee members 
should try to gain a consensus 
from the community before 


making a decision, they should 
also try to remain united among 
themselves, according to 
Tseckares. 

He said smaller committees 
can work faster because fewer 
disagreements crop up, noting 
that the Alternative School Use 
Committee has only three 
members. “With a large com¬ 
mittee, half of the members 


Nearly two years after it was 
formed, the Equal Opportunity 
Committee finally held its first 
meeting, even though all the 
members have not yet been 
appointed.

Sachems Shut Down Lexington 27-0

You may not have been convinced 
after the Sachems destroyed Somerville 
40-7. After all, it wasn’t a league game. 
And the Sachem's league opener against 
Stoneham would have done nothing to 
convince the doubtful that the Sachems 
were the The Team this year, as the 
Winchester footballers struggled through 
a tough Spartan defense to win 17-7. 

But if there were any doubts left about 
who is the best team in the Middlesex 
League, Saturday’s contest against 
Lexington would have blown through 
them like Steve Costello on a sweep. 

The Sachems simply overwhelmed 
the Lexington Minutemen, scoring 28 
points from the air and on the ground, 
and completely shutting down 
Lexington’s top runner, Todd Stuckey. 

Stuckey had scored five touchdowns 
in his first two games this year, but the 
Winchester defense smothered him this 
time. Stuckey ended up with only 45 
yards on 15 carries. 

“You have to worry about a kid that 
can bust through the line for 65 yards and 
a touchdown,” said coach Manny 
Marshall after Saturday’s victory. “The 
most outstanding thing about the game 
was that he didn’t bust one. 

“He got maybe two good runs in the 
first half, but the rest of the time, the kids 
(ondefense) surrounded him," Marshall 
noted. 

And the Sachem defense wasn’t 
keying on Stuckey either, Marshall said. 
The Sachems just set up their usual 
unbreachable wall and the Minuteman 
offense just kept running into it. 

Lexington’s quarterback was held to 
only two completions out of 11 attempts, 
for a total of 16 yards passing. And the 
Lexington offense only managed four 
first downs all game.

And the Winchester offense com¬ 
plemented the defensive play perfectly. 

Quarterback Kichie Fennell really hit 
his stride this game, with a .500 passing 
average and two touchdowns — one a 47- 
yarder to favorite receiver Jeff Stack- 
pole, who caught the other TD as well. 

Steve Costello was as effective 
coming out of the wishbone as ever, his 
110-yard, two TD game highlighted by a 
52-yard, touchdown-producing sprint late 
in the game. 


But Tighe couldn’t slop them from 
throwing. The Sachems first drive ended 
after 65 yards with a missed 29-yard field 
goal, but the second time around they 
scored quickly. 

Fennell hit Stackpole on third-and-six 
with a 30 yard pass, and Stackpole 
obliged by taking it in for the first touch¬ 
down. Cahill's kick was good (the only 
thing he missed all day was the field - 
goal) and the Sachems were up 7-0. 

How do you top off one 65 yard drive 
and a scoring drive, complete with the 
long pass? Score another one, with a 
longer pass, the Sache'ms answered the 
next time they got the ball. 


First, Fennell tossed a nine-yard pass 
to Stackpole for the first down, and then, 
after trying to run twice, Fennell put the 
ball in the air. 

Fifty-seven yards downfield, Stack- 
pole gathered it in and put another touch¬ 
down on the board. 

By this time, Lexington’s coach must 
have forgotten about stopping the run, 
because the Sachems ended the quarter 
with a classic exhibition of their running 
game, marching 65 yards downfield for 
their third touchdown. 

Costello scored it, with a seven-yard 
sweep around the left side.

establish the committee." 

An understatement. 

The committee was 
established at the 1979 Fall Town 
Meeting under an article calling 
for 15 residents to "evaluate the 
need for, develop and assist the 
various town agencies in 
initiating policies and programs 
to assure equal opportunity for 
the citizens of the town." 

The impetus for the com¬ 
mittee came after a series of 
racial incidents in the Win¬ 
chester Schools, which led first 
to tlie School Committee's 
version of the equal opportunity 
committee, and then to the 
multi-cultural specialist. 

Now, two years later, the 
original incidents have been 
forgotten, and the multi-cultural 
specialist was eliminated by 
Prop. 2.5. 

The time gap led O'Connell to 
wonder aloud at the first meeting 
whether the commtittee still had 
the "sense of mission” needed to 
get things done. 

And the committee members 
answered they had. 

"There is still a need for 
activities in this area," asserted 
Rev. John Bishop of the Parish of 
the Epiphany. "Witness the fact 
that not one member of the 
minority community is here on 
the committee.” 

.Just getting that minority 
community involved in the 
committee is a goal for the 
group, according to committee 
member Lee Behnke, who 
served as the school system's 
first multi-cultural specialist. 

"Our first mission is to swell 
the ranks of the people who 
should he represented on the 
committee," she said. "We have 
Vietnamese children in the 
schools, we have a black 
population in town, and they 
should have a voice.” 

The new chairman of the 
committee, Twomey, said his 
first priority was to write a 
charter for the group, to give it a 
specifically defined goal. 

"When the vote for the 


committee was taken, it was 
perceived that there were many 
problems that had to be ad¬ 
dressed," Twomey said. "Things 
have been quiet for the last year 
and a half we have to go out 
and find things that need our 
attention.” 

Both O’Connell and Select¬ 


man Wade Welch had 
suggestions as to what those 
things could be. 

"There is a new phenomena 
in tiiis town this month cable 
television," said O'Connell. "1 
see this as a great opportunity to 
do something specific. 


"By putting on programs 
showing cultural variety and 
heritage, you could do something 
positive and enlightening for the 
community at large." 

Welch suggested the com¬ 
mittee could, to some extent, fill 
tlie role of tlie axed multi¬ 


cultural specialist. 

"If there was a need for a 
multi-cultural specialist two 
years ago, there is a need for one 
now," said Welch. "The situation 
couldn't have gotten any better." 

But even if there were no 
cable television, and there were 
still a multi-cultural specialist.

"Now that we've smoked 
them out, I think we will end up 
with a powerful committee,” lie 
added. 

And just in time. 

A week ago, Town Manager 
Thomas Groux and the head of 
tlie Data Processing Depart¬ 
ment, Margaret Granfield, told 
the selectmen that the town will 
probably have to spend $4,000 
just to get this fall's tax bills 
through the computer. 

The money would be spent on 
a "core memory" to increase the 
memory capacity of the town’s 
computer. 

The reason the new memory 
is needed is connected, like 
everything else about the fall tax 
bills with the town's revaluation. 

The state Department of 
Revenue has told the town that 
when the newly figured tax bills 
go out, information on the tax 
rate, property value, the tax rate 
for all four classifications of 
property, and what percentage 
of the taxes goes to the schools 
must be included on the face of 
the bill. 

Right now, only the amount 
you owe is on the bill. And that is 
just about all tlie town’s com¬ 
puter is capable of handling. 

"Our machine just can’t 
handle the new tax bills,” 
Granfield told the selectmen last 
week. 

"We can't reprogram the 
computer to print out the in¬ 


formation. There is no memory 
left in the machine to store it," 
she said. 

Groux added that even if the 
machine could handle the billing, 
it wouldn't be able to record 
payments of the tax bills. 

Groux explained that the 
town’s record of payment would 
have to contain all the in¬ 
formation listed on the face of 
the bills. 

"Our primary records have to 
show the same breakdown," lie 
explained. "It’s not just the 
printing on the face of the bills, 
it's our basic method of recor¬ 
ding payments that can’t be 
done." 

The solution to the problem, 
Groux suggested, was to pur¬ 
chase a core memory, which 
would be plugged into the main 
computer and used to store bits 
of information. 

"I’ve contacted Honeywell 
and asked if it were possible to 
do that," Groux said. "They said 
we can, for about $4,000." 

Groux said he had asked 
Arthur Anderson & Co. of 
Boston, the firm which audits the 
town’s books, to recommend 
whether purchasing such a 
memory would be a good idea. 

"The whole tax-bill problem 
should be solved within the next 
couple of weeks," Groux said. 

The purchase of the core 
memory is only a short-term 
answer to the computer space 
problem, but the selectmen seem 
close to appointing the com¬ 
mittee to find a long-term solu¬ 
tion to the problem. 


By this Monday, selectmen 
had interviewed six candidates 
for the five-man committee. All 
promise to bring extensive ex¬ 
perience in computers to the 
committee. 

Monday, selectmen in¬ 
terviewed four candidates 
Marilyn McMillan of Crescent 
rd., James B.L. Lane of Ardley 
rd., Thomas McLellan of Wilson 
st., and Edward Esposito of 
Johnson rd. 

McMillan has been a com¬ 
puter programmer since 1967, 
and is currently working in the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology's Data Processing 
Department. 

Lane, who is chairman of the 
town's Capital Planning Com¬ 
mittee, said he wanted to be on 
the committee because it ef¬ 
fected capital planning, and 
because he had developed an 
interest in computers while 
working in data processing for 
New England Telephone. 

However, Lane said he would 
prefer to be an ex-officio, or non¬ 
voting, member of the com¬ 
mittee, since his work on tlie 
Capital Planning Committee 
kept him busy. 

Esposito has been in com¬ 
puter programming for 16 years, 
working in software and systems 
development and setting up a 
nationwide computer network. 

He currently manages the 
management information ser¬ 
vice department for tlie Com¬ 
mercial Union Insurance 
Agency.

terviewed Monday, McLellan, is 
a certified public accountant 
who has worked developing 
computer systems for his par¬ 
ticular needs. He is also a 
member of the town’s Methods 
and Procedures Committee, 
which looked into the computer 
problem several years ago. 

Two other candidates, Mark 
Lomabardl Jr. of W. Chardon rd. 
and Dan O'Grady of Alden In., 
were interviewed by the 
selectmen earlier this sum¬ 
mer. 

Lombardi, who works for 
Honeywell, was interviewed at 
the beginning of the summer, 
and has been waiting since for 
the committee to be filled. 

O'Grady, who was in¬ 
terviewed during the select¬ 
men's discussion with Granfield, 
told the board that it would 
probably take the committee 
several months to complete the 
study. 

"We have to go to the first 
step, and figure out just how big 
a system the town needs," said 
O'Grady. 

"This study," he added, 
pounding on a copy of last year's 
in-house computer study, "is 
nothing more than a wish list of 
everything the town could have. 

"We've got to set priorities, 
see which systems the town 
needs, and how big a piece of 
hardware is needed to handle 
those systems,” he said. “It will 
take several months to complete 
that properly." 

Nonetheless, O'Connell said 
Monday he hopes the study will 
be complete by the Spring Town 
Meeting.

ON CHECKING ATTICS 


If you are inspecting a 
house with an attic, do 
more than ask it there is 
one — get up there, walk 
around and inspect it. 
You can learn a lot with 
just a few simple 
checks. 

For instance, you can 
check to see it the 
beams are really solid? 
If the point of a penknife 
sinks in easily, the wood 
may be either rotten or 
termite-infested. 
Timbers with ends 
embedded in masonry 
without proper air 
spaces are especially 
vulnerable to rot. Sight 
along the beams to see 
whether any have 
sagged or warped. Also, 
check the rafters or 
roofing boards for water 
stains. 

Is there sufficient 
ventilation in the attic? 
At a minimum, it should 
have louvers in both 


gable ends, vents under 
the eaves or ridge vents 
in the roof. If the ven 
tilation is inadequate, 
you can bet on wood rot 
— and there will be heat 
loss in the winter, heat 
retention in the summer 
and bigger utility bills in 
both seasons. 

How about insulation? 
An attic floor should 
have at least six inches 
of insulation plus a 
vapor barrier under the 
insulation.

Attends National Conference 


Winchester Police Explorer Post No. 8 
attended the National Law Enforcement 
Explorer’s Conference at Ohio State 
University, in Columbus Ohio recently. 

The following members of the Post 
attended: Daniel Perenick, Thomas 
Struthers, Jane Nadeau, Demtra 
Tseckares, Christine Dixon, and Michael 
Landry. Also participating with our Post 
at the Conference was an Explorer from 
Rehoboth, Mass., Steven Kanarian - a 
great asset to the Post during the com¬ 
petitions. 

This was the second national con¬ 
ference held by the LEE, and was at¬ 
tended by over 1,500 Explorers and 
Advisors. Included in the conference 
were seminars, competitions, and a 
great many activities including dances, 
movies, and athletic events. 

In the area of competitions, our group 
was involved in three competitions, the 


Traffic Stop, Search and Arrest 
Warrants, and Crime Scene Search. In 
the Traffic Stop, which was run by the 
Ohio Highway Patrol, our group did well 
and were complimented on their manner, 
and “partner co-operation". It involved a 
routine traffic stop that turned out to be 
not so routine when it continued. 

The next competition was the Arrest 
and Search Techniques which was run by 
the DEA. In this area the group was 
involved in securing an area, arresting a 
suspect and searching the area for 
evidence of criminal activity. Again the 
group was complemented on their 
manner, and thoroughness. 

The final area of competition was the 
crime scene search. This was run by the 
FBI, and involved answering a call for a 
domestic disturbance, and becoming 
involved in processing the scene of a 
homicide. 


In this area the Post did extremely 
well, and the FBI Agent in charge of the 
competition, came out of the competition 
area and said that he was extremely 
impressed by their "professionalism and 
completeness" processing the scene, and 
also by their general overall attitude in 
conducting the search and interviews. 

In this test they were scored by two 
judges and obtained an average of 94.9. 
They also received a Certificate of 
Exceptional Performance for this test. 

All of the Competitions were very well 
run, and the sponsoring agency provided 
the judges and the actors used in the 
tests. They attempted lo make the tests 
as close to the real thing as they could, 
and I feel that they did this very well. 

For the entire week, all of our 
members maintained themselves in such 
a manner that they brought nothing hut 
good comments from all those they came 
in contact with. 


Best Of Boston Comes To Town 

CSA Invites Winchester Students To Boston Theatre 



The Community School Association 
(CSA) Enrichment Committee is 
sponsoring "An Invitation to Theater” in 
the Winchester schools during the weeks 
of Oct. 12 and 19. The show, performed by 
members of the Boston Shakespeare 
Company, will introduce students to live 
theatre and to Shakespeare by including 
segments of mime, story theatre, 
commedia dell’arte and brief dialogues- 
from Romeo and Juliet.

Each school in Winchester is 


represented on the CSA Enrichment 
Committee which is chaired this year by 
Liz Sayre. The School Committee is 
represented by Sandra Rogers. At 
monthly meetings members exchange 
information and ideas on programs for 
their individual schools, select programs 


to be presented townwide, and meet with 
representatives of artists and per¬ 
forming groups. Members also maintain 
a resource file on groups who have ap¬ 
peared in the Winchester schools or who 
have been previewed by committee 
members.

"almost fell over" when she read the 
news about the raffle winners. 

"I had just sold four tickets that 
morning," the storeowner said. "I just 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Neither could the Chamber members 
when they learned of the mistake. “We 
found out after the raffle took place," 
said Childs. “It's been very confusing 
ever since.” 

"If I could tell you how it happened, it 
wouldn't have happened," said Spence. 
“It's an internal issue and was due to 
human error. It was an inadvertent 
mistake. 

"It’s a very unfortunate error,” she 
concluded. 

"There were too few people with too 
large a job," said Bennos. "It was just a 
human error and I can't make any ex¬ 
cuses for it. These things happen and are 
very regrettabe." 

Rather than dwell on the causes of the 
error. Chamber members said they were 
focusing all their efforts on rectifying the 
situation. 

A meeting was held that week and 
retailers were assured that a public 
statement would be made, according to 
Chamber members. Plans were then 
detailed for correcting the problem. 

“Our credibility with our customers 
was at stake here,” said the Eastern 
Billiards owners. "We wanted to make 
sure this was taken care of correctly and 
immediately." 

But another week passed and no 
public statement was issued. And all the 
people whose names were not in the 
raffle had still not been informed of the 
situation. 

“We needed time to assess the whole 
situation," Spence explained. “We made 
a big error and we wanted to make sure 
all our ducks were lined up in a row this 
time before we did anything. We didn't 
want to make a public statement until all 
the people had been notified by us first." 

“The only reason the Chamber has not 


come forward is because Rita and Artie 
were still contacting people whose tickets 
were not in the raffle,” Childs said. 
"We're doing the proper thing and not 
hiding anything." 

Bennos said Monday that he does have 
a list of the names of the people who were 
not included in the raffle but that it had 
not yet been finalized. 

“As far as 1 know, I think there were 
seven people left out of the drawing," he 
said. "But more than one person bought 
more than one ticket. People bought 
three, four and five tickets." 

One retailer said she had 40 sold 
tickets in her possession three days after 
the raffle and another retailer had 14. 

"We were just waiting to make a 
public statement because we haven't 
been able to contact all the people," 
Bennos emphasized. “Some people didn’t 
write down their phone numbers. We're 
not trying to gel out of it in any way.” 

The Chamber will hold another raffle 
in the near future and award the same 
three prizes. Only this time, the retailers 
are not donating the items so the 
Chamber will have to pay full price. The 
contestants who were not entered in the 
first raffle will be given the option of 
having their dollar returned or entering 
the second raffle for free. 

Cards have now been mailed to these 
people so they can tell the Chamber 
which option they will choose, Spence 
said. 

Childs said that while the solution will 
be a costly one for the Chamber, since 
they will have to pay close to $1,500.00 for 
the second round of prizes, the coor¬ 
dinators felt it was the only fair way they 
could handle the situation. 

“It’s going to be expensive but a 
mistake was made and we’re going to 
have to rectify it," he said. "It was an 
error that shouldn’t have happened but it 
did. 

"The winners were notified im¬ 
mediately so we couldn’t put the names 


back and pick again,” Childs continued. 
"No other solution would have been 
equitable. If we asked the winners to take 
a free dinner on the Chamber or offered 
them any other compensation so we 
could hold the raffle again, it just 
wouldn’t have been right. 

"We’re going to lose money but above 
all the people in the community have to 
be satisfied," Childs stressed. “They 
have to feel that we’re doing the proper 
thing and not hiding anything." 

Spence and Bennos said they were 
confident that enough money would be 
raised to cover the cost of the three new 
prizes. 

"I’m sure we can sell enough to 
recoup our losses,” Bennos said. 

For the first raffe, 3,275 tickets were 
printed in anticipation of sales. Only 272 
were sold but Chamber coordinators said 
they had planned on selling most of them 
at Discover Winchester Day. 

“We can’t afford a loss so we don't 
expect one,” Spence said. “It's im¬ 
portant that people realize that it will still 
be good for them to buy tickets.” 

“What is foremost in our plan now is 
that we handle the situation as best as 
possible—even with our mistake," 
Bennos summed up. "The most im¬ 
portant thing is to satisfy the public.”

But across the street, at Bossi’s Exon 
station, owner Joe Bossi said he is tur¬ 
ning away Lynxs and Escorts without the 
grounding wire. 

“We couldn't take a chance on our 
safety or theirs,” said Bossi. “The fire 
department was around and told us they 
would like cooperation. They couldn't 
order us to, but it makes sense not to fill 
the cars." 

Bill Hudgins, who tends the pumps at 
Bossi’s Exxon, said he had turned away 
an Escort last Friday, since the car 
didn’t have the wire. 

"1 told him to run right over to Bon- 
nell,” he said. “The couple had just 
returned from a trip to Europe, so they 
had only seen the recall notice that day.” 

At Reardon’s Citgo station, owner 
Owen Reardon said he was calling the 
missing groundwire to the attention of 
the Lynx and Escort owners pulling into 
his station. 

"I’ve been on the lookout for the 
cars," Reardon said. “I saw one, and 
mentioned to the driver that he should 
take care of the problem before his next 
fill-up.” 

Reardon said he would still fill up the 
Escorts and Lynxs, because “it's all 
right as long as the engine is shut off.”

However, McElhinney said it wasn’t 
all right. “The problem is static elec¬ 
tricity,” the chief said, "and that’s 
always there, whether the engine is shut 
off or not.” 

In any case, Reardon said he would 
use a plastic funnel “in danger 
situtations”, avoiding the metal nozzle on 
metal gas tank that causes the spark. 

At the Main st. Texaco station, at¬ 
tendant Richie Kurtz said that although 
he hasn’t seen any Escorts or Lynxs at 
his pump, he would tell drivers to get the 
car fixed right away. 

"Even if the car had to be at the 
dealers all day, it’s worth it,,” he said. 
"It’s better than having your car blow 
up."

At Olson’s Sunoco Station, owner John 
Olson proved Bonnell's contention that 
many of the Escorts and Lynxs have 
already been repaired. 

"We have several regular customers 
who own the cars,” Olson said, "and they 
have already fixed their cars. 

"It’s a fire hazard and I don’t think 
my customers want to drive a fire 
hazard," he added. 

Olson said he had been checking all 
Escorts and Lynxs for the missing 
groundwire — "it’s easy to check," he 
said, "you just have to look at the fueling 
area to see if the car has been modified.” 

So far, Olseon said, he has not seen a 
car without the modification.

to the filters by simply turning off the 
filter system as soon as any water 
discoloration shows up. 

"If you see the trucks and we’re out 
there flushing, then people should not use 
their filters,” he stressed. 

“If nothing goes out then nothing goes 
in,” he continued. If people don’t have 
filters, just run cold water until there is 
no residual rusty water. If people have a 
filter, shut it off and don’t use a system. 
This should be' done anytime there is 
a fire, water main break or any other 
occasion where flow change takes place 
and rusty water comes through. 

But even if some filters are ruined and 
some residents are inconvenienced, 
Warrington said the benefits of flushing 
far outweigh any short-term disad¬ 
vantages. 

Warrington is in the process of 


selecting the best flushing times and 
notification methods. “We're looking for 
the best overall solution," he said. “It’s 
costly to send individual notices and not 
effective to use newspaper ads. We're 
looking into either a combination or a 
couple of strategies like a PA system, 
newspaper ads, and individual notices. 

Warrington said he will be using the 
best flushing strategy for Winchester. 

"There's only one way to flush 
properly and we’re doing it here," he 
said. "We’H be using the hydraulics of 
the system to our advantage. ” 

Warrington said he plans to flush the 
pipes each year. 

"This will be the second annual 
flushing program,” he said. "Barring 
any unforseen events I hope it will 
contiue each year as it is a good main¬ 
tenance procedure."

But the consensus among bank 
officials is that this initial public 
reaction constitutes no clear in¬ 
dication about the future of All 
Savers. 

“Time will tell about the All 
Savers,” said Nickerson. “It’s a little 
early to say whether it does what it’s 
supposed to do.” 

All Savers is an invention of the 
federal government aimed at in¬ 
jecting money back into savings in¬ 
stitutions by making their deposit 
accounts more competitive with 
higher yield investments, such as the 
Money Market Fund. 

All Savers have advantages over 
other investments - both for the in¬ 
vestor and for the bank. 

“There’s no doubt that quite a few 
came to just take advantage of the tax 
exemption,” commented Eugene 
Zicuis, Bank Manager at Cam- 
bridgeport Savings. * 

But, as with most of Uncle Sam’s 
acts of generosity, there’s a hiteh-the 
All Savers deal is not really wor¬ 
thwhile for all savers. 

"Unless you’re in the 30 percent 
bracket and up,” revealed one bank 
manager, "it wouldn’t be a beneficial 
investment.’ 

Which means you should have an 
annual income of $20,000 according to 
1982 tax tables, and as close to $8237 
liquid cash as possible, to receive as 
much of the tax-free interest as you 
can, and to make All Savers a good 
investment for you. 

Winchester, however, has the type 
of financial community ripe with a 
soft spot for this kind of deal. 


"It's been advertised towards the 
big money people,” said Jack 
Beauchamp at Winchester Co¬ 
operative. 

Probably the most significant 
result of All Savers would be the 
resurgence of home mortgage loans, 
which are the principal business of 
savings banks. 

"It has been difficult to commit 
ourselves to a rate for mortgage 
loans,” said Bill Crowley of Old 
Colony Bank. "According to a mon¬ 
thly independent mortgages survey, 
our six branches made more first 
mortgage loans than any other bank 
in Middlesex County. 

“Because of All Savers we think we 
should be able to make arrangements 
easier with these loans,” he added. 

‘It’s new money we really want,” 
explained Zicuis. “The idea is for us to 
put it back into the mortgage 
business.” And it’s new money that 
many local banks got. From Thursday 
through Saturday, 25 percent of the 
All Savers deposits received by 
Cambridgeport Savings was new 
money, that is money the bank isn’t 
presently paying interest on; while, 
Winchester Savings got 30 percent, 
and Old Colony reported a better than 
50 percent ratio. 

“The bulk of the deposits was from 
people who have never banked here 
before,” said Crowley at Old Colony. 
“We’d run a big ad which received 
many compliments on its clarity.” 

“We’re happy with the All Savers 
and we think it'll help,” he concluded, 
speaking for all bankers. “With the 
thin margin banks operate in, 
anything helps.”

Residents Complain About 
Increased Night Trucking 


My DAVE I.EKC O 

Holton and Cross st. residents are 
once again trying to make themselves 
heard over the rumble of diesel engines. 

The noise is coming from Semple 
Trucking Co. tractor-trailer cabs coming 


and going from the Reego Construction 
Co. property at 151 Cross st. 

Semple Trucking has been carrying 
mail for the U.S. Postal Service, hauling 
the letters from the Woburn Middlesex- 
Essex Postal Annex to Springfield, ac¬ 


cording to a postal employee. 

And like the mail, the trucks never 
stop. 

"It is really unbearable," said Ruth 
Peterson of 159 Cross st. "They run 
Saturdays, Sundays, holidays, days, 
nights — constantly." 

“Starting at suppertime, they run at 
twenty-of-six, twenty-of-seven and 
twenty-of-eight," she said. "I've heard 
them going by at 1:50 in the morning, 
2:3(1 in the morning — we haven't had a 
decent night's sleep in months.” 

Her house, Peterson explained, faced 
the Reego driveway, so trucks coming 
out turned almost at her doorstep. 

“They come out of the road, and they 
have to brake and then shift gears," she 
said. “They take off up the street, and 
you can hear them in the dead of night 
until they are far away.” 

Neighbors say the trucking has been 
going on since mid-summer. However, 
many noted that they had been away 
most of the summer ("stay’here and 
leave the windows open with the fumes?" 
one asked) and only realized the cabs 
were there when they returned home. 

"When I came home at the end of the 
summer, there were these Semple 
Trucks next door,” said Donna Osborne, 
a 151 Cross st. resident who chairs the 
Holton st. Study Committee. “From what 
1 understand from my neighbors, they've 
been here since the end of July." 

"As far as I can see, they don't belong 
here,” she added. 

Although the trucks are housed on the 
Reego Construction Co. property, owner 
Jerry Reego said the trucks have nothing 
to do with him. He is renting part of the 
property to the Woburn Ice Co., and that 
company is dealing with Semple. 

William Muse, owner of Woburn Ice, 
could not be reached for comment. 

None of the neighbors said they have 
talked to Reego or Muse about the 
problem. They did, however, send a 
letter to the Board of Selectmen, with 
copies to the building commissioner and 
the town engineer. 

The selectmen received the letter Oct. 
5, and told Town Manager Thomas Groux 
to have it checked out through Building 
Commissioner Dorn Serratore. 

But Serratore was out on family 
business at the end of the week, and 
didn't see the letter until Tuesday.

Housing Survey Shows That 25 
Percent Want A New Home 


The League of Women Voters is 
hoping its recently completed housing 
survey will prompt town officials to work 
to develop an alternative to the standard 
Winchester single-family house. 

"I hope the town fathers will somehow 
get together and do some goal-oriented 
planning," said LWV president Judie 
Muggia, after the survey was released 
last week. 

"The (own needs an examination of 
particular kinds of housing development, 
like apartments and senior housing," 
Muggia continued. "We have to look at 
how to develop Cross st., and how to 
develop the other areas in town, before 
they are gone." 

Muggia said the basis of those 


development decisions can be found in 
the leagues's survey, which polled 1,279 
homeowners on their housing needs and 
preferences. 

The study was mailed to one-third of 
the households in town, or 2,293 homes. 
Fifty-six percent, or 1,279, of those 
questionnaires were returned. The 
league termed this a high response, “as a 
to percent return is considered good". 

The high response alone, Muggia 
noted, would indicate how important an 
issue housing has become in Winchester. 

The survey shows that most of the 
people in Winchester are quite satisfied 
with the housing they have now. Two- 
thirds of those who answered the survey 
said that they had no need to move from 


their present home. 

And of those who said they wanted to 
move within the next five years, half 
wanted to move to a single-family home, 
which Winchester has in spades. 

But there is a significant minority in 
town, according to the survey results, 
who can’t find the housing they want. 

The survey, for example, revealed 
that one-fifth of those who answered 
would like subsidized housing. And 
although not all of those who answered 
were eligible, the survey totals show that 
there are probably 70(1 families in town 
that would qualify for, and need, sub¬ 
sidized housing.

Gypsy Moths: 

Killing The Eggs Now Will Help 


But It Will Be Mostly Psychological

What li”es for a year, has four 
installments, lakes away your green 
and requ.res special attention in 
April. 

If the word "taxes" comes to mind, 
guess again. 

However, if you have spent your 
last three springs suppressing the 
urge to run into your yard with a 
baseball hat shouting “Death To All 
Gypsy Moths”, then you probably 
know the answer. 

Gypsy Moths are an insect in¬ 
festation what has posed a mortal 
threat to trees in the Northeast for the 
last 112 years. For four out of every 
eleven years, the gypsy moths are a 
nuisance for tree lovers on the scale of 
getting audited by the IRS every year. 
Most would do anything to avoid them. 

And right now, fast-acting 
homeowners can get ahead of the 
game by taking matters in their own 
hands. 

"Take a popsiclestick or a similar 
tool, and scrape those brown furry 
patches off your trees into a 
mayonnaise jar," advised Joe Barile, 
entymologist at the Middlesex County 
Extension Service’s field station in 
Waltham. 

"But make sure that you destroy 
those furry patches, because they are 
the egg masses and some will live if 
you just let them fall to the ground," 
Barile cautioned. 

And eliminating the eggs is 
essential, because they develop into 
caterpillars who defoliate trees 
Instead of scraping the egg masses, 
Peter Wild, operator of the Win¬ 
chester Tree Service Inc., recoin 
mends creosote, a dark paint-like 
substance, to kill off the future 
caterpillars. 

"Whenever a homeowner sees an 
egg mass on a tree, he can just dab a 
little creosote on it," he said 

But Wild and Barile were adamant 

about Creosote being unhealthy for

trees. 

"Creosote can be extremely 
dangerous for trees,” said Wild. 

Homeowners should be warned 
before they gosprintingout into their 
yards, that this tall scraping or 
painting program is only as good as 
the number of trees in their yard is 
small. 

"If the homeowner can eliminate a 
couple of these egg masses, which 
may contain up to tiOO eggs, then he's 
certainly minimized the 
problem "suggested Wild. 

"However, if you have more than a 
couple of trees then scraping will 
probably be ineffective," continued 
Wild." For every egg mass you find, 
there is hound to be ten more." 

Ten to one odds are usually con¬ 
sidered disastrous. Luckily hapless 
tree owners have modern science on 
their team 

"The homeowner should wait until 
spring and then start a spraying 
program," said Barile. "Scraping just 
makes people feel a little better." 

Once tree lovers decide to abandon 
the popsiclestick scraper, they have a 
choice between two spraying 
programs, Sevin and BT. Sevin is a 
chemical insecticide, that is ex¬ 
tremely effective, but considered 
dangerous for homeowners' use 


because it is highly toxic. 

"The more ecologically sound 
route is BT, despite its effectiveness 
drawbacks," said Barile. “BT is a 
bacterium which is eaten by the 
caterpillars and destroys their gut 
lining.” he added. "The advantage is 
that it is specific to just a few cat- 
terpillars. Sevin kills anything, 
although it can be safe if used 
, properly.” 

Wild, a certified arborist, has his 
crew use Sevin. His licensed and in¬ 
sured service claims to drastically 
inhibit the infestation with a single 
spraying. 

"Mainly we use Sevin, we feel it's 
the safest," said Wild. "The results of 
BT cannot be guaranteed," he added. 
"But it is a good product for 
homeowners self-use, and should be 
sprayed on a weekly basis.” 

The town’s Department of Public- 
Works is into spraying in a big way, 
having covered almost 100 acres and 
the town trees with BT the last couple 
of years. 

“I would say we’re planning to go 
out spraying this spring," predicted 
Rocky Farriana of the Forestry Dept. 

"The big thing with spraying is 
timing," concluded Barile. “Last year 
it was early, but usually local 
spraying starts in the first or second 
week of May.” 

And the reason for this regularity 
is the Gypsy Moth's yearlong life 
cycle. It all begins with the egg stage, 
where up to 100 egg masses, con¬ 
taining up to 1000 individual eggs, can 
be found on a single tree. 

Then in spring, come the infamous 
caterpillars whose sole interest is to 
eat as much soft green tissue, leaves 
that is, as they can. 

“It’s those creepy, crawly 
caterpillars that people can't stand,” 
commented Wild contorting his fuce 
in affected squeamishness. "An adult

Alternative Sentencing Is Not Helping Town 


Most Of The Crimes 
Committed In Town Do Not 
Qualify For The Program

The town streets are not any cleaner 
and the public employee’s workload has 
not substantially decreased in the 
eighteen months since Winchester joined 
the statewide alternative sentencing 
program. 

It's not because the town has not 
welcomed this opportunity for free 
community service while simultaneously 
helping vandals learn from their 
misdeeds by working oil sentences for 
minor crimes. 

In fact, every town employee who is 
even remotely involved with alternative 
sentencing calls it one of the best ideas to 
hit Winchester in quite some time. 

But the alternative sentences can only 
he levied for certain crimes. And most 
ol the crimes committed in town do not 
qualify. Therein lies the crux of the 
problem. 

"The punishment has to suit the 
crime.” explained Winchester Police Lt 
Andrew Crawford. "You just can't put 
everyone on it 


Under alternative sentencing, fines, 
probation, jail sentences and criminal 
records can be traded in for work - if the 
crimes are first offenses involving 
property damage and similar 
misdemeanors. 

But in Winchester, this type of minor 
crime is committed rarely. Since the 
program's implementation, only a half- 
dozen people have been eligible. 

The town does have a large number of 
arrests for public drinking, possession of 
marijuana, and very minor property 
damages. But these transgressions are 
not serious enough to merit a work week 

"It's not worth the effort to the town to 
make up a one-day job and go through all 
the paperwork and supervision for such a 
small number of hours for one person." 
Crawford said. "The work detail should 
be at least 25 hours worth And the 
punishment has to fit the crime. We can’t 
give someone 30 hours of work for public 
drinking." 

But alternative sentencing also ap¬ 
plies to these smaller offenses. 


If a person is convicted of a minor 
offense punishable by a $50 to $100 fines, 
the offender can not work off his sentence 
but he may donate the money to a 
charitable cause instead of paying the 
court. 

So although the town has not gained 
free labor under alternative sentencing, 
a good deal of money has been donated to 
charitable causes. 

Crawford said he has sent quite a bit 
of money to various town organizations 
such as the Jenks Senior Center, the 
Explorers Post, the High School 
Scholarship fund and the Winchester 
Garden Club to name a few. 


Whenever possible, Crawford said lie 
tries to pick a charity that fits the crime. 
For example, if someone is charged with 
public drinking. Crawford arranges for 
the fine to go to an alcohol prevention 
program. 

Whether an offender works off a 
sentence or donates money to a charity, 
the main point is that there is no criminal 
record. 

This is the advantage alternative 
sentencing holds for first offenders. It 
gives them a second chance. 

"A lot of young fellows don't stop and 
think before they damage property or 
drink in public," Crawford stressed. 


"They don't realize what a hindrance a 
criminal record can be when they go to 
look for a job or want to join the service. 
At least it we can give them a break once 
and they are faced with all the court 
drama, then they realize what they have 
done and it 's still not too late 

"Not only does it make defendants 
realize the cost of their crimes, but when 
they know they have to work it off and 
they see the labor, it makes them think 
twice the next time," he continued. "We 
generally find that the majority of kids 
who are given this option don't come 
back." 

Alternative sentencing is not designed 
for second offenders. 

"It doesn't seem to bother someone 
with a record to add something else to 
it." Crawford noted “When we give a 
first offender a choice, he is told that this 
is a one-time shot and the next time it’ll 
be a criminal offense." 

The Selectmen unanimously adopted 
alternative sentencing in Feb of 1980 
alter Selectman Wade Welch based a 


large portion of his election campaign on 
this issue. 

"Everybody was happy and we 
waited for the program to work," Welch 
said. "But nothing happened.” 

"We haven't had someone participate 
in the program since last school 
vacation," said Rick White, assistant to 
the Town Manager and liaison between 
the court and the DPW work details. 
"The alternative sentencing program 
just hasn’t worked out the way we had 
anticipated. And believe me we have 
enough tasks to assign." 

If the town could take advantage of 
alternative sentencing, it could be a 
solution to an array of problems ranging 
from post Drop. 2.5 cutbacks in town 
employees to vandalism. 

II a crime is committed against the 
town, such as defacing public property, 
or creating a mess in a public area, the 
town manager’s office would coordinate 
a work week with the DPW, who would

Bucking The Prop. 2.5 Trend 

WHS Adds New Computers 


By Keith McAllister 

At Winchester High, they’ve found at 
least one way to out-fox Proposition 2.5- 
and it's all done with computers. 

At a time when most schools are 
cutting hack on classes, new.equipment 
and teachers. Winchester High School’s 
Business Department is adding new 
classes, buying equipment, and hiring 
teachers. 


The Business Department received a 
federal vocational education grant of 
$12,945 this summer to expand the 
present microcomputer system and start 
a Word Processing Program. 


"The important thing is that we will 
have word processing, which will be used 
n • , ’tarial and clerical classes," 
emphasized Helen Nagle, Coordinator of 
business education at WHS and in charge 
of the grant. 


The new processing equipment, 
already an invaluable system for any 
business relying on printed com¬ 
munication, improves on the school’s 
present Apple computer with its 
enhanced memory capability and facility 
to make internal corrections (which 
enable the system to do all printouts 
without errors). 

This ability to deliver error free 
printouts constitutes a quantum leap in 
terms of the usefulness of such computer 
equipment, a leap tilth Nagle hopes to 
make with $3,45(1 and some thrifty 
shopping. 


"If we were to go to IBM or Wang, it 
would cost $6,000," Nagle explained, 
referring to the dual-disk drive, word 
processing software and matrix printer 
that she plans to buy and hook up to the 
two Commodore terminals presently 


owned by the School Committee. 

"It took a lot of shopping to find out 
where we could do this cheaply," Nagle 
said, feigning a look of exhaustion. 

Another anomaly in this era of Prop 
2.5 is that her shopping list also includes 
a teacher to be salaried with the 
remaining $9,495. 

In addition to the new equipment and 
classes, Nagle is setting up a business 
skills lab which has been allocated a 
permanent instructor for the year-long 
duration of the grant 

"We’re looking for one person to be 
both a business teacher and a computer 
skills specialist," she said. 

“Most of the people I’ve talked to have 
both qualifications," Nagle continued, 
mentioning that most of the people 
contacted had already worked in short¬ 
term grant programs, and many were 
seeking work after being hit with Prop. 
2.5. 

An affluent town such as Winchester 
normally wouldn't receive such 
generosity from Uncle Sam, but these 
days the Slate Department of Education 
must choose between schoolboards who 
all look a little undernourished, ac¬ 
cording to Nagle. 

“I'm not an authority, but up to this 
time we probably wouldn’t have gotten 
this grant," she surmised. "But the 
eligibility laws have changed.” 

Clearly this is not time to look a gift 
horse in the mouth, and Nagle is 
chomping at the bit to get everything 
rolling. 

“I can’t wait to get things going,” she 
beamed. “The kids are thrilled.” 

And the kids may not be the only ones 
excited about the new equipment. 

"We hope to put in an adult education 


class on word processing skills," Nagle 
said. "I’ve heard there have been many 
interested calls.” 

Nagle's ultimate goal is to install a 
course to replace the Personal Typing 
elective (a Prop. 2.5 casualty) that would 
be geared more toward computer 
keyboarding. 

"I'm working very hard to convince 
people to put in a keyboarding course for 
all students,” Nagle said. 

“I think this course is important 
because of how essential these courses 
skills are today for virtually any 
profession," she continued. "My hope is 
for people to contact the School Board in 
support of such courses.'

The State Ethics Commission today 
charged that Rocco J. Antonelli Sr., 
I reasurer of Middlesex County, violated 
the conflict of interest law, M.G.L. 
( hapter 268A. The Commission's 
allegations relate to his deposit and in¬ 
vestment of County funds in banks where 
his private businesses held or were 
seeking loans. 

According to the Order, Antonelli is 
charged with violating Section 3 of 
l hapter 268A by seeking, receiving or 
accepting the favorable actions of these 
banks for or because of his official acts as 
County Treasurer. 

The Order states that while 
I reasurer, Mr. Antonelli, of Winchester, 
has maintained part ownership of the 
following businesses: Urban Equity 
Development Company (UEDC); R.J. 
Antonelli and Company Inc.; Bartlett 
Manor Nursing Home Inc,; and 
Buchanan Nursing Home Inc. The 
( ommission’s charges concern banking 
transactions between these firms and 
hanks where Middlesex County funds 
were invested or deposited. 

The Commission's Order outlines a 
series of transactions involving Capitol 
Bank and Trust Company of Boston, 
Coolidge Bank and Trust Company of 
Watertown, and U.S. Trust Company of 


Braintree. The Order alleges that these 
banks awarded, extended and renewed 
substantial loans to Antonelli’s 
businesses for or because of Antonelli's 
decisions to invest or deposit Countv 
money with them. 

The Order also alleges that Antonelli 
attempted unsuccessfully to secure 
favorable treatment on a loan from 
Suffolk-Franklin Bank by offering to 
deposit County funds in that bank. The 
Commission charges that by seeking to 
obtain a private benefit for or because of 
official actions in this instance, Antonelli 
also violated Section 3. 

The Commission's Order also cites 
violations of the Standards of Conduct for 
public employees set out in Section 23 of 
Chapter 268A. The Commission charges 
that Antonelli’s actions to secure 
favorable and unwarranted treatment 
for his businesses by using his 
discretionary authority as County 
Treasurer violated Section 23 (d). 

These same actions also gave a basis 
for the impression that hanks which 
made loans or other concessions to his 
private businesses could “improperly 
influence him or unduly enjoy his favor in 
the performance of his official duties" as 
Treasurer, in violation of Section 23 (e). 

The Commission's Order initiates 
formal adjudicatory proceedings, in¬ 
cluding a public hearing, into Antonelli’s 
alleged violations of the conflict statute. 
The Commission authorized the issuance 
of the Order after conducting a 
Preliminary Inquiry into the matter. 

By the Rules of the Commission, 
Antonelli has twenty-one days to file a 
Formal Answer to these charges. Orders 
to Show Cause and all documents filed in 
the Commission's adjudicatory 
proceedings are public records.

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Changes In Social Security Affect Everyone 


• •• 


Recent legislation made a number of 
changes in Social Security and Medicare 
benefits In general, the changes are 
designed to strengthen the financial 
status of the program by trimming 
certain unearned and unintended 
benefits that are not related to the 
original purpose of the Social Security 
and Medicare programs. 

Changes in student benefits 
The new law will gradually phase out 
benefits to students attending college or 
other post-secondary schools. Under the 
old law, unmarried full-time students 
could get payments until they reached 22 
if a parent who had worked long enough 
under Social Security retired, became 
disabled, or died. Since student benefits 
were first paid in 1965, other student aid 
programs have become available. 
Benefits will continue if you were 
entitled to a check for August 19B1 and 
you are a full-time student 18-22 at a 
college or other approved post-secondary 
school before May 1982. Benefits can be 
paid until you finish school, reach 22, 
marry or through April 1985, whichever 
comes first. 

However, benefits will be reduced by 
2.. percent each year starling with the 
Sept. 1982 check idue Oct. 3,1982) until 
they are completely eliminated for 


months after April 1985. Also, starting in 
1982, no benefits can be paid for May, 
dune, duly, and Aug., and you will not be 
eligible for any cost-of-living increases. 

If you first become entitled to benefits 
for Sept. 1981 or later and are a full-time 
student at a college or other post¬ 
secondary school, payments can be made 
for months you attend school full time 
only through July 1982. 

If you are attending high school or 
elementary school, your payments can 
also continue through July 1982. After 
that time, payments generally cannot be 
made for months in school terms after 
you reach 19 even if you attend school full 
time. 

Minimum benefit eliminated 

As a result of the new law, the benefits 
payable to a worker and his or her 
dependents or survivors will be based 
solely on the worker's average earnings 
covered under Social Security, regar¬ 
dless of the level of those earnings. Under 
the old law, the benefit amount could not 
fall below a certain floor specified in the 
law, no matter how low a person’s 
average earnings were. This floor, or 
minimum benefit, has been removed by 
the new law. 

Most people will not be affected by 
this change.

Medical insurance deductible 

Starting in 1982, the annual deductible 
for the medical insurance part of 
Medicare is $75, instead of $60 as under 


the old law. This means that after you 
have $75 in approved charges for doctor 
bills or other covered expenses in 1982, 
medical insurance will pay 80 percent of 
approved charges for the remainder of 
the year. 

Limit on disability benefits 

Under the old law, disabled workers 
under 62 could not receive combined 
Social Security and workers' com¬ 
pensation payments totaling more than 
80 percent of their average wages before 
they became disabled. The offset applied 
to benefits to the workers and their 
families.. 

The new law raises the age at which 
the offset no longer applies from age 62 to 
age 65. And, in addition to workers’ 
compensation payments, the offset will 
apply lo certain other public disability 
benefits provided by Federal, State and 
local programs. 

The offset will not apply to private 
disability payments, Veterans 
Administration disability payments, or 
payments based on need or on work 
covered by Social Security.

Parent’s benefits end sooner 

Under the old law, benefits were paid 
to a mother or father caring for a child 
receiving benefits as the dependent of a 
retired, disabled, or deceased worker 
until the child reached 18. 

Under the new law, the parent’s 
payments will stop when the child turns 
16 unless the child is disabled. Benefits to 
the child will continue until he or she 
reaches 18. The new law is effective Sept. 
1981 for people who first become entitled 
to mother’s or father’s benefits after 
Aug. 1981. 

Parents who were getting benefits in 
Aug. 1981 or before because they were 
caring for a child under 18 will continue 
to get benefits until the child reaches 18 
or through August 1983, whichever comes 
first. 

Benefits start first full month 

The new law allows payment of Social 
Security retirement benefits to a worker 
and his or her spouse only for months in 
which all conditions of eligibility are met 
for the entire month. 

Generally, this means that benefits 
for a person who applies at age 62 will 
first be paid for the month after the 
month the person reaches 62. Only when 
a person reaches age 62 on the first day of 
a month can benefits be paid for that 
month. 

Under the old law, a benefit could be 
paid for the month a person reached 62, 
even if he or she reached 62 near the end 
of the month. 

The provision does not affect survivor 
benefits. 

The new law is effective for workers 
and spouses who become 62 after Aug. 
1981.

Under the old law, the age at which 
the annual earnings test no longer ap¬ 
plies was scheduled to be lowered to age 
70 in 1982. The new law delays the ef-

Under the old law, if there was no 
spouse who was living with the worker at 
the time of death, the lump-sum payment 
could be paid to whoever paid the burial 
expenses or to the funeral home. 

.Medical insurance enrollment changed 

The new law repeals the 1980 change 
which provided for year-round open 
enrollment in the medical insurance part 
of Medicare which helps pay for doctor 
bills and many other services and sup¬ 
plies not covered by hospital insurance. 

This means that if you do not sign up 
for medical insurance when you first 
have the opportunity or if you drop the 
coverage, you can enroll only during the 
first 3 months of the year. 

Hospital insurance cost sharing based on 
current year’s deductible 

When Medicare beneficiaries require 
more than 60 days of hospital care or 
more than 20 days of care in a skilled 
nursing facility in a benefit period, the 
must pay a portion of the daily cost of 
their care. 

Under the old law, the amounts of cost 
sharing were based on the hospital in¬ 
surance deductible in effect when the 
benefit period started even if the care 
was received after a new deductible 
became effective. 

Under the new law, the Medicare 
beneficiary will be responsible for the 
current year’s per-day amounts even if 
his or her benefit period has not ended. 

This means that if you start a benefit 
period in 1981 and need more than 60 days 
of hospital care or more than 20 days of 
skilled nursing facility care any part of 
which is received in 1982, the per-day 
amounts effective for 1982 will be based 
on the 1982 hospital insurance deductible. 
Medical insurance "carryover rule" 
eliminated 

Under the old law, any covered 
medical insurance expenses you had in 
the last 3 months of a year that could be 
counted toward your annual deductible 
for that year could also be counted 
toward your deductible for the next year. 
This “carryover" rule has been 
eliminated.

Social Security benefits to students 18- 
22 attending colleges and other post¬ 
secondary schools will be sharply cur¬ 
tailed under a recently enacted law. 

First, children who become eligible 
for Social Security benefits after July 
1982 will not receive post-secondary 
school students benefits. 

Second, post-secondary school 
students who first become eligible for 
benefits in the period September 1981 - 
July 1982 will only receive benefits 
through July 1982 (one month for some 
students). 

Finally students currently receiving 
benefits (or child beneficiaries who begin 
(heir college or post-secondary education 
before May 1982) will rece’ive limited 
students benefits. 

Benefit rates for students who are 
eligible for continuing benefits will be 


frozen at the July 1981 level. Fur¬ 
thermore, these rates will be reduced 25 
percent each year starting with August 
1982, and benefits cannot be paid to 
students during May, June, July or 
August starting in 1982. As a result, no 
further student benefits will be paid after 
April 1985. 


Beginning August 1982, elementary 
and secondary school students can 
receive benefits as under the old law. 
except that no benefits can be paid for 
months in school terms after a child 
reaches 19. Benefits to children who are 
not students will end at 18 as before.

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Seniors Must Act 


You really can't say the 
condominium developers in town 
are stealing land away from 
senior housing projects. 

Granted, anyone who wants 
senior housing in this town 
should worry that the recent 
boom in condominium 
development could shut off most 
of the available land in town to 
such projects. 

But saying the condo 
developers are at fault is just 
shifting the responsibility for

getting senior housing from 
those who want it to those who 
have no reason to want it. 

The condo developers are 
simply doing their job. There is 
vacant land in town, and there is 
a market for condominiums - 
units in the yet-unfinished 
Wedgewood Place project are 
already being sold. 

And the only way senior 
housing is going to be built in¬ 
stead is if those who want the 
housing beat the condo 
developers to the punch. 

A developer isn't going to 
come into a town to build senior 
housing just because there is a 
• feeling" that the town could use 
more senior housing. 

Developers are basically 
conservative, and they won't 
spend their cash building 
something unless they are 
assured that the town is eager 


and ready to accept it, and won't 
stand in the way of a well- 
conceived proposal. 

Condos were not even built in 
Winchester until the town's 
Alternate School Use Com¬ 
mittee, by steering the 
Washington School condo plan 
through Town Meeting and the 
Board of Appeals' review 
process, showed the builders 
that Winchester would work to 
bring in condos. 

Senior housing, on the other 
hand, hasn't received much 
practical public support since 
Winchester House was turned 
down by the Planning Board two 
years ago. 

Six months ago, Constance 
Williams suggested that land 
behind Swenson’s Carpentry on 
Main st. be used for senior 
housing. Since then, no one has 
pushed the proposal, or even 
given it more than a cursory 
glance. And no one has come up 
with an alternative either. 

That kind of eager embrace of 
senior housing isn't likely to 
reassure developers, put off by 
the failure of Winchester House, 
that this is the town to spend 
money in building an elderly 
housing project. 

In a few weeks, construction 
should begin on the Noonan 
School elderly housing project. If 
that project turns out suc¬ 
cessfully, it could serve as a lure 
to future developers. 

But someone must step 
forward to reel them in.

Richard Warrington was hired on 
February 4. 1980 as Superintendent of 
Water and Sewer Division of the Public 
Works Department. I have information 
that he has been absent the Iasi two 
weeks and being paid under provisions of 
the compensatory time program ... a 
total of eighty hours (two weeks). 

Where taxpayers money is involved I 
believe the following questions are in 
order and it is my intention with the help 
of other taxpayers, to pursue this matter 
to a full and satisfactory conclusion. 
Your answers should be precise and it is 
not my intention to carry on a dialogue 
with you as was the case with Lauri 
Hanes. 

1. Who authorized this time off? 

2. Who keeps a record of his com¬ 
pensatory time? 

3. Is this time recorded with the 
Comptrollers office? if not, Why not? 

4. How many credit hours does 
Warrington have for the past year? 

5. What was his vacation time (dates, 
please)? 

6. How much time did he take off when 
his wife had their baby? 

7. Was this compensatory time? 

8. Why does he lock up his office when 
he is away these long periods? (Thus 
depriving other employees of access to 
records of importance.’ 

9. Why is he allowed to take a town- 


owned vehicle home for these periods of 
inactivity? (When it could be used by 
other employees for official business). 

10. Is his time logged? if not, why not? 
(please give daily record). 

11. When he attends Selectmen’s 
meetings (or Town Meetings etc.) does 
he consider this to be compensatory 
time? 

For convenience sake (his), he was 
absent from his work on the Sunset Road 
and North Gateway projects. These 
were, of course, problem projects. Was 
this just a coincidence? 

His cost figures of various jobs are so 
elementary it now becomes a serious 
matter and should no longer be tolerated. 

The feuding that goes on in this 
department is a result of the extensive 
on-the-job experience of the present 
employees of the Water and Sewer 
department (many of whom have in 
excess of twenty years experience) 
versus, the inexperience of Richard 
Warrington. This is a very unhealthy and 
serious matter that will only be resolved 
by the removal of Warrington from this 
position. He is like a small dog in the tall 
grass . . . He .is lost in the field. His ap¬ 
pointment to this position was politically 
brought about by a member of another 
town board. 

A most recent feud between 
Warrington (of the no-experience) and 
Joe Marrone (of some twenty years 
experience). The "King-Fish" 
(Warrington) finally suspending Joe 
Marrone for two weeks . . . simply 
because he knew too much about the job. 
Warrington soon rescinded that order on 
the advice of others in the department.

On returning from vacation, I read 
with considerable interest your article 
and your editorial in the July 30 issue 
about the hearing before Mr. Bonsall of 
the DPU on the Selectmen’s request for 
fair treatment of Winchester business, 
churches, and the Town itself, by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. It was a long and difficult 
hearing for a reporter to follow and you 
did an excellent job. 

However, for the record, it should be 
noted that I did not appear as counsel for 
the Town nor for the Chamber, but only 
as a member of the Chamber and 
coordinator of the presentations by 
Winchester businessmen and the 
representatives of other communities 

It is because I was not appearing as 
counsel that Mr. Bonsall questioned my 
right to interrogate Mr. Browne of the 
Telephone Company. "Cross- 
examination” is usually allowed only to a 
legal representative of a petitioner and, 
like Dr. Selwyn, I was only a volunteer. 

What the future will bring we do not 
know. It may be that the most effective 
way for Winchester and the nine 
similarly situated communities to 
present their case is to hire experts who 
can document in terms no one can 
misunderstand the illogical position of 
the Telephone Company and can cross- 
examine company witnesses at length, so 
that a complete factual record can be 
laid before the Department of Public 
Utilities, the courts and the legislature.

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Winchester Housing Survey 

Twenty-Five Percent Want To Change Their Housing. Fifty Percent 
Want Single-Family Homes. Only Twenty Percent Desire Condominiums. 


The survey of housing needs 
in Winchester undertaken in 
January and February 1981 
gives information that will be 
helpful in planning for the 
growth of housing in the Town. 
As Winchester agencies and 
residents become familiar with 
these results, they will be better 
able to plan housing to meet 
these needs and preferences. 

A questionnaire was mailed 
to every third household on each 
street in the Town, a total of 2,298 
households. Replies were 
received from 1,279 households, 
or 56 percent of the households 
that received the questionnaire. 
This response is high, as a 10 
percent return is considered 
good. The response was lowest in 
Precinct 8, where the conversion 
of the more than 300 Parkview 
apartments to condominiums 
probably affected the returns. 
(For the percent of replies in 
each Precinct, see Table 1.) 

The survey was sponsored by 
Winchester's Board of Select¬ 
men, Housing Authority, 
Planning Board, Council on 
Aging, high school Departments 
of Social Studies and of Business 
Education and Data Processing 
and League of Women Voters. 

Do Winchester households want 
a change in their housing? 

Of the 1,279 households that 
answered the questionnaire, two- 
thirds indicated they do not want 
a change in their housing, 
slightly over a fourth said they 
do want a change, and five 
percent did not answer the 
question about a change. About 
15 percent of Winchester 


households would like smaller 
houses or apartments and 13 
percent would like larger 
housing facilities. Five percent 
of the households said they would 
like to move out of Winchester, 
seven percent want to be nearer 
Winchester Center and three 
percent want to be futher from 
Winchester Center. (See Table 2, 
questions 4 (a), (b), (c), and 

(d).) 

What kinds of housing do Win¬ 
chester households want? 

About a fifth of the households 
that answered the questionnaire 
said that they or their children or 
other relatives would like to 
move in the next fire years to 
another housing arrangement in 
Winchester. Several households 
expressed interest in more than 
one housing arrangement. 

Of the housing arrangements 
desired, almost half are single¬ 
family houses, about a fifth are 
condominiums, and over a third 
are apartments. 

Condominiums and apart¬ 
ments in buildings with five or 
more apartments are more 
popular than apartments in two 
family houses or apartments in 
buildings with three or four 
apartments. There is substantial 
interest in ‘ 'a small apartment in 
a large single-family house,” 
even though this is a new concept 
in Winchester and is not now 
allowed by the zoning bylaw. 
(The percent of households 
expressing interest in each type 
of housing is shown on Table 2, 
question 4(e).) 

Assuming the households that 
replied to the questionnaire are 


representative of all households 
of Winchester, we may estimate 
that about 1,400 Winchester 
households or their children or 
other relatives, want to move in 
the next five years, and are 
interested in the following types 
of housing arrangements in 
Winchester: 825 single-family 
houses, 340 condominiums, 275 
apartments in buildings with five 
or more apartments, 210 “small 
apartments in single-family 
houses," 140 apartments in two- 
family houses, and 70 apart¬ 
ments in buildings with three or 
four apartments. 

Do Winchester households want 
housing that is subsidized by 
government? 

Over a fifth of the households 
answering the questionnaire said 
that if they were eligible for 
housing that is subsidized by the 
government, they would like 
such housing to be available in 
Winchester. Almost all of these 
households would like both 
housing that is already existing 
and receives a subsidy and a 
housing unit in a new develop¬ 
ment. (See Table 2, question 5.) 

Some of the households that 
responded affirmatively to this 
question would not in fact be 
eligible. An estimate of the 
number of households eligible 
for government subsidized 
housing was made by analyzing 
the replies by income group, size 
of household, and age of 
residents. This analysis suggests 
there are about 400 households 
with one or two elderly persons 
and 300 families living in Win¬ 
chester that are eligible for 


government subsidized housing, 
in addition to the older persons 
now living the state-aided 
housing for the elderly. 

Do owners of single-family 
houses want the Winchester 
zoning bylaw changed to allow 
the development of a small 
apartment in the house? 

The questionnaire asked if 
people living in single-family 
houses would like the zoning 
bylaw changed so that they 
would be allowed to develop a 
small apartment in the house. 
Half of the households answered 
“no,” about a third said “yes” 
and 17 percent did not reply to 
this question. (See Table 2, 
question 6.) 

Do older people want a residence 
for older people with special 
services? 

Almost a a fifth of the 
households answering the 
questionnaire said they would 
like to have a room or an 
apartment in a residence with 
special services for older people. 
(See Table 2, question 7.) 

Would households be willing to 
have a new type of housing in 
their neighborhoods? 

The survey asked if 
households would “accept” or 
“oppose” in their neighborhoods 
a small “accessory apartment" 
in a house that is now a single¬ 
family house. Of the 1,279 
households that returned the 
questionnaire, 61 percent said 
they would “accept” this 
arrangement, 28 percent said 
they would “oppose,” and 11 
percent did not answer this 
question. (See Table 2, question 8 


Over half of the households 
answering the questionnaire also 
said they would “accept” in their 
neighborhoods, housing that 
provided special services for 
older people. Sixteen percent did 
not reply to this question, 55 
percent said they would “ac¬ 
cept’’ and 29 percent said they 
would “oppose.” (See Table 2, 
questions (d).) 

In reply to the questions about 
residences with three or more 
apartments in a building, over 
half of the households said they 
would “oppose” such 
arrangements in their neigh¬ 
borhoods. (See Table 2, 
questions 8(b) and 8(c).) 

Characteristics of households 

About 80 percent of 
households answering the 
questionnaire live in single¬ 
family houses that they own. 
(Table2, question3 (a).) 

Two thirds of the households 
have incomes of $25,000 or more 
per year. A fourth have $50,000 or 
more per year. Eleven percent of 
the households have less than 
$15,000 per year. (Table 2, 
question 10.) About half spend 
between $500 and $1,000 per 
month for housing expenses. 
(Table 2, question 9.) 

Twelve pei'cent of the 
households are single persons, 68 
percent have two to four persons, 
and 19 percent have five or more 
persons; one percent did not 
answer this question. (Tabje 2, 
question l.) 

Over a third of Winchetfter 
households have lived in Win¬ 


chester for 25 years or more, and 
almost a fourth have been here 
for less than five years. (Table 2, 
question 2.) 

About 11 percent of Win¬ 
chester residents are 65 years of 
age or over and another 12 
percent are between 55 and 64 
years. Twenty-six percent are 
under 18 years of age and 51 
percent are between 18 and 54 
years of age. (Table 2, question 
1 .) 

Comparison of characteristics of 
households in different income 
groups 

Households with incomes of 
less than $15,000 per year differ 
from higher-income groups in 
several important charac¬ 
teristics: 

The lower-income households 
have lived In Winchester longer. 
Sixty-four percent have lived in 
Winchester 25 years or more, 
while’ only 23 percent of the 
households with incomes of 
$25,000 or more have lived here 
as long. 

The lower-income households 
have older residents. Over half 
are 55 years or over, while only 
16 percent of the residents in 
households with $25,000 per year 
are as old. 

The lower-income households 
are smaller. Only 11 percent 
have four or more persons, while 
of the households with $25,000 or 
more about half have four or 
more persons. 

A lower proportion of the 
lower-incorhe households own 
single-family houses than do the 
higher-income households.

Seven cases of ‘ highly probable" 
glaucoma findings were reported at the 
annual Glaucoma Screening Clinic held 
recently at the Jenks Senior Center under 
the joint sponsorship of the Winchester 
Rotary Club and the Senior Center.

REDUCING WATER HEATING COSTS 


Did you ever wonder 
how much it cost you to 
heat your water? One 
simple way is to check 
your fuel bills during the 
summer months. More 
than you thought — 
right? Here are some 
tips to get that cost 
down. 

Run your dishwasher 
and clothes washer only 
with lull loads. Putting 
each through a full cycle 
for a partial load is cost¬ 
ly because you still pay 
for virtually full-load 
power. 

Set the water-heater 
thermostat to the lowest 
temperature of hot 
water needed. This is 
usually the hottest fau¬ 
cet water your hands 
can tolerate. Too high a 
setting means excessive 
fuel consumption, and 
extra cold water is 
needed from the faucet 


to cool it down. The 
water heater ordinarily 
can be set at 140 de-’ 
grees. Experiment a 
little to get It to the low¬ 
est hot wa.;r tempera¬ 
ture that is satistactory. 

Insulate long runs ot 
hot water piping from 
the water heater. This 
usually can be done at 
the basement ceiling 
where such piping is 
exposed.

medical and social facilities 

Almost a fifth of those answering the 
survey aaid they would like such 
congregate housing. 

Another solution, she said, would be to 
build more two-family homes in town — 
creating smaller, more affordable 
housing units but keeping the “single¬ 
family" look 

Finally, Williams concluded, “we 
need more apartments, and we need 
them in the center.” Seven percent of 
those who answered said they would like 
to move closer to the downtown. 

One of the ways the league feels it can 
add to the apartment stock in town is by 
building accessory apartments, small 
apartments in single-family homes. The 
league has submitted an article to Town 
Meeting which would allow those type of 
apartments in Winchester 

The survey results do not clearly show 
whether such a concept would be ac¬ 
cepted in town. 

Two-thirds of those who answered 
said they would not want a law to allow 
them to build an accessory apartment in 
their home. But, 61 percent said they 
would allow such a by-law, so others

could build such an apartment. 

The league will need a two-thirds vote 
at Town Meeting to get the by-law 
passed. 

If the law is passed, and the apart¬ 
ments are built, three percent of those 
who answered said they would move into 
an accessory apartment. 

Yet the league isn't expecting ac¬ 
cessory apartments, or apartment 
buildings, or congregate housing alone to 
solve the housing shortage. 

"I think the survey shows that we 
want to move to do something about 
housing in Winchester, that there should 
be some recognition of the problem," 
said Muggia. 

"Accessory apartments will fill some 
of the need, congregate housing will fill 
another part," she continued. 

“The important thing isn't that any 
one solution will solve the problem. The 
important thing is that something like 
accessory apartments will help someone 
who can't afford, or doesn’t want to live 
in the house they have now."

Serratore said he would check into the 
story, and discuss the matter with 
selectmen this week. 

The Building Dept.’s Arthur 
Gallagher said he had checked with 
Jerry Reego, arid had been told the 
trucks were hauling mail for the post 
office, and had to set off around the clock 
to accommodate the 20-loading-door 
Woburn Postal Annex. 

"I suggested that at certain hours, the 
trucks go down Cross st. rather than up 
Holton si. said Gallagher. “But Mr. 
Serratore will really have to make any 
decision on what to do." 

Until the decision is made, the neigh¬ 
bors will just have to put up with the 
trucking. 

Some don't really mind the trucks. 
One Baldwin st. resident noted that he 
wasn’t bothered by the trucks and added 
Reego was a good Cross st. neighbor. 
Another, Lorraine Malloy of Baldwin st. 
said "It's no more bother to me than any 
other trucking in the area. 

“Of course, I work nights," she added. 
"My daughter has spoken to them on 
occasion, and they seemed to have toned 
things down then." 

But there are residents who feel the 
Semple trucks- are just an added 
nuisance on lop of the area’s trucking 
woes. 

“Usually, we can hear the trucks from 
Holton st., but this is worse — maybe 
because it's only the cabs,” said Joan 
Tartarini, who lives at the corner of 
Cross and Holton sts. 

"It's a very loud noise in the middle of 
the night," she said. "We can hear them 
coming up Cross st., zooming along. It's 
especially bad since we live on the cor¬ 
ner, and hear them stopping and shifting 
and starting as they come around.”

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Get Out The Checkbooks 

Estimated Tax Bills To Be Sent 
Out Within The Next Two Weeks 


By DAVE LEECH 

Gel out your checkbooks. 

Thanks to a new state law, Winchester 
can send out estimated tax bills without 
waiting for the town's revaluation to be 
completed. 

The bills, which will be for 50 percent 
of last year’s tax bill, should be ready to 
go in the mail within the next two weeks, 
according to town officials. 

Once the bills are in the mail, tax¬ 
payers will have 30 days to pay. And 
although they are only estimated bills, 
those who don't pay on time will have to 
pay a very real penalty — 14 percent 
interest. 

According to town tax collector Carol 
Thomas, the law allowing estimated tax 
bills came just in time. 


'll we didn't have this law. the town 
would have had a large problem we 
would have had to borrow money," said 
Thomas. 

Because the town is undergoing 
revaluation, assessments, and therefore 
tax bills, were not ready by Oct 1, when 
the actual tax hills usually go out. 

Without normal tax revenues coming 
in. the town could have been pul in the 
position of borrowing money to pay the 
town’s bills. Comptroller Al Faggiano 
has estimated that the interest on such a 
loan could reach $ 100 , 000 . 

The whole purpose of the new law was 
to save towns that expense, Thomas 
explained. 

"In the guidelines they sent me on the 
new law, it says that the law is 


'necessary to avoid a serious cash flow 
problems in the Commonwealth’s cities 
and towns'," said Thomas. 

The Board of Selectmen have already 
tried one solution to the late tax-bill 
problems asking residents to pay their 
taxes voluntarily. 

Thomas said that although some 
residents had come forward and paid 
voluntarily, the amount collected was 
only a tiny portion of what would usually 
be collected. 

So far, she said, $198,000 had come 
into the town's coffers. In a normal 
October, the town would have collected 
$7 million 

"Wo have had voluntary payments," 
she said. "But it's hard to tell how much 
we would have collected bv Nov. 1 (when 


the bills are usually due). A lot of people 
are used to paying on Nov 1, and they 
may this year. 

“But the big advantage of the new law 
is that it is enforcable,” she continued. 
"If they don't pay in 30 days, there is a 14 
percent interest penalty, and that makes 
a big difference." 

If residents have already paid 
voluntarily, Thomas said, the amount 
will be deducted from the estimated lax 
bill — “Otherwise we'll get Itti) phone 
calls the day the hills go out," she added 
Thomas said she hoped those bills 
would go out within two weeks 

That would mean the first estimated 
bills would not be due until mid 
December. But Thomas believes most 
people will pay their taxes before then 
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"People who Have owned a home in 
town for 20 years have the dates Nov. 1 
and May I (when the taxes are usually 
due) embedded in their brains,” said 
Thomas. "I think we may find that 
people will pay on Nov. 1 like they usually 
do." 

The date the estimated bills go out 
depends on how soon the town can get the 
estimated tax bill forms from the prin¬ 
ters, according lo Data Processing 
Manager Margaret Granfield 

Once the forms come in, Granfield’s 
department is set to begin turning the tax 
hills out. The programs allowing the 
computer to print out each individual tax 
bill were prepared months ago, she said. 


“There is still a lot of work to be 
done," she said. “Once the bills are 
printed, they have to be sorted, 
separated and stuffed into envelopes. 

“But if the forms come in from the 
printers this week, we'll be ready to have 
them out by the middle of next week," 
she added. 

One computer headache has been 
solved by the estimated tax bills. Last 
month, Granfield told the Board of 
Selectmen that the town's computer 
could not handle the actual tax bills this

Fuel Assistance Helps Winchester Families 


Program Will Assist 
250 Local Families 


By WILLIAM COHAN 

By mid-October Winchester families 
can already feel the chilling bite in the 
New England autumn air. The message 
in the wind for most is that winter's long 
freeze will soon begin. But for almost 200 
low to middle income families here, there 
is another message: the desperate six- 
month struggle to stay warm without 
going broke is also about to begin. 

To aid those families in their battle, 
the federal and state governments have 
allocated funds for the last six years to 
insure that the neediest Americans will 
have the financial assistance necessary 
lo meet their spiralling fuel bills. Under 
the Fuel Assistance Program. $1.1! billion 
in federal funds will be available this 
winter to heat the homes of the poor 
nationwide; more than $92 million has 
been budgeted for citizens of 
Massachusetts. This aid will pay to heat 
homes (whether by oil, gas, or elec¬ 
tricity) but will not pay for other utilities 
(e.g. electricity and hot water). 

Low-to-moderate income families in 
Winchester must make an appointment 
at the Jenks Center to receive fuel 
assistance this winter. 

Anyone interested in the program 
should apply soon, according to Robert 
Carey, an administrator of Tri-City 
Community Action Program (Tri-CAP) 
in Malden, the agency responsible for the 
assistance program here. 


“This year funding for social 
programs is tight everywhere," said 
Carey., “Those who wait for fuel-aid 
might find that the funding has run out." 

Carey emphasized that those families 
qualifying for the aid will keep warm this 
winter. 

Tri-CAP began accepting applications 
for fuel assistance yesterday at the Jenks 
Senior Center. Volunteers from Tri-CAP 
will assist applicants in completing the 
necessary forms twice a week 
throughout the winter, on Wednesdays 
and Fridays only, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Appointments will be scheduled during 
these two days only each week and must 
he made in advance by telephoning the 
Jenks Center. 

Residents unable to travel lo the 
Jenks Center should call Tri-CAP in 
Malden and a member of their staff will 
come to the home to assist in completing 
the application. 

Qualification for the Fuel Assistance 
Program depends solely on a family’s 
size and gross income (see chart). The 
award, again depending upon family size 
and income, varies from $325. to $750. for 
the period from October I. 1981 to 
February 28, 1982. 

Of the $92 million budgeted for the 
Fuel Assistance Program in 
Massachusetts, Tri-CAP will receive 
$3,737,025 for disbursement to the seven 
towns it administers, according to

Maureen Hynes, Director of Com¬ 
munication for the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development. Tri-CAP 
also serves the towns of Everett, Malden, 
Medford, Melrose, Stoneham and 
Woburn. 

The program can meet only about 
one-half of the average family’s needs 
during a given winter, according to 
Howard E. Chase, Jr.. Director of 
Veterans Services. Carey and several 


local oil dealers advised families to keep 
in close contact with their oil dealers and 
to pay outstanding debts on a regular 
basis to insure delivery after the 
assistance ends. 

The application form is quite detailed 
and requests specific information such as 
total income and account numbers with 
oil dealers or with gas or electric com-

The Human Side: Pain, 


Frustration

Federal and state programs of every 
stripe arc most often described in in¬ 
comprehensible terms of millions of 
dollars and a bureaucratic language that 
impersonalizes the most personal of 
programs. 

But down at the street level, down 
where the programs meet the people, it’s 
a story of human beings helping one 
another, frustrating one another and 
trying to get along. 

The same is true of the federal fuel 
assistance program : millions of dollars, 
hundreds of "applicants," dozens of 
suppliers, and countless bureaucrats. 

Here, though, in a brief account, is the 
human side of the fuel assistance 
program in Winchester: 


The Recipients 


“Naturally I would rather not hr on 
the program. I would like to he 
buying our fuel oil myself. But for 
the sake of my daughters — we 
couldn't freeze. 

Louis, 55 
East Winchester 

Louis, 55, had an unexpected heart 
attack in 1973, forcing him to retire from 
Ins well salaried job as an engineer. 
Before the attack, Louis and his wife

lived with their children in a nice house 
on the west side of town. 

“Life was great in those days," said 
Louis (whose name has been changed to 
protect his privacy). "We had everything 
we wanted; two cars, a big house, a 
beach home. We didn't live here on the 
east side. Oh no, we lived on the west side 
of Winchester. II was real nice. " 

An intensely sensitive man, he 
radiated a sense of pride as he told me 
how it used to be. Now he sat, regular 
coffee at arm’s length, at his small kit¬ 
chen table in his duplex in East Win¬ 
chester. Faintly tlie aged plastic radio 
purred Stan Kenton's best. Aside from 
the bright sunlight sneaking in a small 
window, a slightly cracked yellow 
lampshade hid the single bulb in the 
room. 

“My wife died Rest November,” he 
said, literally holding back the tears. "I 
haven’t been able to do much since. I 
haven't felt right. I've been lo the doctor 
and he gives me pills to make me forget 
the pain. I can’t." 

"You know she died in my arms,” he 
continued. “It was last November, the 
day after my oldest son’s birthday.” 

He still wears the scar of her death. 
His lean figure gasps for the strength to 
continue the story. 

By his own admission, he had little 
time to think about heating his home last

Cross St. Site; Neighbors Sleep

It wasn’t because of rain or snow, 
butthe mail trucks that have been 
keeping Cross si, residents awake nights 
are gone. 

Last week, The Star reported that 
residents were up in arms over noise 
from trucks coming and going from the 
Reego Construction Co. property at 151 
Cross st 

The neighborhood residents com¬ 
plained that the tractor-trailer cabs 
parked at the Reego property were 
roaring down Cross st. and up Holton st. 
constantly - at breakfast, during supper, 
and at 2:30a.m. 

The cabs, owned by Semple Trucking 
Co. of S. Boston, were traveling to 
Woburn Middlesex Essex Postal Annex, 
where they hooked onto trailers filled 
with mail bound for Springfield. 

The 20-bay postal annex runs around 
the cloek and so did the trucks - until 
Friday. 

Building Inspector Domenic 
Serratore said that when he checked into 
the trucking problems on Monday, he 
was told the trucks hud gone for good. 

Serratore was looking into the 
problem because the Board of Selectmen 
asked the Building Department for an 
answer lo a letter received from the 
Holton st Study Committee, complaining 
about the trucking. 


Serratore said he telephoned the 
Woburn Ice Co., the firm which was 
renting part of the Reego property to 
store the trucks. 

Woburn Ice was not only responsible 
for storing the trucks, it was actually 
running the mail-moving operation, 
according to Richard Mirabile of Semple 
Trucking. 

“We’re only a truck leasing comp- 
nay," he explained. "We just lease the 
trucks to Woburn Ice, and they do what 
they want with them - which in this case 
is carrying mail for the Woburn Post 
Office,” he said. 

When Serratore called Woburn Ice 
Monday morning, he was told the trucks 
had already left for good 

“I talked to the owner’s wife, and she 


told me the trucks had left," said 
Serratore. “It wasn’t anything I did, they 
had already gone by the lime I called.” 

Woburn Ice refused to comment when 
contacted by The Star. “I’m not going to 
talk to you," said the woman who an¬ 
swered the telephone. 

Neighbors of the Reego Construction 
Co. confirmed that the trucks had indeed 
left. Ruth Peterson, who lives across the 
street from Reego at 159 Cross st., said 
the trucks hud been gone since Friday. 

Neighbors of the Reego Construction

Engrave Property Now 


Now is the time for residents to 
engrave identification numbers on all 
personal property as part of the Win¬ 
chester Crime Watch Operation Iden¬ 
tification program. 

"With the holidays coming up this 
would be an opportune time for people to 
engrave their valuables," said Win¬ 
chester Crime Prevention Officer Kevin 
Mawn. "II really helps us to identify 
stolen property if it has been engraved." 

Through Operation Identification,

residents can borrow electric engraving 
pens to inscribe identification numbers 
on their property. The pens and warning 
stickers may be taken out of the library 
with proof of residency. 

Operation Identification is part of the 
Winchester Crime Watch program. A 
statewide crime prevention program, 
Crime Watch is designed to teach citizens 


how to protect their property and 
themselves from abuse and loss. 

"With the holidays coming up, 
housebreaks will increase," Mawn 
warned. "It would be good for the people 
to get their property engraved before 
that." 

Winchester had 22 housebreaks and 
six attempts in the month of September 
alone. Mawn attributed that high in¬ 
cidence to the large number of vacant 
houses in town around Labor Day and 
last fling summer vacations. 

“Houses will be vacant while people 
are Christmas shopping and vacationing 
soon," he said. “And who wants to have 
to start getting involved with all the 
hassles that accompany a housebreak 
during Christmas time?" 

Operation Identification was in¬ 
troduced in Winchester in the early 
1970’s. Since then, there has been a large 
turn-over in residents so Mawn coor¬ 
dinated a townwide engraving cam- 
paingn early this summer. 

The Winchester Jaycees donated 12 
engraving tools for the operation and 
Library Acting Director Martha Ladd 
arranged to have residents borrow the 
pens from the library. 

The Winchester Lodge of Elks 
donated Operation Identification stickers 
from the Massachusetts Crime 
Prevention Bureau. These stickers are 
placed on all inscribed property to warn 
and hopefully deter criminals. Stickers 
may also be obtained at the library. 

Thirty to forty families took ad¬ 
vantage of the early summer engraving, 
and Mawn said he hopes to activate the 
enthusiasm once again. 

“So far, we’ve been lucky that the 
houses with stickers haven’t been broken 
into," he said. “Not that it’s just because 
of the stickers and the whole program— 
but it does help.”

Normal and abnormal growth and 
behavior for children in the 5 to 8 year old 
range was the subject of discussion Oct. 7 
when Dr. Earton Robertson, 
pediatrician, and Dr. Michael Marcus, 
child psychiatrist, addressed parents and 
grandparents attending the opening 
session of Parenting Workshop. The 
workshop is sponsored by Winchester 
Hospital. 

Appetites, according to Dr Robert¬ 
son, vary with the child, but usually 
children have small appetites for a good 
diet until they reach age 12. “I do not 
consider soft drinks and junk food good 
appetites,” he added. 

He continued his talk with a 
discussion of coordination and motor 
skills, and the concept of letterality or the 
ability to know which way letters go. "A 
child knows that a pen is a pen regardless 
of which way it points, hut he also feels 
that an R is correct even if printed back¬ 
wards." 

Separation from the family when a 
child enters school is the biggest trauma 
a child and his parents face during the 5 
to 8 year range, according to Dr. Marcus 
who added, “Parents as well as kids have 
to learn that they aren't the best kids 
ever seen in the world.” He stated that 
“school phobia", which causes children 
to'seek any means to escape attending 


school, "is a real emergency in a child, 
and it has to be treated quickly." 

Stressing that "It’s not just what 
parents do that make children what they 
are," Dr. Marcus added "much of it is 
genetic makeup.” He classified children 
as “difficult”, "easy" and “slow-to- 
warm up." He added "the activity level 
tells you what kind of child you have."

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Gubernatorial Candidates Come To Winchester 


O’Neill Promises To 
End Civil Service

You've not lo hit (he road if you want 
to he governor, and last week Lt Gov. 
Thomas O’Neill was in Nelson's Bakery, 
talking to Winchester residents and 
asking for their votes. 

One ol these prospective voters was 
cabdriver Richard Terzian, who grew up 
with O'Neill m a working-class N. 
Cambridge neighborhood. 

‘Proposition 2.5 didn't make any 
difference in this town, they just kicked 
up the as :■•. ssinenl on my house," Ter- 
ziau. a Johnson rd. resident who drives 
for Hob's 'Inxi, told O'Neill 

You go to other states like Penn¬ 
sylvania, and the people are paying 
almost nothing in property taxes,” 
Terzian continued. "Here, the taxes are 
outrageous. It's got to stop somewhere. 
Prop. 2 5 didn’t do it — we re going to 
need something stronger.” 

As Terzian left, promising to pul 
O'Neill bumper stickers on his cab, 
O'Neill observed, "That's exactly what I 
was talking about. 

"He knows something’s wrong with 
state government, even if he can't ar¬ 
ticulate what it is," O'Neill continued 
"And I want to take on what he’s 
challenging " 

O'Neill noted that his last two bosses, 
Michael Dukakis and Edward King, rode 
to iclorv on promises to streamline 
government and cut taxes. Yet, he said, 
Dukakis increased state government by 
iiiiiti people, and King added another .'iooo 
to the public payroll. 


"The people heard the promises, and 
elected these men, and then didn't see the 
promises fulfilled,” O’Neill said. "So in 
1980, they went to the polls and said, 
'we ll give you the government of our 
choice, and that choice is called 2.5.” 

"If the representatives of the people 
don't heed that choice, next time the 
voters will go to the polls and in 
something that will really limit govern¬ 
ment,” he concluded. 

In other words, O'Neill is trying to 
ride the same “Let’s cut state govern¬ 
ment” bandwagon that brought King and 
Dukakis to the governor’s seat. 

But the difference, O'Neill said, is that 
he is trying to do it with a 1980s program. 

"Dukakis was a 1965 standard liberal, 
and King was a 1965 standard con¬ 
servative, neither of which is germaine 
to the politics of today,” O'Neill said. 
"The government we're going to give the 
state is going to run with the times. 
Sometimes it will be liberal, sometimes 
conservative, but it will run.” 

“O'Neill said he has two main 
programs to cut state government and 
improve the tax position of the state’s 
homeowners. 

First, he said, he is calling for a freeze 
on residential property taxes for as long 
as it person owns his own home. 

"Property taxes are the most- 
regressive form of taxation," O'Neill 
said. "We've got to come up with a 
progressive, positive tax, rather than 
relying totally on property taxes.” 

O’Neill said he will reveal his new tax 
plan within the next month, noting that 
lie expected a "thorough, honest 
discussion of taxes” with his opponents. 

However, he did say one of the 
elements of the plan would be an increase 
in local aid from the state level. 

O’Neill noted that this year, when 
communities needed additional local aid 
lo cope with 2.5, King gave them nothing; 
but "fiscal abracadabra." 

"The Governor said that the message 
of Prop. 2.5 wasn’t for me, it was for the 
cities and towns,” said O’Neill. "But the 
message was for everybody involved in 
government in this state.” 

To increase local aid without new 
taxes, O'Neill will have to cut btjck on 
state government. And lo that*end, 
O’Neill is proposing to eliminate — not 
reform — the state’s civil service 
system. 

“Our civil service system today dates 
back to Chester Arthur — it’s really a 
19th Century tool for dealing with the 
patronage problems of those days," 
O’Neill said. 

But now, in the 20th century, he 
continued, "the civil service has become 
nothing more than an institutionalized 
spoils system.” 


"They don’t take tests anymore — 
they’ve gotten around that by hiring 
temporaries and provisionals, (who are 
not required to take the test),” O'Neill 
said. “People in civil service don’t move 
up on merit, how well they do their job, 
they move up because they've been there 
the longest. 

"It is in the best interests of the 
Commonwealth to abolish the civil 
service, and replace it with a system of 
merit hiring and collective bargaining,” 
O’Neill concluded. 

"Right now," O'Neill continued, 
"people in the civil service don’t take 
tests to see if they’re qualified for their 
job, and they don't move up on merit, on 
the basis that they deserve the job. 
Rather than paying attention to the move 
for a better government, they are just 
paying lip service to it.” 

O’Neill noted that in addition to the 
need for a more streamlined, efficient 
government, the state was crying for two 
improvments — more housing and better 
education. 

“Public education in this state is on 
the brink of failure when there are kids 
graduating from high school that have 
less than ninth grade reading, writing 
and mathematical skills,” he said. 

O’Neill said that he would institute 
state-wide competency tests, “so we 
don't just move kids from class lo class 
and grade to grade." 

The commonwealth is also in need of 
more housing, O’Neill said, since the 
sharply rising housing market, which has 
increased the median cost of a home in 
Massachusetts by $55,(XK) in the last 10 
years, has pul the house a home out of the 
reach of many. 

"Of course, without running for 
President or the chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Bank, there's not much you can 
do about the high mortgage rates," 
O’Neill noted. “But there are things the 
state's leadership can do to relieve the 
housing shortage." 

For example, O'Neill is proposing lo 
support programs which allow young 
couples to build their own homes. He 
notes that a small program in Greenfield, 
which teaches couples construction 
techniques, had been successful in 
getting those couples into homes. 

Another possibility lor easing the 
housing shortage, O'Neill said, was to 
take older, deteriorated buildings in the 
cities, and turn them over to young 
couples, neighborhood groups, or tenants 
organizations for rehabilitation. 

"Self-help programs such as those are 
the way to bring more housing on the 
market without a big expense to the 
government," O’Neill said. 



Mike Dukakis

Mike Dukakis is not going to make the 
same mistake (hat cost him the 1978 
'gubernatorial nomination. Dukakis, far 
ahead in all the polls in ’78, chose not to 
campaign against opponent Edward 
King, and lost the Democratic 
nomination to the future governor. 

This time around, Dukakis is starting 
early, with a round of candidate’s 
receptions that brought him to Win¬ 
chester last week 

But if Dukakis' campaign will differ 
from his last, his administration won’t. 
Dukakis is promising a return to the 
management-minded administration he 
ran for four years. 

The former governor explained his 
plans for a second administration to 
about 85 people Thursday night at a 
"Meet the Candidate" night put on by the 
local Dukakis committee, headed up by 
Barbara Miliaras of Mt. Pleasant st. 

The crowd of supporters packed 
themselves into the living room in the Mt. 
Pleasant st. home of Sydelle Pittas to 
quiz their favorite. 

Dukakis said he felt the hardest task 
facing the state government is coping 
with Prop. 2.5. 

“Dealing with property tax relief is 
the most important issue facing our 
elected officials,” Dukakis said. "We 
must bring the tax burden down without 
■affecting services."

local communities, by sending part of the 
state’s tax revenues back to the cities 
and towns. 

"The state should provide the cities 
and towns with a fair share of the 
revenues,” Dukakis said, noting that the 
state's tax revenues rose by 10 percent 
every year. 

“Forty percent of the gross increase 
in taxes should go to the cities and 
towns," he said. "In working through 2.5, 
aid is crucial. The cities and towns are 
entitled to a percentage of the state's 
taxes." 

Dukakis said the state could easily 
afford to give more money to the cities 
and towns — if waste in state government 
is cut out. 

"The state obviously can’t afford to 
help the cities and towns with the MBTA 
hemorrhaging dollars and state em¬ 
ployment increasing by 3000 employees 
under Gov. King," he continued. “We 
must manage state government com¬ 
petently and efficiently — we can and we 
must." 

Dukakis had a few ideas for im¬ 
proving the management of state 
government. For one, he would revive 
the Governor’s Management Task Force, 
a group which Dukakis said saved Slot) 
million a year under his administration. 

As for the MBTA, Dukakis said “there 
is a great deal that can be done to make 
the T more efficient and effective.” 


The key to improving the T, and state 
government, Dukakis said, is to attract 
"competent management profes¬ 
sionals.” 

"I was successful in attracting that 
kind of talent (during his administration) 
— we proved we had the ability to 
manage state government," Dukakis 
said. "1 am viewed as tight with public 
dollars." 

Dukakis denied opponent Thomas 
O'Neill’s claim that Dukakis added 5000 
new employees to the state payroll 
during his administration. And he 
pointed out several areas where his 
"good management" policies had im¬ 
proved the state and its government. 

The u lemplnyment rate when he left 
the governors's ofiice in 1978 was 4.3 
percent, the lowest it has been since then. 
Dukakis noted. 

Crime in the state was down 20 per¬ 
cent in four years, after Dukakis 
established a policy of cooperation 
between state, federal and local law 
enforcement officials, he continued. 

Auto theft dropped 40 percent, and 
homicides in Boston went down dropped 
by half, the ex-governor said. 

"It doesn't come down to my being a 
liberal or a conservative,” said Dukakis 
"It’s just that there is a right way and 
wrong way to run state government. We 
want to do it the right way."

Equality Begins In Town

It was a modest beginning for 
the Kqual Opportunity Com- 
mittee Tuesday night. 

Only six members attended 
the first meeting the only way 
to rail it a quorum was to say the 
six were a quorum of the 10 
appointed members and forget 
about the five spots not yet filled. 

Hut if the ideas coming out of 
tin modest beginning grow, the 
Kqual Opportunity Committee 
u ill become a clear voice in the 
town. 

The six committee members 
present at the meeting, Paul 
itahmeier, Barbara Haddad, 
Lee IJehnke Robyn Gittleman, 
Mary l’ronski and Selectman 
. lolin Williams, faced a for¬ 
midable task. 

They were a committee with 
no money and no specific task, 


except an all-encompassing 
Town Meeting resolution. 

It calls for the committee to 
assist develop, assist, or initiate 
policies and programs to 
"assure equal opportunity for all 
citizens” of the town regardless 
of race, sex, religion, national 
origin, age and special needs.” 

As one neophyte committee 
member said, "That means we 
can do about anything.” 

But after an hour of probing 
the committee had settled on 
some definite plans to make 
Winchester a more open com¬ 
munity. 

Lee Behnke, the Winchester 
school’s first multi-cultural 
specialist, came prepared with a 
list of suggestions, and others 
soon caught on. 

Ideas began pouring out. Like 


a post office box, an ear to 
anyone who felt discriminated 
against.

It's funny what triggers a 
memory. Going through some 
clothes last week. I came upon a 
small pair of white cotton gloves.

Chief Warns Wood Burning Stoves Can Be Dangerous 


EDITOR OK THE STAR: 

Heating with wood is the original way 
to keep warm. Today modern, high 
quality wood stoves can be efficient, 
comfortable and economical. 

Itut wood stoves can also be hazar¬ 
dous. They can cause a fire or explosion 
if they are improperly installed and used 
or if they are not kept in a safe condition. 
For example; ceiling or walls may 
overheat if the stove is too close, too 
much wood in a stove may burn out of 
control or falling sparks may burn your 
floor. Creosote build-up may lead to a 
chimney fire. Sparks or flames escaping 
from a faulty chimney may ignite walls. 
If you decide to install a wood burning 
stove start by choosing a safe stove. 
Make sure it is an approved unit by a 
recognized national testing laboratory. 
He sure you have a safe chimney. Have 
an expert check it carefully. Kemember 
to apply for a permit from the Building 
Department as one is required. If you are 
planning on installing the stove yourself 
make sure you follow the manufacturer’s 
instructions. 

The installation of a wood burning 
stove requires proper clearance from 
combustibles such as walls, floors etc. 


All this information is available to you 
from your Fire Department or Building 
Department. 

When the stove has been installed call 
the Fire Department or Building 
Department for an inspection 

When you are ready to use your new 
stove you should only burn seasoned 
wood as dry wood gives more heat and 
less creosote will form in the chimney 
liner. 


People who have a wood stove should 
keep it in good condition. Inspect and 
clean your stove regularly for safe and 
efficient operation. Clean the chimney 
regularly at least once a year to help 
prevent chimney tires. If you should have 
a chimney fire close the dampers on the 
stove and' call the Fire Department 
before try ing to put out the fire yourself.

The McCord Winn plant on 
Washington st. may have the 
most diverse staff of efficiency 
experts in the greater Boston 
Metropolitan area. 

Not one department of ex¬ 
perts, not even an in¬ 
terdepartmental team of dif¬ 
ferent professionals — but 
workers at every level of em¬ 
ployment are efficiency experts 
directly involved in 
management decisions which 
range from policy formulation to 
day-to-day plant operations. 

When it comes to 
management, there are no 
limiting social boundaries at 
McCord Winn. Everyone has a 
chance to run the show. 

Rather than managers 
issuing directives to workers, 
policy decisions are a 
cooperative effort betw’een all 
employees. 

According to employees and 
employers at McCord Winn, a 
division of Ex-Cell-O Cor¬ 
poration, working conditions 
have been improved and com¬ 
pany costs minimized through a 
management idea borrowed 
from Japan — quality circles 
management. 

Four volunteer employee 
participation teams (a term they 
prefer to quality circles) sit 
down for an hour each week on 
company time to identify, 
analyze and solve problems. 
Areas of concern range from 
employee morale to the 
elimination of waste of materials 
used to manufacture the in¬ 
tricate automotive parts McCord 
Winn produces. 

Though quite prevalent in 
Japan, quality circles 
management has only recently 
become a corporation buzzword 
in the United States. And it’s fast 
becoming popular. 

“Quality circles management 
is what has turned Japanese 
products from junk to one of the 
highest quality products in the 
world,” said McCord Winn 
President A1 Vanderbilt. “I think 
this idea will be the center of the 
third business revolution. 

“After all,” he continued, 
"Who knows better about what 
goes on in the daily operation of 
the plant than the people in¬ 
volved themselves? ” 

Therein lies the secret of the 
success of quality circles 
management. 

“The people who have the 
problems are the ones who are 
solving them,” pointed out 
Barbara Altione of Olive st., a 
member of the "Hot Stuff” team 
in the plant's molding dept. “The 
people feel they have a say and 
there is more communication 
between labor and management. 

“It (quality circles) boosts 
morale more,” she continued. 
"It’s much better than having an 
outsider come in and say, ‘You 
have trouble and this is the way 
you’re going to solve it.’” 

“Only the actual worker can 
tell what Is happening on his or

her piece of equipment’’’ agreed 
Ken Freeman, the facilitator for 
the employee participation 
teams at McCord Winn. 
"Sometimes a supervisor is busy 
and doesn't have the time to look 
at everybody’s problems and 
sometimes people don't listen 
and the problem just sits there. 
Now we sit down as a group and 
solve the problems and get 
answers.” 

Since the program’s inception 
last May, McCord Winn em¬ 
ployees boast of ac¬ 
complishments ranging from 
cutting company costs to cleaner 
work areas. 

The motor dept, second shift 
team called “Sure Cure" 
designed an information curd 
which will accompany a set 
number of machine armature 
parts throughout the 10 stations 
in the department. The card will 
list each station operation the 
parts have been through so 
workers can pinpoint the stations 
where they are losing or fouling 
up parts. The cards will be tested 
for efficiency next week. 

In the press and stamping 
dept, the “Heavy Hitters” are 
working on a project to clean up 
and organize their work area. 
They have come up with a list of 
new equipment and policy 
changes they feel will make the 
dept, more organized. These 
suggestions will be presented to 
top management in November 
for final approval. 

The “Ex-Cell-0 Raters," the 
team for the motor dept, day 


shift, solved a problem which 
has plagued the company for 
quite some time. 

Motor room employees 
complained that most of the 
green powder used to insulate an 
armature part wound up on the 
floor and was thrown out. 

They devised a way to re-use 
the powder by taking it from a 
filter bag and experimenting 
with various percentages of old 
and new powder until they found 
a mix that worked. 

“We’re saving money 
through their efforts already,” 
said Freeman proudly. "This 
savings will run into thousands 
of dollars. It was something that 
was just sitting there while 
everyone was hoping the 
problem would go away." 

Displaying a tee shirt with 
Ex-Cell-O Raters boldly printed 
across the chest, repair 
technician Tim McDowell said, 
"We get more satisfaction this 
way — by narrowing down the 
problems ourselves and solving 
them." 

Mary Ann Bieren, another 
Ex-Cell-O Rater said she did not 
mind volunteering her time and 
energy to solve a problem which 
did not benefit the workers in¬ 
dividually, but saved the com¬ 
pany money. 

“If we save the company 
money now maybe when we 
want something later which will 
personally benefit us, 
management will see our point,” 
she suggested. 

In addition to solving com¬ 


pany problems, the quality 
circles approach has brought 
management and workers closer 
together. 

“I joined it to learn more 
about the company itself,” 
Bieren said. “I found out a lot 
about management. Now I’m 
more conscientious about the 
things around me here.” 

"This is the first time 
management offered 

cooperation,” said molding 
machine operator Pamela 
Costello. “Before it was them 
against us. Now they cooperate a 
lot and it seems to be working 
very well.” 

Ex-Cell-O Rater Kathy Nett 
said she liked the feeling of 
equality that underscored the 
quality circles management 
approach. 

"We pick out problems and 
try to solve them together,” she 
said. “Everyone in the group has 
a say and no one is better than 
anyone else. We all offer ideas.” 

“We talk about anything they 
want,” confirmed Ex-Cell-O 
Rater group leader and 
department supervisor Jim 
Logan. “We meet every Wed¬ 
nesday at 10:30 and sit around a 
conference table. We talk about 
weird things too and generally 
have a good time. They (em¬ 
ployees) get a chance to yell at 
me and convince me to listen to 
them. 

“It's a good hour,” he con¬ 
tinued. “It runs into work time 
but it's worth it.” 

Molding dept, employees said 


their team participation was 
definitely worth the effort for 
them as it cleared up a lot of 
conflict within the dept. 

The “Hot Stuff” team solved 
a scheduling and machine 
rotation problem which team 
members said was destroying 
the morale of the molding dept, 
and creating tension between 
workers. 

The machines in that dept, 
must remain turned on all day 
and breaks arranged ac¬ 
cordingly. Employees said many 
arguments ensued over 
scheduling for lunch, breaks and 
machine rotations. Workers 
were complaining of fatigue 
from working on the same 
machine all the time. 

Now, a bold-lettered chart 
hangs on the wall In the molding 
area with a well-planned 
schedule of breaks, time off and 
machine use outlined. 

“The group has helped us a 
lot down here,” Costello said. 
"We don’t fight anymore. We 
know what machine we're on in 
the morning and we don't have to 
wait around to be assigned to it.” 

Freeman said the ac¬ 
complishments of the “Hot 
Stuff” team perfectly illustrated 
the necessity and success of 
team participation. 

“It (scheduling) was very 
important to them," Freeman 
noted. “No one paid much at¬ 
tention to the problem but now a 
schedule Is up and people agree

to it. It's difficult to put a 
monetary value on this success 
but everybody is happy all 
around and that's what counts." 


Employees who are not team 
participants are just as en¬ 
thusiastic about the team’s 
success as the members. 


"They needed somebody to 
solve the problems down here," 
said Carol Gibson, a molding 
room employee who does not 
belong to a team. "If you don't 
sit around and talk about 
problems, how will anyone know 
there are any? " 

Top management’s support of 
the team participation groups is 
partly credited for the success of 
the program. 

"They've supported us 


tremendously and given us 
anything we've asked from them 
money, information and 
bought articles for our projects," 
Bieren said. 

Freeman agreed that support 
from management was essential 
to the project’s success. Having 
just returned from a national 
conference addressing quality 
circles management, Freeman 
said many of the companies who 
had unsuccessfully tried quality 
circles management attributed 
the failure to a lack of visible 
interest on the part of top 
management. 

"This has to be fully backed 
by top management,” Freemen 
stressed. "Top management 
must remain visible and con¬ 
tinue to stay that way or else 


everyone else will slack off." 

Vanderbilt said that while he 
goes to the meetings he tries not 
to overdue his involvements. 


"I try to stay out of it as much 
as possible because I believe the 
presence of the boss has a 
damping effect on enthusiasm," 
he admitted. 

McCord Winn first looked into 
quality circles management two 
and one half years ago after 
consulting several firms on how 
to improve their plant operation. 

"It became very obvious to us 
that the biggest underutilized 
resource we have is all the 
people who work on the jobs at 
the plant," Vanderbilt said. "We 
don't know all their skills and 
what they can really do. 


"We want to see people 
develop and recognize skills that 
were perhaps not recognized 
before," he emphasized. "We 
have a tremendous number of 
people who come in and do their 
normal jobs and do (hem well, 
but they have undiscovered 
skills lying inside of them which 
don’t get a chance to get ex¬ 
posed." 

Freeman had more volun¬ 
teers than his first four eight- 
member employee participation 
groups could handle so he plans 
to form four more in December. 

"The employee participation 
teams are leading us," Van¬ 
derbilt boasted. "I started it and 
now I’m barassrd to admit that 
I’m struggling to keep up with 
them."

panies. If the applicant has all the in¬ 
formation, the forms can be completed at 
this meeting. 

Tri-CAP demands that interested 
residents be able to verify their income 
for a period of not more than a year and 
not less than 90 days. 

The necessary information can be 
presented in one of three ways: 1) a 
signed and dated letter from an employer 
(on company letterhead) indicating 
earnings for the last 90 days to 12 mon¬ 
ths; 2) the last 13 consecutive pay stubs; 
3) a signed and dated letter from Social 
Security, Welfare or Unemployment 
indicating the amount of benefits for the 
last 90 days to 12 months. 

It is to the benefit of the applicant to 
arrive at the Jenks Center with this 
required information, Carey said. He 
believes that if the above requirements 
are followed, approval could come as 


soon as two weeks after the initial 
meeting at Jenks. 

After an applicant is approved, the 
client's oil dealer or gas or electric 
company is notified. The approved client 
can receive fuel assistance only after he 
or she contacts Tri-CAP and requests the 
aid. 

For those heating with oil. clients 
should be at home the day the oil dealer's 
truck arrives The only way for the 
dealer to receive payment is the client’s 
signature on a voucher verifying delivery 
of the oil. 

All payments are handled by Tri-CAP 
and not by the Jenks Center, other town 
offices, or by the clients themselves. Oil 
dealers request that, like their other 
customers, fuel assistance clients order 
heating oil in large quantities 150-250 
gallons at a lime. 

Tri-CAP will pay any heating bills of 


an accepted client dating from October 1, 
1981. No reimbursements will be made if 
a client pays a bill for heating after 
October I. 

Those individuals ex|>eriencing an 
emergency energy need should call the 
Jenks Center immediately. Both Carey 
and Shelly Ober, Jenks Center Program 
Administrator, promised that 
emergency situations would be solved 
immediately. 

Inter-City CAP of Revere, the 
organization which handled the fuel 
assistance program last year, ran into 
difficulties because of late allocations 
from the state and federal governments. 
In many cases, oil dealers had to wait 
until July or later to receive payment. 

Nonetheless, more than 180 Win¬ 
chester families received a total of 
$94,500 in fuel assistance last year. 

Tri-CAP anticipates serving more 
than 250 families this year. While Carey

admitted that Tri-CAP is still waiting for 
the legislature to appropriate this year’s 
funding, he said the organization has run 
this program successfully for six years in 
towns neighboring Winchester. And 
Hynes said she believes the funding will 
be appropriated this week. 

Neicei Degen, a member of the 
Malden Council on Aging and an ad¬ 
ministrator of the Fuel Assistance 
Program, worked with Tri-CAP last year 
and said they will serve Winchester well. 

“Given the constraints the legislature 
made on the program last year (late 
funding) they did a good job in a difficult 
situation," Gegen said. "Everyone who 
needed fuel assistance last year received 
it." 

Tri-CAP is accepting applications two 
months earlier than CAP-IC did and 
Carey believes the organization should 
be well prepared to handle the peak 
demand when the cold weather begins.

Hospital Meeting Reveals That 
Kidney Cures Never Refused 


No person in the United States is 
refused treatment for kidney failure 
today, it was pointed out by Dr. Charles 
Bernard Carpenter to the Fall meeting of 
the Friends of Winchester Hospital on 
Thursday, Oct. 15th, at the home of Mrs. 
Thomas Craig. 

Principal funding for this treatment 
comes from Social Security and other 
insurance systems. 

Dr. Carpenter, of Brigham's and 
Women’s hospital and Harvard Medical 
School, spoke on the current status of 
kidney transplants. He described ad¬ 
vances made in the treatment of kidney 
failures and transplants from the early 
crude dialysis machine, developed in 
Holland in the late 1940s and made from 
spare parts and cellophane sausage 
casings to the present day sophisticated - 
equipment. And that it was a short 25 
years ago that the first kidney tran¬ 
splants were performed almost 
simultaneously in Boston and Paris. 


It is estimated that five thousand 
transplants are performed each year in 
the United States of which eighty percent 
are successful. And ten to twelve 
thousand new patients are on dialysis 
each year. 

He spoke of the tremendous advances 
made in research and the use of drugs in 
treatment of patients and the great need 
for organ donors and funding to continue 
this vital work. He also pointed out that 
the long time goal is to have no tran¬ 
splantations at all. 

A lively question and answer period 
followed. Coffee was served by Judy 
O'Connor and her committee. 

Mrs. Nancy Hunter, Friends 
President, cited volunteers Mrs. Barbara 
Miller of Winchester, and Mrs. Marian 
Cragin of Reading, for their many hours 
of service to the Hospital. Mrs. Miller for 
2,801 hours at the information desk and 
Mrs. Cragin for 12,236 hours as a 
messenger and in Central Service.

Antarctic Adventure Trip Recorded 


A set of cassette tapes describing a 
Winchester resident's adventures in the 
Antarctic has recently been donated to 
the Winchester Public Library. The 
narration on the cassettes is by 
Stevenson Corey, a resident of Win¬ 
chester for 57 years, who tells of his 
experiences as a member of Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd's second expedition to 
Antarctica in 1933-35. 

Becoming a member of the expedition 
was not easy, according to Corey, but 
finally his efforts were successful and he 
was chosen as the Supply Officer, sailing 
from Boston in October 1933. 

While in Antarctica he was selected to 
be a member of a four man sledging 
party to visit un-explored Marie Byrd 
Land and the regions beyond. Vast new 
areas of the continent were discovered 
and photographed. 

Corey has taped his experiences at the 
request of the Director of the Center for 
Poiar and Scientific Archives at the 


National Archives in Washington. He was 
asked to include the period in his life 
before and after the expedition in order 
to give a picture of the ‘whole man’. 

Many of the stories he relates have 
never been put into print, so a valuable 
record of an important story of ad¬ 
venture and explora'ion is now available 
at the library.

fall, because loo much information had to 
go on the face of the bills. 

The state Department of Revenue is 
requiring communities undergoing 
revaluation to include information on tax 
rates, assessments and tax 
classifications on the face of each bill. 

The town computer, according to 
Granfield, is incapable of printing all 
that information because programming 
space is nonexistant. 

But since the estimated tax bills will 
only contain the amount owed, that 
problem is avoided, Granfield said. In 
fact, the tax bills cannot even show a 
property value under the estimated tax 
bill legislation. 

The estimated tax bills will be the only 
ones sent out this fall — they effectively 
take the place of the usual October tax 
bill. 

Like the October bill, the estimated 
hills will contain any charges for bet¬ 
terments or water use, according to 
Thomas. 

Once the town's revaluation is 
completed and the real value of 
everyone's property is known, the tax 
collector's office will check the estimated 
bills against what a home-owner should 
have paid under (he revaluation. . 

If the fall tax bill would have differed 
from the estimated (ax hill, the dif-

ference will be made up on the spring 
hill. So if the estimated bill was too high, 
homeowners will get a credit toward the 
spring bill. And the reverse holds true if 
the estimated bill was loo low. 

But Thomas said straightening out the 
spring bills will be a piece of cake 
compared to getting (he fall bills out. 

“By spring, the assessments will be 
completed, we'll know what everybody 
owes," she said. “The second half bills 
will probably be out in February.”

Bounces 

Back

The Sachems' captains were deter¬ 
mined to put their football team back on 
the winning track with a victory over 
Wakefield Friday night. 

On the defensive side, tri-captain Paul 
Manganaro came up with two sacks and 
an interception. He contributed 
something to the offense too, as he took 
his interception in for the Sachems’ final 
touchdown. 

But the real offensive show came 
from halfback Steve Costello, who ran for 
172 yards on 14 carries, and scored two 
touchdowns — one on an awe-inspiring 76 
yard gallop, the other on a 50 yard sprint. 

Costello even pitched in on defense, 
coming up with two interceptions — one 
of which set up his first touchdown. 

And by the time they turned the lights 
off at the Wakefield gridiron, the two 
captains had captained the Sachems to a 
20-0 win. “The captains knew we hud 
to set an example, we had to play twice 
as good as anybody else,” said Costello 
after the game. "Coming off the loss (to 
Belmont last week) we had to be up. 

“We learned that lesson last year 
when we lost the first game of the year, 
and then lost the next one,” he added. 

The two captains did more than set an 
example. They inspired the rest of the 
Sachems. Punter Chris Cahill was 
booming kicks all over the stadium — his 
average was over 40 yards a punt — and 
he had an interception to boot. 

Tackle Tom Porell played a superb 
game, getting inside the Wakefield line 
on nearly every play, and making a block 
in the second quarter that sprung 
Costello for his 76-yard touchdown run. 

And the rest of the Sachem squad 
played their hearts out. It wasn’t a text¬ 
book perfect game — the Sachems 
fumbled four times and committed nine 
penalties for 65 yards — but it was a 
spirited one. 

"The kids really killed themselves out 
there," said coach Manny Marshall. 
"Sometimes 1 think we’re almost too 
emotional, too eager to win.” 

Marshall noted his troops had an 
“intensity" going into Friday nights 
contest — although the Sachem squad 
leader said it was due more to the thrill of 
playing under the lights f han to trying to 
make up for last week's loss. 


“We try to put the other game behind 
us,” said Marshall. "We have to con¬ 
centrate on getting better in all phases ol 
the game — and approaching the kind of 
intensity those kids had Friday night.' 

Wherever that intensity came from, 
the Sachems had it Friday night. And it 
showed up early. 

The first time Wakefield quarterback 
Paul D'Agostino had the ball, he was 
sacked by Manganaro. 

On their second series, Wakefield got 
as far as the Winchester 30 (the furthest 
they would get all night) until Costello 
picked off a D’Agostino pass over the 
middle to give the Sachems the ball. 

Costello just didn’t want to let that 
ball go. Now on offense, he was given the 
ball on the first play, tucked it under his 
arm and headed down the right sideline. 
He didn’t stop until he crossed the goal 
line 76 yards away. 

Yet he still wouldn’t let the pigskin go. 
After the kickoff, Wakefield tried a pass, 
and Costello was there again with an 
interception, giving his Sachems the ball 
on their 40. 

Two clipping penalties on the next 
series of plays kept Winchester from 
going anywhere, although Costello ran 
for 34 yards. Not much good with 30 yards 
of penalties. 

Cahill hit the first of his great punts, 
from the Winchester 4B to the Wakefield 

end zone. The Sachem defense let the 
Warriors get one y«. ' 

The punt, and the Saci.v.ns had the 
ball on their own 49. They picked up 
about eight ycds on the next two downs, 


went again to Costello. The pumped 
up Sachem halfback took it, cut around 
right then to mid-field, just missed 
getting tripped up, and look the ball in for

Costello almost got a third touchdown 
the next time the Sachems had the ball 
He broke through the line, moved well 
I>e held Friday through Sunday from to to 
40 yard touchdown run called back on an 
illegal procedure penalty 

Nonetheless, the Sachems went into 
the locker room at half-time with a 
comfortable 14-0 lead. 

Too comfortable, perhaps, as the 
Sachems played sloppily early in the 
third quarter. The defense started out 
well, forcing a Wakefield fumble on the 
first play of the half.

If the Sachem girls swim team 
schedule began tomorrow, coach Vin 
Palumbo thinks his girls would go un¬ 
defeated.

program. 

"1 am grateful, very grateful for what 
the federal government is doing and the 
state too. Louis said. "Last November 
we ran out of oil I called the place in 
Malden but they told me it would take 
three weeks before I could get an ap¬ 
pointment. But in Revere thev said come 
right down. I had the oil the next day. 

"I still don't know how we made it 
through that." he continued. "We sup¬ 
plemented die heat through the kitchen 
gas stove a lot not for me, but my 
daughters. They needed warm water for 
the showers. We kept the thermostat at 60 
degrees. You know it’s frightening, it 
really is, thousands and thousands and 
millions ol people who do this all the time 
and I don't know how," 

The assistance program helped Louis 
and his family survive last winter. They 
received the maximum assistance 
allowable, $750, and somehow made it 
last through the entire winter. Most fuel 
bills are more than twice as much. 

While he knows that without the 
program he and his two high school age 
daughters would probably freeze, he 
longs for the days when he was in¬ 
dependent. His pride was showing when 
he said, “All my life I thought I should be 
helping others, not being helped. When I 
told the doctor this he asked me if I was 
too good for it T don't know’ I told him. 
Sometimes though things from my wife's 
side of the street look pretty good." 

Sally (not her real name) was about 
sixty-five when her husband died several 
months ago. He had been paralyzed for 
years and she cared for him 
meticulously. Together they received 
roughly $700 a month in Social Security 
payments. Alone, her monthly check 
amounts' to $077. 

"Two years ago I received fuel 
assistance, but it was so confused," Sally 
said. "It took a long time for the oil 
company to get paid the $600 worth of oil I 
used. My oil dealer didn't like that." 

She did have a regular debt to her 
dealer, who she says treated her well. 
However the debt grew considerably. 

"Well hist year I needed assistance 
too but they wouldn't give it to me," she 
said. "My friends couldn't believe that I 
wasn't getting it. 

"The oil burner was off — I just had 
hot water I had to sit in a cold house,” 
continued Sally. "My husband is gone 
now. 1 guess I'll just suffer." 

Sally said she was not going to apply 
for the aid this year. She felt certain that 
she would not receive it (although she 
said she earned $:i77 a month in Social 
Security — an amount which would 
qualify her). She had no knowledge of 
what needed to lie done, and did not even 
know how to go about proving how much 
money she receives each year. 

Reluctantly, she made an ap¬ 
pointment at the Jenks Center. 


The Program

Robert Carey, a Tri-CAP ad¬ 
ministrator. admits that there have been 
problems with the fuel assistance 
program. "Last year the program was 
set back several months by the late state 
and federal funding, but as far as 1 know 
everyone received assistance who asked 
for it and all the dealers were paid 
eventually 

To insure the program operates more 
smoothly this year, especially in Win¬ 
chester and Woburn, towns new to the 
service, Tri-CAP began accepting ap¬ 
plications in early October. They have 
also sent a volunteer to these towns to 
assist the local centers. Carey recom¬ 
mends that clients budget their allotment 
wisely and to keep in close com¬ 
munication with their oil dealers once the 
cold weather arrives. 

Pausing momentarily amidst an 
office overflowing with newly-trained 
outreach volunteers, Carey gathered his 
thoughts. "This is a very intense 
program. This is a program based on 
anxiety. Fuel costs are going up and 
available money is going down. But we 
are dedicated professionals. This is our 
job. We will do the very best we can." 

Chase said this failure to "coordinate 
and communicate” the Fuel Assistance 
program means headaches for the people 
like himself who are trapped between the 
recipients and CAP. Chase represents 
about twenty Winchester veterans and 
their families in their struggle to keep 
warm, 

"A man called me up and told me he 
had neither heat nor hot water," said 
Chase. "There had been no oil in his tank 
for two to three weeks. There are It 
people in this man's house. What are they 
going to do? 

"I managed to get him 100 gallons of 
oil but I hat's not my job.'' he said. "I 
don't know why but it always ends up on 
my lap at Friday afternoon at 4 p.m. to 
get someone heat for the weekend." 

The CAP agencies are charged with 
handling requests for oil and contacting 
the oil dealer for delivery. In the past, 
however, late appropriations by 
Congress and sloppy administration by 
CAP-IC in Revere forced people like 
Chase into the middle of the ring. CAP-IC 


no longer administers the program lor 
Winchester. 

The Council of Social Concern is 
responsible for taking applications for 
the program in Woburn. 

"There are lttn days of Winter and 1HI 
day s of problems," said Council Director 
Sheila Tompkins, who noted applicants 
refuse to Ix'lieve that her office does not 
have oil and does not approve the ap¬ 
plications. That is the responsibility of 
the CAPs, she said. 

She reported that too often she could 
offer little solace to people needing 
assistance but whose applications still 
had not Ix'en approved. Often people 
would delay their own application by not 
bringing the proper identification to the 
first meeting or at times the applications 
would get bogged down in verifying in¬ 
formation Sometimes they would be lost 
completely. 

"We would give it up tomorrow if we 
could but no one else would agree to do 
the job," Tompkins admitted. 

Shelley Ober may have the problem 
solved. Ober, Program Director of the 
.leaks Center, demands that the CAP 
agency send a volunteer to assist her 
stall in completing the applications. She 
directs all questions to the volunteer who 
can better comment on the status of an 
application or can inform CAP that oil is 
needed by a specific family. 

According to Ober, there were few 
problems with people receiving oil last 
year. More than three times as many 
Woburn families were assisted last year 
than were Winchester families (more 
than 540 versus around 180). 

While both Ober and Tompkins 
believe that the program will ix- more 
efficient this year because Tri-CAP will 
lx 1 in charge, Chase thinks the entire 
program should be started sooner. 

“Nothing is going to change," he said, 
"unless we move the equator closer to 
New England. 

"Ideally the program should be year 
'round but it should at least start by 
September I." he said. 

Chase also challenged Tri-CAP's 
ability to process applications in two 
weeks. 

"It will take at least six weeks," he 
said, "They are way off in thinking they 
will be able to do it in less than six weeks. 
There are tixi many people who want 
funding." 


The Oil 
Dealers 


"These programs don't work out 
the way they sound. Lot's not kid 
anybody here, the payments were 
terrible. The program is a 
necessary evil."

Local oil dealers participate in the 
fuel assistance program because their 
customers qualify for the aid. Dealers 
know if they refused to deliver the oil 
someone else would. 

Making deliveries to fuel aid 
customers is not the problem for the 
dealers. Their anxiety results from the 
inordinately long delay in receiving 
payment. CAP agencies are responsible 
for these payments and the dealers arc 
quick to blame them. Walda Rogers, of 
Hogers Oil Company, said that "we 
would make a delivery, bill the CAP 
agency and wait We have to wait over 60 
days for payment from CAP. Our regular 
customers pay within 15 days.” 

“I just received my last check 
yesterday from CAP-IC believe it or 
not," Johnson said. A dealer in Arlington 
claims that the CAP in Cambridge still 
owes him $ 16,000 for oil he delivered to 
homes receiving the federal aid. 

"CAP-IC was unbelievably bad," 
Hogers said. "We would deliver oil, get a 
client's signature and send it in for 
payment. When 1 called a month later 
wondering where our payment was they 
claimed they couldn't find it or that the 
people we delivered it to weren't 
authorized recipients. And this was four 
months after we delivered the oil!" 

In addition to late payment, area 
dealers also cite the increased paper 
work necessary to service fuel assistance 
clients. A dealer in Arlington was most 
emphatic, "The program people say you 
have got to have a signature to get paid,” 
hesaid. "So I send my man out in a truck 
to a customer's house who lias requested 
a delivery. When he gets there the people 
aren't home. So he leaves. I mean you 
don’t leave 250 dollars in a hag lying 
around. So then 1 have to send him out 
again to fill the tank and get the 
signature. That costs me money." 

An increasingly controversial part of 
the fuel assistance program affecting the 
dealers directly is Joseph P. Kennedy 


IPs Citizen’s Energy Corporation. 
Kennedy’s role symbolizes the dealer’s 
frustration with the program 

Since 1979 Kennedy has offered the 
state subsidized heating oil for 
distribution through the fuel assistance 
program. Citizens Energy spokesman, 
Steve Rosteen, claims that Kennedy lias 
“stretched” the program's aid to an 
additional 125,000 Massachusetts 
families. 

With non-profit status Kennedy buys 
crude oil from Venezuela and has it 
refined in Puerto Rico. With the ex¬ 
ception of the home healing oil he sells 
the refined crude at market prices. He 
sells the heating oil to the state for 69 
cents a gallon. As a result of Kennedy's 
program, 18 million extra gallons of 
heating oil will be available statewide; 
Tri-CAP lias been allocated 200,001 
gallons for distribution in its jurisdiction. 

Dealers do not pay for the oil. They 
merely drive their truck to the Kennedy 
tank and fill up. When delivery is made to 
their fuel assistance clients, they receive 
20 cents a gallon. 

But this seemingly simple process has 
sparked a great deal of controversy. 
Johnson Oil Company operates on a 
"cash-on-delivery" basis. For Johnson, 
Kennedy's oil is a mixed blessing. 

“On the one hand with Kennedy oil t 
don't have to pay anything up front," 
said Johnson. "I just deliver the oil and 
wait for the payment from the CAP office 

this isn't the way I do my business 
mind you, I prefer COD because it allows 
me to keep my prices low but 1 don't 
want to lose a customer either. On the 
other hand i don't have much of a choice 
in what 1 receive for delivering their oil. 
If they say it's 15 cents, it's 15 cents, if 
they say 2t) cents, it's 20 cents; but if I 
want to charge tit) cents and take my 
chances, I can't. 

"Kennedy oil is hurting the small 
independent oil dealers," continued 
Johnson. "If Kennedy went out and 
bought a tank of natural gas and tried to 
tell Boston Cias how much to charge for it 
they’d tell him to go to hell. But you know 
if 1 don’t take Kennedy oil the guy down 
the street will." 

Rogers' problem with Kennedy oil is 
one of econimies; it is not worth it to the 
company to get that oil. "When a fuel 
assistance client requests a delivery it's 
usually in small amounts, say l(K) 
gallons, “Rogers said. "It is not worth it 
for me to go pick up Kennedy oil for this 
one delivery. The only time his oil was 
profitable to me was when they had a 
surplus last year and gave a dollar-a 
gallon oil to those people who were owed

money by the CAPs. CAP-IC owed mo 
$2500. 1 received 2500 gallons of Kennedy 
oil! In sell to my regular customers." 

Another dealer worry that of losing 
their allocation from their regular 
supplier if they accept Kennedy oil — is 
also one that occurred to Tri-CAP. An 
Arlington dealer (who asked to remain 
anonymous) refuses to have anything to 
do with Kennedy oil. “Why should I 
threaten my regular supply,” lie said. 
"Exxon knows if I take Kennedy oil. He 
isn't tin established supply; he's been 
around three years. If something should 
happen to Kennedy's business and then I 
turn around and ask Exxon to make up 
the difference, you know where they'll 
tell me to go. I can't risk that." 

Johnson does fill his trucks with 
Kennedy oil. He acknowledges that if 
Kennedy were lo dissolve his business, 
his regular supplier. Northeast, might 
not make up the difference. "Rut the 
chance of that is slim," lie said. "That 
would happen only in the case of a severe 
oil shortage. 1 have never had a problem 
receiving oil and now Hint there is a 
world oil glut 1 don't anticipate any 
problems. However if oil gets tight 
Kennedy oil will lie in big trouble.” 

TriC'AP’s Carey acknowledges that 
the dealers have a legitimate problem 
with theirregular suppliers if they accept 
Kennedy’s crude. For that reason (he 
CAP'S have sought the assistance of Joe 
Fitzgerald, (he state Energy Secretary, 
to inform oil suppliers that dealers who 
accept the Kennedy oil do so on behalf of 
their clients receiving fuel aid. 

Preliminary indications are that the 
problems fuel assistance causes dealers 
will be alleviated. Said Rogers, "It 
should be better this year. I don't expect 
payment to be faster but there should be 
a lot less confusion.

Pharmacies: Victims Of Drug-Related Crimes

No store in town has suffered as many 
break-ins Ibis year as O’Neil's Pharmacy 
on Washington st. or the Aberjona 
Pharmacy on Main St. 

Last week’s mace attack on an 
Aberjona Pharmacy employee highlights 
the lure of narcotics which has led to 
drug-related crimes in Winchester. 

Pharmacies are a prime target for 
break-ins and hold-ups. Much of their 
business is drugs — a tantalizing, 
lucrative, easily transportable and 
disposable prize for both drug depen¬ 
dents and suppliers. 

‘‘It’s a very, very risky business to 
own a pharmacy these days," said 
Stoneham Police Sgt. Edward Pinato. 
"We have more incidents occur in 
pharmacies than in any other retail 
business." 

"Drug stores are where thieves feel 
drugs are most accessable," agreed 
Richard Daley, owner of O’Neil’s 
Pharmacy on Washington st. “Kids need 
drugs and that creates a market for 
drugs. Where else can they obtain their 
drugs except in a pharmacy'.’ 

•'From that point on, you have your 
crime because drugs are still illegal in 
this country,” he added. 

"Retail stores in Winchester are not a 


problem as far as hold-ups go,” said 
Winchester Police Detective Lt. Joseph 
N. Perritano. "Not even out-of-the way 
retail stores are a problem.” 

But pharmacies are. Winchester’s 
five pharmacies this year alone endured 
three breaks, two armed robberies and 
one attempted break-in - a total of six 
incidents. 

Winchester’s rate of narcotic crimes 
in pharmacies is not substantially higher 
or lower than nearby towns. It’s 
somewhere in the middle. 

"Pharmacies definitely get hit more 
than other retail stores here, but I would 
not say we have a big problem here,” 
Perritano said. “We have less incidents 
than surrounding towns like Woburn, 
Medford, and Stoneham.” 

Woburn and Stoneham had about 
eight break-ins and hold-ups in phar¬ 
macies this year, according to police. 
Medford police did not have exact figures 
but said they do have a definite problem 
there. Belmont averages about ten a year 
and Lexington four. Both Concord and 
Arlington police said those towns had no 
incidents this year. 

Pharmacies seem to be the most 
desirable target for burglars and the 
most vulnerable pharmacies are situated 
on the outskirts of towns. 


creasing number of criminals. 

“Most pharmacy break-ins in Win¬ 
chester occur at O’Neil’s and the 
Aberjona Pharmacy because they’re 
located on the outskirts of town," 
Perritano said.

‘‘The rest (McCormack’s Drug, 
Cradock Apothecary and Rexall Drugs) 
are centrally located and therefore less 
susceptible." McCormack's suffered 
only one attempted break-in this year 


and the other two had no incidents. 

“We get hit so often because we’re on 
the outskirts of town and it’s isolated," 
said an Aberjona Pharmacy employee. 
“We've been hit so many times that I just 
don’t want to discuss it.” 

On the other side of town, also located 
outside the central business district in 
Winchester, O’Neil’s Pharmacy on 
Washington st. had three break-ins this 
year. 

Richard Adams of Medford was in¬ 
dicted by the Middlesex County Grand 
Jury last Friday for a break-in that oc¬ 
curred at O'Neil’s last May. O’Neil's also 
had an incident in January and one in 
September. 

“We're on the fringe of town and 
located the furthest from the police 
station,” Daley said. “That’s why we get 
hit. While the Aberjona Pharmacy has 
had direct confrontation, my problem is 
breaking and entering in the nighttime.” 

“You have to look at our situation in 
terms of vulnerability even if the number 
of breaks doesn't seem very high," Daley 
emphasized. “We’re on the fringe of town 
and located further away from the police 
station than any other pharmacy." 

In Woburn the Wells and Case 
pharmacies have more problems with 
breaks and robberies than the other 


pharmacies in town. 

"Both of those pharmacies are on the 
outskirts of town and kind of out of the 
way,” said Woburn Police Sgt. Scire. 
“They are also both on main streets.” 

Lexington police too said they have a 
problem with pharmacy break-ins and 
armed robberies — especially in phar¬ 
macies located on the outskirts of town. 

“The Trinity Pharmacy for example 
has been held up a couple of times this 
year,” said Captain of Detectives Paul 
Furdon. “They are out of the way from 
the center and a prime target because 
someone can just shoot up to route 1211 
and they’re off. 

“We used to have a lot of incidents 
when we had the pharmacy at Country 
Center in the outskirts of town,” he 
continued. “That one got broken into 
frequently because .hey were away from 
the center of activity but they closed up. 
We also had a pharmacy on the Arlington 
line which had quite a few incidents and 
they too closed up.” 

In Belmont where most of the phar¬ 
macies are centrally located, the prime 
robbery candidate is Cumberland 
Farms. 

“Cumberland farms is a ready target

Garbage, Parking, Smoke Detectors Among Articles 


With the World Series over, and cable 
television not yet all over town, folks in 
town might be looking for some en¬ 
tertainment next Monday night. 

For the wildest show in town, tune into 
WHRS, the Winchester High School 
radio, for this year’s Fall Town Meeting 
beginning Nov. 2. 

The cast ranges from the wise¬ 
cracking moderator John Sullivan to 
advocates for every cause, neighborhood 
and interest group imaginable. 

They will be arguing issues large and 
small accessory apartments, false 
alarm fines, garbage collection, and 
naming Lockeland rd. field. 

Here’s the rundown on the articles 
that will be coming up over the next 
couple of weeks. See the related, page 


one story for the zoning articles. 

Several articles at town meeting will 
address a variety of traffic-related 
problems in town. 

Article 7 could either lead to stricter 
traffic enforcement of parking rules or 
leave the town with no means to enforce 
traffic regulations. 

If passed, the article gives the town, 
instead of the court, the authority to 
collect parking fines. “This would relieve 
the court personnel of the extra work,” 
said Winchester Police Lt. Andrew 
Crawford who sponsored the article. 

This provision was passed by the state 
legislature but before it is enacted into 
law, each city and town must approve it. 
The present law regarding traffic 
violations expires at the end of 11*81. 


‘After that, each city and town has to 
either accept this stature or go out of the 
parking ticket business," Crawford said 
This article also contains a provision 
which says if someone does not pay a 
traffic violation ticket within 21 days 


after it is issued, the violator can not 
renew his or her drivers license and 
registration in Massachusetts. 

The selectmen have unanimously 
approved the article and Crawford said 
he has not heard any opposition to it. 


"The only thing the town lias to really 
look into is adding a parttime job for a 
parking clerk to collect all the fines and 
hold hearings on complaints.

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Equal Opp. Committee Begins 


By DAVE LEECO 

While they were waiting two years for 
their first meeting, the members of the 
town’s Equal Opportunity Committee 
must have spent time dreaming up 
projects for their group to work on. 

By the time their first meeting was 
half-way over, the six committee 
members present had come up with a 
dozen ideas for projects, ranging from 
setting up cultural exhibits, to forming 
action groups, to looking at the town's 
hiring policy. 

They even came up with candidates to 
fill the five open positions on the com¬ 
mittee, something Town Moderator John 
Sullivan was not able to do for two years. 

The Equal Opportunity Committee 
was set up two years ago at the Fall Town 
Meeting, to initiate and act as midwife to 
programs assuring "equal opportunity 
for all citizens of the town, regardless of 
race, sex, religion national origin, age 
and special needs.” 

But the committee waited in limbo 
since then, waiting for Sullivan to fill the 
remaining five slots in the 15-member 
committee. 

The committee was finally brought 
together by the Board of Selectmen two 
weeks ago, and told to get started with 
only 10 members. 

Not only did the committee get started 
last week, they even began to look for 
five more members. 

, Two of the committee members, Lee 
'Behnke and Mary Pronski, came up with 
candidates. And the other four members 
present — Paul Rahmeier, Barbara 
Haddad, Robyn Gittleman and Select¬ 
man John Williams — promised to 
search for other possible committee 
members. 

The group agreed to submit a slate of 


candidates to Sullivan, probably after 
their next monthly meeting on Nov. 16. 

Even with five slots empty, and four 
members absent from last week's 
meeting, the Equal Opportunity Com¬ 
mittee members present were able to 
come up with a slew of ideas for the 
future. 

Behnke, the former multi-cultural 
specialist in the Winchester schools, 
came prepared with a list of program 
and organizational suggestions. 

First she suggested the committee' 
could set up a post office box, so that 
people in Winchester who felt 
discriminated against could have a 
sympathetic ear. 

Other committee members quickly 
endorsed the idea. 

“1 like the idea of the box." said 
Williams. "We could act as a sort of 
ombudsman for the town. We could be a 
place to go if someone has a problem, a 
voice for those people." 

Behnke's next suggestion was for the 
committee to split into two or three-man 
action teams, each of which would tackle 
a specific problem and then report back 
to the full committee. 

"We could have a program team, 
which would : pick a community event, 
such as the April International Fair 
planned at the high school, and line up 
cross-cultural, cross-ethnic and cross- 
racial groups to put on exhibits,” said 
Behnke. 

"Another would be a public relations 
team, to get three articles a year in the 
local papers. The articles could promote 
equal opportunity perhaps discussing 
a problem, and then looking at solutions. 

"Next we would need a community 
action team," she continued. "It could 
interview people in politics, real estate, 


and the school personnel department, 
ask them about past racial problems, and 
include the committee in discussions to 
work out those problems. 

"Finally, we could have a forum 
team, which would receive the letters 
sent to the post office box about current 
and past problems, visit with the people, 
and most importantly, lend a sym¬ 
pathetic ear," she said. 

"That group could be a link between 
those who have problems and the com¬ 
mittee. They could refer problems to us, 
or the action team, or go to the town or 
the police,” she concluded. 

While Behnke was considering how to 
organize the group, other members were 
thinking of projects the committee could 
get started on. 

Haddad suggested the committee 
work extensively in the schools, 
developing programs and bringing in 
literature explaining cultural and racial 
heritage. 

"That’s where Lee i Behnke, as multi¬ 
cultural specialist) did a great job, and 
now that there is no specialist, there is a 
real void," she said. The multi-cultural 
specialist position tell victim to Prop. 2.5 
at Town Meeting. 

, Haddad said she would like to look 
into bringing cultural groups into Win¬ 
chester to give presentations in the 
schools, in churches, and to groups 
around town. 

“The Boston area is rich in cultural 
activities," she said. "We should make 
those activities available to the town." 

Pronski advocated setting up a town¬ 
wide social event, to bring the town 
together and let it see the variety of races 
and cultures in town. 

“We have to find a way to join hands 
— it's one way to respect one another," 


she said. "Ifwedoitona social basis, the 
town can get aquainted in a comfortable 
atmosphere, and when problems arise 
we can deal with them comfortably." 

Gittleman suggested the event be a 
town jazz festival 

"At Tufts, where I work, we have the 
same problems bringing different 
colored groups together," she said. 
“We’ve found something like a jazz 
festival appeals to everyone." 

The final, and most radical 
suggestion, came from Rahmeier, who 
was sitting in as chairman since 
Chairman John Twomey was absent. 

Rehmeier said he felt the committee 
should look into the town's payroll, to see 
it the personnel and hiring practices of 
the town fit in with the Equal Opportunity 
Committee’s goals. 

“In hiring, we often do things by habit 
— we hire from groups we know, from 
graduate schools we know,” he ex¬ 
plained. “I want the town’s hiring to be 
an intentional action — all I'm asking is 
that our public agencies have an in¬ 
tention regarding equal opportunity and 
they carry it out." 

Rahmeier said Twomey was in¬ 
vestigating whether the committee could 
indeed look into the town's payroll. And 
committee members agreed that any 
intentional hiring practices would lie 
theoretical for a while, as Prop. 2.5 
limited the amount of hiring the town 
would do. 

But the committee members were not 
hoping to change the social practices of 
Winchester overnight. 

“All I want," said Rehmeier, “is for 
this committee to practice what we want 
accepted in town — understanding each 
other, and each other’s background." 


Zagzoug New Building Commissioner 


Winchester has a new Building 
Commissioner — Anthony F. Zagzoug of 
Westford, the former Assistant Building 
Inspector for Arlington. 

Zagzoug replaces former Building 
Commissioner Domenic Serratore, who 
left the post to become head of the 
Department of Public Works. Serratore 
has been filling bothe the DPW Director’s 
job and the Building Commissioner’s 
spot for the last three months. 

Zagzoug was introduced to the Board 
of Selectmen by Town Manager Thomas 
Groux at the board's Monday night 
meeting. 

Groux noted that Zagzoug’s duties in 
Arlington were “nearly identical to what 
the Building Commissioner does here. 
Arlington has a little bit larger depart¬ 
ment, but the kind of building that goes

Zagzoug, for his part, said he feels his 
experience in Arlington prepared him for 
the job in Winchester. 

“I’ve had to years experience as a 
building inspector," he said, "and Pm 
confident I can do the job.”

Tax Bills Are Waiting 
In Your Mailbox Today 


If you haven't received it already, 
there will be a surprise in your mail 
along with toduy’s Star. 

The fall estimated tax bills went in the 
mail Tuesday, according to Town 
Treasurer Carol Thomas, and Win¬ 
chester homes should be receiving the 
bills today. 

Because the firm now reassessing the 
town has not completed the job, the 
estimated tax. bills will not be based on 
property valuations. 

Instead, the bills will be 50 percent of 
last year’s total bill. In other words, it 
should just about equal last year's fall 
installment. 

And like those hills, the estimated tax 
bills are due 31) days after Tuesday’s 
mailing. 

The money will come just in time to 
head off a squeeze on the town's bank 
accounts. Because the tax bills did not go 
out as usual this year, owing to the late 
reassessment, the town has not yet 
received the normal fall tax revenues. 

And without the cash coming in. the 
town has no money to pay its bills. 
Without the estimated taxes, the town 
would have had lo borrow money, and 
Comptroller Al Faggiano has estimated 
the interest on such a loan would add up 
to $100,000. 

But the state legislature gave Win¬ 
chester and other towns undergoing 
reassessment a break by passing 
emergency legislation ' allowing 


estimated lax bills. 

The law was intended to “avoid a 
serious cash flow problem in the Com¬ 
monwealth's cities and towns", ac¬ 
cording lo state's summary of the law. 

The law requires that the estimated 
lax bills equal no more than 50 percent of 
last year’s bill, and that they be in effect 
only until April 1982. 

By that time, the town will be sending 
out its regular spring bills. In those bills, 
homeowners who were charged too much 
on the estimated bill will get a discount, 
and homeowners who paid too little will 
have the difference added lo their bill. 

The fall estimated tax bills will be 
adjusted if the homeowner heeded the 
Board of Selectmen’s call for voluntary 
lax payments. 

Selectmen had asked for the volun¬ 
tary payments before the estimated tax 
bill legislation was passed, to avoid 
having to pay the $ 100,000 interest. 

Approximately 170 residents paid 
their taxes voluntarily, and the town 
collected $169,OOO, according to Thomas. 

The voluntary payments have been 
deducted from the estimated tax bills.

Watch out for these Hazards 
Kisky Roadways — Children become 
careless from excitement and may run 
into the road. Dusk is the time of poorest 
visibility for drivers. 

Frightful Flames — Open flames 
from jack-o-lanterns, candles, can ignite 
billowing, flammable costumes. 
Flowing, false-hair wigs can burst into 


flames. 

Dangerous Dress — Includes loose 
costumes, bulky trick-or-treat bags, 
unsafe shoes, masks which reduce vision, 
sharp or pointed toy weapons, dark liard- 
to-see costumes. 

Watch out for treacherous "treats, 
razor blades in apples, lacks in popcorn, 
needles, pins in candy, poisoned popcorn.

What companions will your children 
have? They should be at the same age 
level and in groups no bigger than three 
or four. 

What supervision will the children 
have?

Auto Inspections: 

15 Minutes Can

Halloween may scare a few motorists 
this year. On Oct. 31, that old yellow auto 
inspection sticker turns into a pumpkin, 
and you might have to pay for more than 
the inspection fee which doubled to four 
dollars this year. 

The fine for driving an uninspected 
auto is $25. Boo! 

"There was a lot of confusion with 
motorists over the inspection fee and the 
deadline,” explained Inspector Robert 
Abruzzese of the Department of Motor 
Vehicles in Woburn. 

"House bill No. 7208 determines that 
the fee is definitely four dollars, and we 
have extended the deadline in an effort to 
be fair to our constituents," he added. 

“You know, we don’t have a lot of 
inspectors hiding around trying to nab 
people,” said an exasperated Abruzzese. 


“We’re here to help people.” 

But as usual, motorists are indicating 
that "help” is the last thing they 
associate with the required inspections. 

"Like always, people are late and 
many have not come in at all," com¬ 
mented John Olson, the manager of the 
Sunoco service station on Main st. 

"If you give people extra time, they’ll 
still be in lines the last days,” he added. 

For the service station personnel who 
must inspect each car in those lines, the 
chore has mixed rewards. One station 
manager complained about the new 
financial arrangement with the DMV. 
The inspection fee has doubled for the 
motorist but only provides the station 
with a 75 cents increase because $1.25 is 
now required to be sent to the state. 

“This is our first increase since 1975,” 
said Olson “And I’d say that 75 cents

certainly doesn’t keep up with inflation 
and the rising costs we’ve had in the last 
six years." 

Robert Yirikian, the manager of the 
Mobil station on Main st., takes a dif¬ 
ferent view. 

“Naturally, everyone wants more 
money,” he said. “But with the time it 
takes to inspect each car — 10 to 15 
minutes — four dollars is adequate.” 

But Olson and Yirikian are in 
agreement about one thing — inspections 
are good for business. 

"I enjoy doing the inspections because 
it’s a good way to add business," Yirikian 
said. “We win a lot of customers doing 
this.” 

“It’s worth it,” concluded Olson. 
“Inspections generate a lot of business.” 

“Four dollars is sufficient,” added a 
spokesman for Winchester Brake and 
Alignment, who asked not to be iden¬ 
tified. 

“It’s the inspection that isn’t suf¬ 
ficient,” the spokesman said, echoing a 
sentiment felt by several station 
managers. 

"The present check is only for safety 
needs,” explained Yirikian. “All we do 
now is check lights, controls, and jack up 
the front to test it for strength. A more 
thorough inspection would be wor¬ 
thwhile.” 

"This inspection is fine except that it 
only scratches the surface,” said the 


spokesman for Brake and Alignment. “If 
you have a bad brake, for instance, there 
is no way to detect it unless I open up the 
drum, which is a much more extensive 
check than what the present inspection 
calls for.” 

If motorists took better care of their 
cars, according to station managers, 
(here would be no need for a bigger in¬ 
spection. Not only are the larger and 
more expensive maintenance procedures 
ignored, but apparently so are the very 
simple ones, they claimed. 

“Tires are the area that receive the 
least amount of attention," said Yirikian. 
"Most are under-inflated, curbstone 
cracked, and neglected in other ways. We 
sell a lot of tires to these people.” 

“If we didn’t inspect, some people 
would just drive around until something 
went wrong," commented Olson, shaking 
his head 

"We really shouldn't find anything 
wrong,” said the spokesman at Brake 
and Alignment. "The fact that we find so 
many problems demonstrates that 
motorists don’t do the regular service 
that they should. 

"People don't realize that when they 
let the car run down, and when they get 
in an emergency situation or an accident, 
it can cost someone’s life,” he said. 

With those stakes, a four dollar in¬ 
spection is a bargain.

It is shocking to learn that the 
majority of break-ins and rob¬ 
beries in Winchester’s phar¬ 
macies are not for money, but 
for drugs. 

Any robbery, whether the 
burglary of one’s home or a face- 
to-face stick-up, is a violation of 
the victim. Anyone who has had 
his home or car broken into 
knows the feeling of being 
personally abused. 

But in a drug crime, it is not 
only the victim, but the criminal 
who deserves pity. 

And in the two drug-related 
robberies last week, the victims 
themselves were abused — 
threatened with a deadly weapon 
in one case and sprayed with 
Mace in another. 

Drug-related robberies and 
assaults are not limited to 
pharmacies, either. Breaking 
and entering is, in many cases, 
simply a desperate attempt to 
steal objects to sell later for drug 
money. 

In many of the drug-related 
crimes, the criminal is just that 

a callous individual with no 
concern for the safety and 
property of others. He or she is 
often trying to obtain drugs for 
sale later and bar the cost or risk 


to those who get in his way. That 
type of criminal deserves the 
same consideration he gives his 
victims — none. He or she should 
bear the full force of the law as 
swiftly and severly as possible. 

But in many drug-related 
crimes, the criminal, deserves 
pity, care and assistance along 
with whatever punishment Is his 
due. He or she is often a person 
brought down by a habit, an 
individual who can’t face a day 
without drugs. He is, like an 
alcoholic, sick and in need of 
more than just a fine or jail 
sentence. 

This type of individual is not 
the only type of drug abuser in 
the country, just one of many 
types. The United States is a 
country where habits, par¬ 
ticularly drug habits, are most 
considered a right. Nicotine and 
alcohol, two of the most habit¬ 
forming drugs, are habits 
promoted in the mass media as 
socially acceptable, even desir¬ 
able. 

Beyond that, commercial 
after commercial advise citizens 
to take drugs — aspirin, cough 
syrup, weight-loss pills, sleeping 
pills — almost anything to solve 
almost any problem. Chemicals, 
it would seem, make life better. 


Unless the chemicals are 
amphetamines or barbiturates. 

One of the candidates for 
Middlesex District Attorney, 
Edward Gargiulo, feels that 
drugs are THE cause, not a 
cause, of most of the crimes in 
the state. He wants to crack 
down on distributors, the evil 
people who bring the drugs from 
evil places Into our towns. 

That’s fine. But while he’s at 
It, he should take a look at the 
little guy breaking into phar¬ 
macies and homes to obtain 
drugs for sale or money for 
drugs. 

And beyond that, he should 
attack the cause of the problem, 
something law enforcement 
officers rarely attack. To stop 
drug abuse and its associated 
crimes, we have to look at how 
we view drug use, all drug use. 

One District Attorney, or one 
police chief or board of select¬ 
men' or school superintendent 
can’t change the world. But 
nothing will change if nothing is 
done. There must be a continued 
and expanded cooperative effort 
to change the way America and 
Americans view drug use. 

Drug dependence of all sorts 
should not be the American Way.

I had a teacher long ago, back 
in high school days had her for 
three years I did, in French 
class. She was some terrific 
lady: she gave us just enough 
rope, she made us feel special, 
and she ruled us with an iron 
hand. A tiny thing, she was, and 
when she stood to teach between 
two leggy lugs up front, her head 
barely cleared their shoulders. 

She was tough but she was 
kind, and she always told the 
truth.

She 
was right and I knew she was 
right. I was even sort of glad to 
have her point it out to me. 

There was more than her 
honesty though. She was en¬ 
thusiastic about her job and she 
showed it.

When her best friend died, she 
came to school in black for a 
month with eyes rimmed red and 
taught through her grief as if it 

wasn't there.I thought she 

was wonderful. 

The sad thing is, I never told 
her so. 

When I got to college and 
found myself better prepared 
than others in the class, I thought 
about writing her. When I 
became a high school teacher 
myself and learned the necessity 
for her kind of commitment, I 
thought about writing her too. 
Years later, when I left the job to 
bear children and felt dizzy and 
isolated in an apartment sud¬ 
denly, with my heart still back in 
that musty corner classroom, I 
thought of writing a third time. I 


felt alone and forgotten then, the 
way the retired inevitably do at 
first; the waters had closed over 
me and soon no one would 
remember my name even or 
what it was that I'd tried to 
accomplish. 

At that point I decided to do it. 
Write her a letter and tell her 
what she’d meant to me. 
Describe how I'd admired her 
and tell her how she’d changed 
my life. She'd retired herself, I 
knew, but she was still around. I 
made some inquiries....and 
learned that she'd changed. 

She lives reclusively now, and 
never goes out. She’s fearful of 
things, I understand, and there’s 
a suggestion that clouds have 
begun to drift across that for¬ 
midable mind. 

So I guess I missed my 
chance, and this seems an awful 
shame. 

But there's a lesson in here 
somewhere. It's painful to 
acknowledge the things we feel 
deeply and embarrassing too to 
voice these feelings somehow. 
But voice them we should, right 
now, while the object has ears to 
hear them and a heart to be 
made glad. 

Look at your circle of friends 
and see what I mean. Hurray for 
you, you might say to one friend; 
being alone isn’t easy, but you’re 
doing real well with it. 

Don’t worry, you might say to 
another: the later years really 
can be the sweetest ones. Call in 
all those debts of friendship and 
count me one most deeply in 
your debt. 

Then too, if you were I, you 
might want to tell someone, 
"You're not alone. In the com¬ 


plications of our lives, with 
bruises from the loving and the 
losing, with the painful con¬ 
nections that tie us to those we 
care for, you are not alone. I’m a 
charter member of your fan 
club. 

"There’s nobody like you”, I 
might say,” and I loved you the 
moment I met you. We'll be pals 
when the century turns and when 
it grows a beard of 25 years....old 
ladies together, full of aches and 
Irish sentiment.” 

...You could say all this, if 
there’s someone right now who 
needs to hear it. You could say it 
face to face if you’ve got the 
courage, or write it in a letter 
like the one I never got to. 

Put it in the paper if that’s 
what you must do. But get it said, 
one way or the other.

I Spent A Aight In A 
Haunted House — Alone 


(Editor's Note: Our manuring editor - 
decided last week that he wanted a story 
on the Jaycee's Haunted House at Camp 
Joy for the Halloween issue. He also 
decided that there was only one way to do 
it and do it right. His brilliant idea was 
for a reporter to spend a night there. By 
himself. Unarmed, except for a camera. 
He also decided that I, the editor, was the 
man for the jot). I considered the 
assignment, even ventured out there. It 
was, as they say, a dark and stormy 
idght. And it was spooky, too spooky. It 
was also not my idea of a good story, 
much less a good way to spend a night. 1 
beat a hasty hut dignified retreat and 
went instead to the Winchester Library 
Tuesday where I dug up a story by the 
venerable ghost-story writer. Ambrose 
Bierce. Here then is his story about 
another reporter who actually went 
through with an editor's assignment to 
spend a night in a haunted house. ilnpp\ 
Halloween! ) 


Henry Saylor, who was killed 
in Covington, in a quarrel with 
Antonio Finch, was a reporter on 
the Cincinnati "Commercial." 

In the year 1859, a vacant 
dwelling in Vine street in Cin¬ 
cinnati, became the center of a 
local excitement because of the 
strange sights and sounds said to 
be observed in it nightly. 
According to the testimony of 
many reputable residents of the 
vicinity, these were inconsistent 
with any other hypothesis than 
that the house was haunted. 

Figures with something 
singularly unfamiliar about 
them were seen by crowds on the 
sidewalk to pass in and out. 

No one could say just where 
they appeared upon the open 
lawn on their way to the front 
door by which they entered, nor 
at exactly what point they 
vanished as they came out. Or, 
rather, while each spectator was 
positive enough about these 
matters, no two agreed. They 
were all similarly at variance in 
their descriptions of the figures 
themselves. 

Some of the bolder of the 
curious throng ventured on 
several evenings to stand upon 
the doorsteps to intercept them, 
or failing in this, get a nearer 
look at them. These courageous 


men, it was said, were unable to 
force the door by their united 
strength and always were hurled 
from the steps by some invisible 
agency and severely injured; the 
door immediately afterward 
opening, apparently of its own 
volition, to admit or free some 
ghostly guest. 

The dwelling was known as 
the Roscoe house, a family of 
that name having lived there for 
some years, and then, one by 
one, disappeared, the last to 
leave being an old woman. 

Stories of foul play and suc¬ 
cessive murders had always 
been rife, but never were 

authenticated. 

One day during the 
prevalence of the excitement, 
Saylor presented himself at the 
office of the "Commercial” for 
orders. He received a note from 
the city editor which read as 
follows: "Go and pass the night 
alone in the haunted house in 

Vine street and if anything 

worthwhile occurs, make two 
columns." Saylor obeyed his 
superior; he could not afford to 
lose his position on the paper. 

Apprising the police of his 
intention, he affected an en¬ 
trance through a rear window 
before dark. He walked through 
the deserted rooms, bare of 
furniture, dusty and desolate, 
and, seating himself at last in the 
parlor on an old sofa which he 
had dragged in from another 
room, watched the deepening of 
the gloom as night came on. 

Before it was altogether dark, 
the curious crowd had collected 
in the street, silent, as a rule, and 
expectant, with here and there a 
scoffer uttering his incredulity 
and courage with scornful 
remarks or ribald cries. 

None knew of the anxious 
watcher Inside. He feared to 
make a light; the uncurtained 
windows would have betrayed 
his presence, subjecting him to 
insult, possibly to injury. 
Moreover, he was too con¬ 
scientious to flo anything to 
enfeeble his impressions and 


unwilling to alter any of the 
customary conditions under 
which the manifestations were 
said to occur. 

It was now dark outside, but 
light from the street faintly 
illuminated the part of the room 
that he was in. He had set open 
every door in the whole interior, 
above and below, but all the 
outer ones were locked and 
bolted. 

Sudden exclamations from 
the crowd caused him to spring 
to the window and look out. He 
saw tin 1 figure of a man moving 
rapidly across* the lawn toward 
the building saw it ascend the 
steps; then a projection of the 
wall concealed it. 

There was a noise as of the 
opening and closing of the hall 
floor; he heard quick, heavy 
footsteps along the passage 
heard them ascend the stairs 
heard them on the uncarpeted 
floor of the chamber im¬ 
mediately overhead. 

Saylor promptly drew his 
pistol and. groping his way up 
tin* stairs, entered the chamber, 
dimly lighted from the street. No 
one was there. 

He heard footsteps in an 
adjoining room and entered that. 
It was dark and silent. 

He struck his foot against 
some object on the floor, knelt by 
it, passed his hand over it. It was 
a human head that of a 
woman. 

Lifting it by the hair, this 
iron-nerved man returned to the 
half-lighted room below, carried 
it near the window and at¬ 
tentively examined it. 

While so engaged he was half 
conscious.'of the rapid opening 
and closing of the outer door, of 
footfalls sounding all about him. 
I It* raised his eyes from the 
ghastly object of his attention 
and saw himself the center of a 
crowd of men and women dimly 
seen; the mom was thronged 
with them I le thought the people 
had broken in. 

"Ladles and gentlemen," he 
said, coolly, "you see me under 


suspicious circumstances, but 
" his voice was drowned in 
peals of laughter such 

laughter as is heard in asylums 
for the insane. The persons about 
him pointed at the object in his 
hand and their merriment in¬ 
creased as he dropped it and it 
went rolling among their feet. 

They danced about it with 
gestures grotesque and attitudes 
obscene and indescribable. They 
struck it with their feet, urging it 
about the room from wall to 
wall; pushed and overthrew one 
another in their struggles to kick 
it; cursed and screamed and 
sang snatches of ribald songs as 
the battered head bounded about 
the room as if in terror and 
trying to escape. 

At last, il shot out of the door 
into the hall, followed by all, with 
tumultuous haste. That moment 
the door closed with a sharp 
concussion. Saylor was alone, in 
dead silence. 

Carefully putting away his 
pistol, which all the time he had 
held in his hand, lie went to a 
window and looked out. The 
street was deserted and silent; 
the lamps were extinguished; 
the roofs and chimneys of the 
houses were sharply outlined 
against the dawn-light in the 
east. 

I le left the house, the door 
yielding easily to his hand, and 
walked to the "Commercial" 
office. 'I he city editor was still in 
Ills office asleep. Saylor 

waked him and said; "I have 
been at the haunted house." 

The editor stared blankly as if 
not wholly awake. "Good God!” 
In- cried, "are you Saylor?" 

"Yes why not?" 

The editor made no answer, 
hut continued staring. 

"1 passed the night there it 
seems," said Saylor. 

"They say that things were 
uncommonly quiet out there,” 
the editor said, trifling with a 
paper--weight upon which he had 
dropped his eyes, "did anything 
occur?" 

"Nothing whatever."

and ho gets hit quite frequently,” said 
Belmont Police Lt. Hoy Wilkins. “We 
used to have one pharmacy on route 2 
which was hit several times and they 
finally went out of business because of it. 
Now we have no pharmacies outside the 
business district.” 

Medford Police Sgt. Robert Murphy 
said that while he did not know the exact 
number of incidents Medford had ex¬ 
perienced this year, the rate has sharply 
decreased from previous years since the 
pharmacies are now all located in 
shopping malls or connected to shopping 
centers. 

"We used to have a drug store on 
every corner open until It) at night," he 
said. “Now they close at 9 p.m. and 
they're all connected to areas of activity 
so we don't have such a problem." 

Besides re-locating or going out of 
business, there are some other measures 
pharmacists have taken, successfully 
reducing their incidence of crime. 

These measures range from updating 
and improving security to reducing the 
inventory in the store and discontinuing 
sale of the harder drugs. 

Since Cradock Apothecary of Church 
st. was broken into in 1979, owner Robert 
Serabian updated his alarm system and 
the store has not had a break-in. 

“As long as you're completely 
mechanized with motion detectors and 
every mechanism possible, 1 don’t think 
you'd have any problems," he said. 

We're as up-to-date as any local bank." 

"We also take other precautionary 
measures," he continued. “We keep the 
inventory as low as possible, keep a low 
cash reserve and we do not carry all 
types of narcotics. 

“We also maintain enough employees 
in the store at all times,” he added. 
"Hitting a one-man pharmacy is no 
problem for people so it’s important to 
have a full staff. And there is no doubt 
about it, that our central location helps 
too." 

Other pharmacies in town echoed the 
same sentiments. 

"We have no secret formula here,” 
said Fred McCormack, owner of 
McCormack’s Pharmacy which has not 
had a big problem with break-ins or 
armed robberies. “We’ve just been 
blessed with a good location and it’s busy 
here. They (robbers) usually hit the 
types of stores in the suburbs which are 
not well lit and only have one or two 
people on duty. We usually have six 
people working at one time.” 

A full staff may not be feasible for all 
pharmacies but there are other ways to 
compensate. “For me, being in this area 
(on Washington st.) I’d say closing early 
is the safest bet,” said Daley. 

Daley also said he has an elaborate 
alarm system and keeps a low inventory. 
“Wholesalers are the place to keep in¬ 
ventory,” he advised. “That’s how you 
minimize losses." 

Woburn has seen some marked 
success in terms of reducing crime by 
employing these precautions. 

"Tanereti’s Pharmacy used to get hit 
quite often as they are out of the beaten 
path," Scire said “Now they don’t have 
such a problem because they don’t carry 
hard drugs anymore and they put grates 
over their windows. 

"The same with the Shaker Glen 
Pharmacy,” he continued. “They used 
lo have a big problem but now they don’t 
since they improved their alarms. The 
last case at Wells was in May and since 
then he has a metal grate over his whole

storefront and he has not had another 
incident or had to pay for a broken 
window." 

Perritano agreed that the best way for 
pharmacists to minimize crime is to 
install an adequate alarm system. But lie 
also pointed out that employees should be 
wary of any suspicious activity in the 
store." 

"Usually, burglars will case the place 
out before they commit the robbery," he 
warned. "Pharmacists should be alert 
and call us if anything looks suspicious. 

"But the pharmacists all know that in 
this town and they have been pretty good 
about it," lie added. 

Perritano did not speak in favor of or 
against keeping a weapon in a pharmacy 
for protection saying, "I would like to see 
them (robbers) stopped dead in their 
tracks, but in the same token, I would not 
like to see any innocent people hurt." 

He said he could not recall an incident 
in Winchester where a pharmacist used a 
weapon against an intruder. 

He advised against using dogs for 
protection in pharmacies saying they 
could become more of a liability than an 
asset in certain circumstances such as 
when the police run their nightly check of 
all the doors in town to make sure they 
are all locked. 

“In the event that a door is inad¬ 
vertently left open an officer checking 
the door could get eaten alive,” he said. 

Perritano also said the police dept’s 
routine check of doors in town uncovers 
at least one open door a week and has 
probably prevented a lot of crime. 

The future of drug related crimes 
looks rather bleak, according to 
Perritano. 

The future looks bleak. According to 
law enforcement officials, the incidence 
of drug-related crimes in pharmacies 
will rise. 

"I think we’ll be seeing more and 
more of this type of crime,” Perritano 
predicted. “Not necessarily in this town 
because we’re not too affected by 2.5 in 
terms of police protection, but Boston 
will have a big problem. 

“More and more people are out of 
work and with less police protection and 
the whole economic situation being the 
way it is, drugstores will be hit more and 
more," he warned. 

★ Warrant 

Crawford said the town now makes 
between $40,000 and $50,000 on parking 
tickets and issues between 8,000 and 
10,000 tickets a year. 

"More people are paying their tickets 
since the new system of raising the 
amount to $20 if a ticket is not paid within 
21 days," Crawford said. 

"If this article doesn't get passed, 
there will be no parking ticket en¬ 
forcement law and people can park 
wherever they want to,” Crawford said. 
“Or they could pass an amended version 
with no teeth for enforcement." 

The Police Dept, has also submitted 
an article requesting authority to tow 
vehicles. 

Presently, the police are not allowed 
to tow vehicles for any reason. The DPW 
can low for interference with snow' 
removal. 

Crawford said the police need that 
authority so they can tow cars involved in 
accidents or cars blocking driveways 
when owners can not be found. 

The selectmen would have to set a fee

18 would require anyone wishing to build 
certain structures to get a Special Permit 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals, even 
if the structure would be in an area 
already zoned for that type of structure. 

Depending upon which Planning 
Board member was doing the in¬ 
terpreting, Article 18 would either lake 
away an individual’s right to develop a 
piece of property as he sees fit or give the 
town more but nol “arbitrary or 
capricious" control over what is built in 
town. 

The Board will meet again Saturday 
af 10 a.m. in Town Hall to vote on the two 
postponed articles. 

The Board recommended approval of 
Article 15 by a 4-1 margin. If the Town 
Meeting agrees, owners of homes built 
prior to March 10, 1924 will be permitted 
lo establish and rent an apartment in 
their home. 

Claiming that senior citizens in 
Winchester need small, inexpensive 
apartments, the Winchester League of 
Women Voters has worked to change this 
by-law for years. There was general 
agreement al the public hearing that 
these apartments would be a valuable 
asset to the town. However, there were 
strong opinions about limiting this 
privilege to those owning houses built 
before 1924 would jeopardize next week's 
vote. 

Planning Board member Charles N. 
Tseckares voiced the strongest op¬ 
position. "It’s an arbitrary date," he 
said. “Why would someone who owns a 
house built after 1924 vote for this crazy 
rule. This is an unfair item. It's a 
ridiculous thing and I don’t give a damn 
about legality.” 

The League, Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall, and the Board of Selectmen 
agreed upon the 1924 date because that 
was the year when the first zoning laws 
were adopted. They want to guard 
against speculators who might have 
bought a house after 1924 thinking that a 
single apartment rule would one day be 
approved. 

Another member of (he Planning 
Board, Clarence S. Borggaard, believes 
that the program should start small 
(there are approximately 2500 houses 
built l)efore 1924) and if there is a need, 
amend the rule later. 

"Let’s not have a jurisdictional fight 


at this point," Borggaard said. “Let's not 
blow the whole thing. Let's get it started 
and change it later if necessary." 

Unanimously, the Board voted to 
support Article 17, a petition by State 
Bepresentative Sherman "Whip" 
Saltmarsh to rezone the land on the 
westerly side of Stevens and Ash streets 
and abutting Myrtle, Mt. Vernon and 
Bridge streets — an area involving 13 
houses. 

The zoning change would allow one- 
family houses in the area to be converted 
into two-family homes. Saltmarsh and 
his wife recently bought one of these 
homes and want lo convert it to a two- 
family apartment. The Saltmarshes have 
already converted several nearby houses 
to two-family apartments. 

Recommendations for Articles 16 and 
18, the most controversial under con¬ 
sideration by the Board, were delayed 
until Saturday. 

Article 16 is a proposal by town 
lawyers Lawrence Murray and Arthur 
Quill in conjunction with Boston 
developer Continental Wingate Company 
Inc., to rezone the land situated on the 
northerly side of Swanton st. and abut¬ 
ting River st.; the MBTA; Winchester’s 
disposal area; and a portion of the 
Aberjona River. 

The article would rezontlhat 20-acre 
tract from an industry and general 
residence district to a multiple family 
residential district. 

The group proposes to construct 
Aberjona Woods — 80 two to three 
bedroom condos ranging from $85,000 to 
$110,000 each. 

Claiming' that neighbors support a 
residential development of the proposed 
site, Quill cited the economic benefits 
that the condominiums would bring the 
town. 

"By increasing the value of the land, 
both the tax base and the purchasing 
power of the town are bound to in¬ 
crease," Quill told the 50 people at the 
hearing. 

“Presently, the land generates ap¬ 
proximately $11,000 in tax revenue a 
year," said Quill. After the $7.8 million 
development, it would provide $195,000." 

To insure that Continental Wingate 
adheres to their original proposal, a 
covenant between the company and the 
town has been written. This agreement 


has caused the Planning Board 
headaches. Presently in its fifth draft 
since the public hearing last Thursday, 
the Board members want another 
revision before they vote for recom¬ 
mendation on Saturday. 

Part of the agreement is for the' 
developers lo generally beautify the 
Aberjona River — a cleanup which would 
improve the view from the con¬ 
dominiums and would provide a valuable 
service to the town. Nonetheless, con¬ 
cerned board members and residents 
wanted to establish specific im¬ 
provements. 

According to Planning Board 
Chairman Marion Crandall, the board 
has also been greatly concerned with the 
number of units Wingate proposes to 
build at the site. The developers first 
planned to construct 95 condominiums. 
At the public hearing, Wingate’s Connor 
announced that the figure had been 
lowered to 82 units. “It would be 
economically unfeasible for us to go 
below 82 units,” Connor explained that 
night. 

Now, only 80 units will be built and one 
memo written to the board expresses 
that it should be lowered to 77. Tseckares 
suggested though that if the number of 
units were much lower, the price per unit 
would rise. 

The Board also decided to postpone a 
vote on Article 18 until their Saturday 
meeting. Rising out of problems in the 
construction of Wedgewood Place 
apartments on Main st., this article 
would give three men, the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, the power to allow or disallow 
specific improvements for a plot of land. 
Opponents argue that the article would 
effectively take away an individual's 
right to develop a piece of land as he sees 
fit. Board members were confused as to 
the meaning of the article. 

"When I asked all of you what this 
article proposes to do, no one knew,” said 
a concerned Tseckares Monday night. 
"We might be denying someone’s right 
without letting them know about it. We 
can’t do that. Changing the law to require 
a Special Permit for construction at a 
site means you don’t have any rights at 
all. It will al) be up to three people." 

Presently the Zoning Board of 
Appeals has the power of site plan review 
in a given construction situation. This

means that if a developer sways from his 
original design or fails to include, for 
example, enough parking spaces or fire 
lanes, (he Board can ask for compliance 
or revoke the building permit. Under the 
proposed plan, for instance, if a man 
pwned a piece of land on Main st. and 
wanted to build a gas station, he could be 
denied the right to build the station if the 
Board of Appeals determined that ttiere 
were enough gas stations on Main si. 
already. 

"Under a special permit situation the 
Board of Appeals could change 
everything,” admitted Randall. 

Having understood the article for the 
first time, the Board was split between 
limiting property owners' rights to build 
and needing more control over proposed 
developments. 

“The Board of Appeals cannot make 
an arbitrary or capricious denial,” said 
Randall. 

Borggaard heeded Randall’s warning. 
He moved to postpone the article in¬ 
definitely claiming it interfered with tree 
enterprise. But Crandall was adamant. 

“We should put our faith in the words 
•arbitrary or capricious,’" she pleaded. 
“We need a decision on this. We need to 
have more control over what’s built in 
the town." 

At this point Tseckares offered the 
compromise: wait until Saturday to 
make a decision. "Now that I have just 
come to understand what this article is 
all about, I need time to think about it,” 
he offered. "I see now what kind of effect 
it could have on people’s rights and yet I 
know we’ve got to have more control. 
Let's all think on this some more. We 
can't vote away people’s rights. 

Article 19 proposed to make 
Wedgewood Place apartments consistent 
with those of other condominiums con 
cerning fire lanes, in voting for an in¬ 
definite postponement of this article, the 
hoard believed that the definition con¬ 
cerning fire lanes could be easily altered 
to accomplish the necessary changes. 

Selectman Wade Welch, the petitioner 
of Article 20, wrote the Board asking 
them to remove the article from con¬ 
sideration. The article sought to permit 
the Zoning Board of Appeals to grant a 
use variance for a particular site not 
originally zoned for that proposed pur¬ 
pose.

approved by Town Meeting. If someone 
gets towed, under the new by-law, he or 
she would have to pay a $10 ticket plus 
towing charges. 

Crawford said lie lias not heard any 
opposition to this article. 

The Winchester Fire Dept, has sub¬ 
mitted an article requiring ail homes and 
buildings in Winchester to install fire 
alarms. 

"There are 7,000 deaths each year in 
the U.S. from fires and $4 billion to $5 
billion worth of damage to property," 
said Winchester Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney. "Fire alarms cut down on 
this number." 

The town can vote in any or none of 
the sections of the article. Section 2GA 
makes it mandatory lor all buildings 70 
feet and above to he fully sprinkled. 
Section 26B says all buildings below 70 
feet must have a built-in fire alarm 
system. 

261C makes it mandatory that each 
level of any building used for habitation 
must have at least one smoke detector 
and section 25F says anyone selling a 
house must install smoke detectors 
before selling it. 

McElhinney said the Selectmen have 
voiced some opposition lo tile article 
saying it would be difficult to enforce. 

"The only way to enforce it would be 
through an education process such as 
mailings and newspaper articles," 


McElhinney said. “On a single family 
dwelling, we’d have a very difficult time 
checking the insides of houses and the 
selectmen feel we have enough man¬ 
dated programs. 

McElhinney said a lot of people in 
Winchester have been saved from fires 
by alarms. 

"We’ve had cases where people have 
been alerted in the middle of the night 
and in the daytime so we see the value of 
smoke detectors,” he said. “We have at 
least six incidents a year. 

“Smoke detectors won’t extinguish 
fires but there is no doubt about it that 
they would save lives if there is a fire at 
night," he continued. 

Garbage seems to crop up at every 
Town Meeting, in the form of the article 
lo reinstitute garbage collection. 

Article 14 asks the town to appropriate 
the money to start garbage collection 
again to serve those people in town, 
especially seniors who can’t afford the 
private collection fee. 

The article has passed one Town 
Meeting and been turned down at three. 
The roposal, at the spring Town Meeting, 
did not ask the town to appropriate any 
money. It was voted out. 

While one article wants to spend 
money for garbage, another calls for 
collecting money from rubbish. 

Article 13 asks Town Meeting 


members to charge commercial rubbish 
haulers for using the town transfer 
station. They are currently charged the 
same fee as private residents — $2 a 
year. The town pays $17 per ton to have 
the trash removed. 

The article proposes that commercial 
haulers be weighed upon entering the 
transfer station, and charged by the ton. 

However, the Finance Committee 
report points out that weighing equip¬ 
ment will be needed, and (he transfer 
station would not be the best place to 
transact business and keep cash on hand. 

Two articles call for a change in Town 
Meeting procedure — one would set up a 
precinct caucus before the start of the 
Spring Town Meeting. The second would 
lake steps to cut down on the ab¬ 
senteeism at Town Meeting. 

At the last session of the Spring Town 
Meeting, Moderator John Sullivan had to 
leave the High School Auditorium to 
round up a quorum so he could begin. 

Even though budget money articles 
are usually reserved for the Spring Town 
Meeting, three salaries are up for 
changes this fall.

Three selectmen’s articles would 
change the way the comptroller and town 
counsel are paid, and extend Economic 
Development Coordinator John Con¬ 
nery’s contract and salary for another 
two months. 

The articles regarding the comp¬ 
troller's and town counsel's salaries 
would take those salaries off the town’s 
schedules, and let the selectmen set the 
wage.

Paula 
Papastathis had passed to Kim Donlon 
who dribbled through the Minutemaids 
defense and put the ball in the left hand 
corner. This was just the start. 

Papastathis and Donlon continued to 
pass and dribble causing Lexington to 
run in circles. Then Donlon centered the 
ball and Maria Montouri blasted it past 
the bewildered goalie from about 15 
yards out. 

Freshman Mich Powers had a typical 
day for herself, scoring two goals and 
assisting another. She raised the score 
from 2-0 to 4-0 getting her two goals 
consecutively. On a pass from Paula 
lUisso Powers put her first one in but it 
was her second goal that caused Coach 
Scanlon to say "it was the best execution 
we have had all year." 

Maria Montouri passed the ball to 
Papastathis who was deep in the left 
hand corner of the field. She then cen¬ 
tered it to Powers who chipped it right 
over the goalie’s outstretched hands and 
just under the crossbar. That ended the 
scoring for the first half. 

But the Sachemettes were only half 
done. Donlon got herself another goal to 


boost the score to 5-0. A nice hustle from 
Kathy Fitzgerald enabled her to take a 
shot and although it did not go in, Laura 
Schromm got the rebound and drilled it 
into the net. 

Laura Weylman came off the bench to 
nab two goals, one in the third period, 
and the eighth and final goal in the last 
five minutes of the game. 

Scanlon was pleased with his team's 
play. The offense put the ball in the net 
and the defense kept it out. 

“The defense played well” com¬ 
mented Scanlon. They made many back 
passes to the goalies which prevented 
Lexington from taking many shots. 

Lexington was in second place with its 
only loss handed to them by Winchester. 
Now they are tied for second with 
Belmont. 

But beating the supposedly other best 
team in the league was only a 
foreshadowing of what was to follow. The 
Scahemettes 1 next opponent was un¬ 
defeated and unscored upon Concord- 
Carlisle. Concord is one of Winchester’s 
biggest rivals in girls' soccer. They have 
been the state champions for two years in 
a row now and were slated by some to be 
the favorites again this year. Winchester 
beat Concord last year during the regular 
season but Concord got revenge by 
knocking the Sachemettes out of the state 
tournament in the semi-finals. 

In what Scanlon called "probably the 
best girls soccer game in the state” last 
Saturday, Winchester broke the Patriots' 
undefeated, unscored upon record by 
edging out Concord 2-1. 

"It was one of the most evenly mat¬ 
ched and competitive games.

Season Lost

It was the finest football game the 
Sachems were in all season. 

It had everything — come from 
behind touchdowns, a last minute in¬ 
terception by Steve Costello, a gorgeous 
reception, up and over a Melrose 
defender, by Bill Ferry, and late strategy 
(giving Melrose a safety in return for a 
free kick) from coach Manny Marshall. 

Winchester even had heros. 

Costello rushed for an astonishing 215 
yards — his highest total yet. 

Quarterback Rich Fennell, out of 
practice all week because of the flu, 
came in with six minutes left, threw 
three completions for 60 yards, and led 
his Sachems across the goal line and into 
the lead. 

But it wasn’t enough. 

With 38 seconds to go, and his team 
trailing 22-17, Melrose quarterback Doug 
Prentice threw two quick completions to 
bring his Red Raiders to the uprights. 

The touchdown, which came on a 17- 
yard pass to a wide-open Chris Simpson, 
and the two-point conversion which 
followed gave Melrose a 25-22 victory, 
and dropped Winchester to third place in 
the Middlesex League. 

Winchester now has a 3-2 league 
record, with a win in the non-league 
opener. The loss puts them behind 
Woburn (5-0 and 5-1) and Reading (4-1 
and 4-2), and just about destroys any 
hope of a Sachem title this season. 

Somehow, all that wouldn’t be so 
tough to take if the Sachems had played 
badly Saturday afternoon. But although 
there were errors — like a fumble on the 
Melrose six that blew a Sachem touch¬ 
down — the Sachems played their hearts 
out. 

"I watched the game films, thinking I 
could see one kid didn’t do his job over 
there, or one didn’t do his job here," said 
coach Marshall. "But I didn’t see that. 

"Everybody did their job most of the 
game. But each time we made one little 
mistake, they were there. And I go to 
church on Sunday,” he said. 

On paper, Winchester beat Melrose 
twice over. They crushed Melrose on 
rushing, 265 yards to 128, completed as 
many passes as the Red Raiders 
(although for 40 yards less), and had two 
interceptions and a sack go unanswered. 

But Melrose showed the poise to get 
that touchdown in the final seconds, and 
that’s all that mattered. 

Melrose started the scoring early, 
with a touchdown from fullback Kenny 
Linehan. 

Winchester let that touchdown go 
unanswered until the next quarter. The 
score was set up when, barely into the 
quarter, a Greg Kirk tackle of Melrose’s 
Simpson forced a fumble, and gave 
Winchester 'he ball on the 50. 

On the next play, Costello took the 
ball, scrambled around and headed for

Then on 
second and 10, he flipped the ball to 
Costello coming out of the wishbone. 

Costello tore down the right sideline 
and into the endzone to put the Sachems 
on the board, lie then carried the ball 
through the middle on the two-point 
conversion, and the Sachems were up 8-7. 

A sack of Melrose quarterback 
Prentice by the Sachems' Dan Capone 
stopped the Red Raiders drive, and 
Winchester took possession on the 
Melrose 45. 

The Sachems marched downfield with 
Costello, Bill Ferry and Chuck Allard 
taking turns carrying the ball for five 
yards here, seven there 

Winchester was getting close to the 


goal line, and close to the end of the 
firsthalf. A few more yards, and the 
Sachems would be going into the loc ker 
room eight points ahead and psyched for 
the second half. 

But on first down, two yards away 
from the goal-line, Costello dove through 
the middle of the Melrose line, and lost 
the football. Melrose recovered, and 
suddenly the Sachems found themselves 
with a slim, one-point lead at the half. 

That didn’t seem to hurt though, as 
the Sachems came out of the locker room 
and scored on their first possession. 

It was Costello again, with an off- 
tackle, 70-yard run to the right. Steve cut 
across field, left the last Melrose 
defender stretched out at the 25, and took 
it in for his second TD of the game. 

But the point after attempt was 
blocked, giving the Sachems a seven, 
rather than an eight point lead. And that

It 
seemed certain the Sachems had it in the 
bag. Except they couldn’t get out of their 
end. 

Melrose refused to give Winchester 
the first down, and the Sachems had to 
punt. After a conference with Marshall, 
Cahill waited in the end-zone for the 
tackle, giving Melrose a safety and 
allowing Winchester to free-kick from 
the 10. 

Cahill’s punt went out to mid-field, but

Sloppy weather and a Skillings Field 
under water have kept the Sachem 
soccer team out of action most of the 
week. But the Sachems must wish the 
rain started a day earlier. 

Last week, Winchester just managed 
a 3-3 tie against Melrose. The Sachems 
played catch-up the whole game, falling 
behind and scoring again, with their 
final, tying goal coming with only five 
minutes left. 

"They came out to play hard, and we 
didn't,” said coach Gene Bouley. "We 
were playing sloppy, poor defense, We 
weren’t moving the ball, and we weren’t 
aggressive enough.”

Winchester Historical Society 
Will Certify Older Homes 


A House Certificate program lias been 
started by the Winchester Historical 
Commission for the homeowners who can 
document the age of Iheir home as tin 
years or older. 

The home owners will be given a 
certificate bearing the seal of the town of 
Winchester from Ihe commission 

in order to receive a certificate, a 
building owner must submit sufficient 
data to establish construction date and 
ownership history of the building. The 
Commission will review submissions for 
completeness and conformance to 
minimum professional standards of 
historical documentation. Submissions 
must include the following information: 

History of ownership ("title chain"), 
documented with copies of deeds and 
probate evidences which can be obtained 
at the Registries of Deeds and Probate in 
Cambridge. 

Construction date, documented by 
references to primary sources such as 
correspondence original to the period in 
question, tax records, newspaper items, 
and similar material.

WHS Holds Election To 
Take Over State House 


Elections will bo held in Winchester 
High School on Nov. to select that 
school's delegate to the thirty-fifth 
Annual Student Government Day 
Program. 

The program was established in 1947 
by the Massachusetts General Court in 
order that secondary school students of 
the Commonwealth would be able to 
learn about state government by par¬ 
ticipating in a unique and meaningful 
experience. This idea has developed into 
a six-month program which explores all 
aspects of our stale governmental 
system and includes a one day "take 
over" of the stale administration by the 
students. 

Any secondary school in 
Massachusetts is eligible to send one 
student representative to this program. 
The student must be sixteen years of age 
on or before May 31. 1982. The student 
must be elected by his-her high school in 
a democratically held election 

After the election in each school, the 
name of the delegates are placed in a 
"Glass Bowl." Names of the student 
counterparts will be drawn by the 
governor, other constitutional officers, 
and supreme court justices. Another 
drawing will be held to select the 
governor’s -councillors, department 
heads, cabinet secretaries, senators, and 
represent a I i vcs. 

Three series of workshops will be held 


for the purpose of educating and in¬ 
forming teachers and student delegates 
about the legislative process and state 
government. The first series will be held 
in the regional education centers. The 
second and third workshop series will be 
held at the State House. The governor 
will participate in these workshops along 
with Ihe constitutional officers, 
legislators, judicial officials, members of 
interest and lobbying groups. The 
workshops will also provide an op¬ 
portunity lor students to observe the 
legislature in session. 

Student Government Day occurs on 
the first Friday in April. On this day, 
students will participate in all aspects of 
the administration of stale government 
in the place where it happens, the State 
House. This allows students who have 
been educated in state government the 
opportunity to ex ercise their newly 
obtained abilities in the atmosphere dial 
actual governmental officials perform. 

The Student Government Day 
Program lias been successful in many 
ways during its long history. Along with 
the responsibility of educating a con¬ 
cerned population of the citizens and 
future voters ol Massachusetts, it has 
been estimated that one third of the 
elected state governmental officials 
currently serving in Massachusetts have 
participated in the program.

The October calendar 
includes a dinner put on by the Enka 
Society and a tea at Mt. Vernon House for 


the residents and any friends they wish to 
invite.
